Observing  a  reference  to  your  Committee  in  the  Council  relative  to  the 
distribution  of  means  for  the  poor  of  the  city,  by  this  society,  we  desire  to 
state,  that  the  rule  of  this  society  in  distributing  to  the  needy,  through  its 
Committee,  is  to  afford  necessary  relief  from  time  to  time,  but  not  perma- 
nently to  any  person  ;  those  needing  constant  aid  through  the  whole  year, 
and  year  by  year,  being  proper  subjects  for  township  support. 

Inquiry  is  made  by  the  Committee,  of  applicants  for  aid,  if  they  are  mem- 
bers of  any  religious  denomination,  which  prefer  to  provide  for  the  wants  of 
its  suffering  members,  and  if  so,  they  are  directed  to  the  minister  or  mem- 
bers of  such  church.  It  is  generally  found  that  in  the  Protestant  churches, 
provision  is  made  for  such  needy  members,  and  that  they  do  not  long  depend 
on  this  society. 

How  much  is  done  by  other  churches  for  their  poor  we  cannot  tell,  proba- 
bly a  great  deal,  for  it  is  certain  in  the  contributions  to  the  funds  of  this 
society,  very  little  is  furnished  us  by  the  members  of  such  congregations, 
especially  during  the  past  year.  The  calls  from  those  who  profess  to  be 
members  of  such  churches  are  constant  and  regular,  not  in  winter  only,  but 
continually.  In  some  districts,  such  applicants  are  more  than  half  the  num- 
ber of  all  who  are  assisted,  as  our  reports  of  those  districts  will  show  by  the 
names  of  the  persons  receiving. 

It  is  always  the  wish  and  intention  of  the  society,  while  it  has  the  means, 
to  afford  relief  to  the  actually  suSering,  without  any  distinction  of  sect  or 
parties.

tion of  this  ordinance,  and  the  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same, 
at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  at  the  rate  fixed  in  section  one,  charging  the 
same  to  the  account  of  "officers  salaries;"  but  he  is  expressly  prohibited

Sec.  4.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  police  force  shall  receive  the 
following  compensation  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  15th,  1868:  The 
Chief  of  Police,  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  quarterly  as  other  city 
officers  are  paid.  The  Lieutenants  of  police  force,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  day  for  each  day  actually  employed.

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  receive 
the  following  compensation  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  15,  1868:  The 
Chief  Fire  Engineer,  thirteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  quarterly  as  other 
city  officers  are  paid.  The  Engineer  of  each  steam  fire  engine,  eighty-five 
dollars  per  month,  payable  monthly  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer,  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department.  Each  driver 
and  fireman  of  the  companies  of  the  Fire  Department,  two  dollars  and  twen- 
ty-five cents  for  each  day  actually  employed,  payable  monthly  upon  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  approved  by  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fire  Department.  Each  watchman  on  the  central  alarm  tower, 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  day,  actually  employed,  payable  in  the 
same  manner  as  fireman.  Each  hoseman,  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  quarterly  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee  on  the  Fire  Department. 

Sec  6.  Each  Councilman  shall,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  15th, 
1868,  receive  two  dollars  for  each  regular  or  special  session  of  the  Common 
Council  which  he  may  attend,  payable  quarterly,  upon  the  certificate  of  the 
City  Cl^rk  to  the  Auditor,  certifying  the  number  of  meetings  each  Council- 
man has  been  present. 

Sec  7.  The  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  draw  his  warrants  upon  the 
City  Treasurer  for  the  respective  salaries  hereby  established,  and  the  sum  of

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Cottrell  to  have  the  No.  3  Engine  house  plastered  and  new 
bedding  purchased  for  the  men,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
in  company  with  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  have  examined  all  the  Engine 
Houses,  and  find  each  of  them  in  poor  condition  to  accommodate  the  men 
in  this  respect.  All  the  buildings  were  erected  for  the  old  system  of  the  Fire 
Department  (by  the  Volunteer),  and  were  built  partly  by  the  City  and  partly 
by  subscription,  and  consequently  are  built  in  a  very  poor  and  temporary 
manner.  The  second  story  of  all  the  houses  were  built  for  a  Hall  to  accom- 
modate the  members  of  the  old  volunteer  companies.     A  stud  partition,  well 
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braced  and  plastered,  put  up  across  the  center  of  the  upper  rooms  would 
greatly  add  to  the  strength  of  the  buildings  and  divide  the  houses  into  two 
very  good  rooms.  There  are  no  curtains  at  any  of  the  houses,  and  the  men 
who  are  on  duty  at  night  cannot  sleep  with  comfort  during  the  summer 
months  in  a  light  room.  A  greater  part  of  the  bedding  are  worn,  and  new 
will  have  to  be  refurnished.  The  platforms  of  two  of  the  houses  are  rotten 
and  unsafe,  and  should  be  replaced  by  new  ones. 

The  new  hose,  purchased  of  J.  H.  Vajen  &  Co.,  has  been  received  and  dis- 
tributed to  the  different  houses.  Also,  the  new  hose  reel,  purchased  of  the 
Seneca  Falls  Engine  Company,  has  arrived,  and  is  now  ready  to  go  into  ser- 
vice. By  remodeling  the  stalls  at  the  No.  2  Engine  House,  on  Massachusetts 
Avenue,  there  is  room  for  another  horse  and  the  reel.  This  reel  should  be 
put  into  service  at  once  and  run  regularly. 

We  would  recommend  the  following,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  being  furnish- 
ed by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  : 

1st.  Stud  and  plastered  partitions  in  all  the  houses,  estimated  to  cost  $116  30 
2d,  12  iron  bedsteads  and  bed  clothing,  and  mattresses  complete,  at 

$8.25  each,           -            -            -            -            -            -            -            -  99  00 

3d.  G  iron  bed  steads,  &c,  at  $8.25,  for  hosemen,                      -  49  50 

4th.  18  window  shades,     -            -            .             -            -            -            -  25  20

6th.  Rebuilding  stalls  at  Engine  House  No.  2  for  extra  hose  reel,     -  20  00

The  carpenter  work  will  be  done  by  the  men  at  the  houses,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer. 

We  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  the  necessity  of  the  early 
purchase  of  another  Engine.  All  the  Engineers  report  their  Engines  as 
wanting  repairs,  and  one  or  two  a  general  overhauling.  They  are  liable  to 
give  down  at  any  fire.  If  a  new  Engine  is  purchased  one  after  another  of 
our  present  Engines  should  go  to  the  shop  and  be  thoroughly  repaired.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  charges 
against  August  Richter,  Street  Commissioner,  after  five  meetings,  would  re- 
spectfully present  the  following  report: 

Charge  First. — That  oF  paying  his  men  habitually  on  Sunday.  This  charge 
we  find  to  be  true  at  times. 

Charge  Second. — Taking  receipts  in  blank,  which  we  find  to  be  true  in 
some  cases. 

Charge  Third. — Charging  him  with  paying  Michael  M.  Sullivan  fifteen 
dollars,  and  taking  a  receipt  for  fifty-five  dollars  from  him,  which  we  find  to 
be  unfounded. 

1st.     We  further  find,  upon   examination,  that  hands  in  his  employ  as 
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Street  Commissioner,  occasionally  worked  for  him,  on  his  private  property, 
and  for  other  parties,  for  which  they  gave  him  their  receipts  as  though  they 
worked  for  the  city.  They  testified  that  they  did  not  know  whether  they 
were  paid  by  the  city,  or  out  of  his  private  funds.  This  practice  leads  neces- 
sarily to  a  great  deal  of  complication,  and  we  therefore  deprecate  this  prac- 
tice. 

2d.  We  also  find  that  the  Street  Commissioner  did  grade  and  gravel 
certain  public  alleys,  without  any  order  from  the  Common  Council,  and  the 
city  never  received  any  pay  for  the  same  from  the  owners  of  the  adjoining 
lots,  and  in  so  doing  he  acted  without  any  authority. 

3d.  We  also  find  that  he  had  in  his  employ  one  David  Gilchrist,  who  says 
that  he  was  employed  by  the  Street  Commissioner  during  one  week  in  the 
month  of  August,  1866,  and  during  that  week  he  only  worked  one-half  day 
for  the  city,  and  the  balance  of  the  time  on  Kichter's  private  property, 
cleaning  out  the  cellar  of  his  new  building  on  Virginia  Avenue,  for  which  he 
received  from  the  city  the  sum  of  eleven  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents,  as 
shown  by  receipt  No.  578,  now  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office.  It  is  further 
proven  that  he  has  been  in  the  habit  of  having  the  teams  working  for  the 
city  hauling  dirt  on  his  own  private  property,  which  dirt  was  the  property  of 
the  city,  but  the  dirt  was  hauled  after  working  hours,  at  noon  and  evenings, 
for  which  dirt  the  city  has  never  received  any  compensation  as  we  can  find, 
which  we  find  was  in  violation  of  an  ordinance  passed  December  28,  1863, 
section  12,  page  170  of  Eevised  Ordinances. 

4th.  We  also  find  that  he  has  been  in  the  habit  of  selling  material,  such 
as  stone,  lumber,  iron,  etc.,  and  we  cannot  find  that  the  Council  ever  author- 
ized him  to  do  so,  but  as  far  as  we  know  he  has  accounted  for  the  articles  so 
sold. 

5th.  We  also  find  that  the  said  August  Richter  was  directed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  to  boulder  the  gutter  on  Pratt  street,  between  Meridian  and 
Illinois  streets,  and  he  employed  to  do  so  one  R.  P.  Dunning,  and  to  whom  he 
paid  for  the  said  work  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  in  money'and 
twenty-three  dollars  in  boulders,  and  for  which  boulders  he  has  never  ac- 
counted to  the  city,  and  taking  the  receipt  from  the  said  R.  P.  Dunning  for 
one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars,  as  per  receipt  numbered  762  on  file 
with  City  Clerk.

Indianapolis,  June  3,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned,  representing  the  Bellefontaine  Railway  Company,  res- 
pectfully represents  that  in  1862,  and  prior  thereto,  said  company,  for  reasons 
and  objects  herein  stated  and  recognized  at  that  time  by  your  honorable  body 
as  satisfactory  and  urgent,  purchased  grounds  in  the  north-east  part  of  the  City 
of  Indianapolis  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  new  and  more  commodious  shops 
and  a  large  depot  for  transfer  of  through  freights,  and  the  laying  of  extensive 
switches  and  side  tracks  for  the  switching  and  standing  of  empty  and  loaded 
cars,  and  remote  from  danger  and  annoyance  to  the  public. 

1st.  The  use  of  this  company's  greunds  and  depots  between  Alabama  and 
New  Jersey  streets  for  the  transferring  of  through  freights,  the  making  up 
and  abandoning  of  trains,  and  the  standing  of  empty  and  loaded  cars,  caused 
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so  serious  and  constant  an  obstruction  of  several  streets,  and  delays,  danger 
and  annoyance  to  citizens  and  vehicles  passing  on  them,  by  the  moving, 
^witching  and  standing  of  trains,  as  to  make  a  change  of  location  absolutely 
necessary,  as  well  for  our  own  interest  as  the  safety  and  convenience  of  the 
public. 

2d.  When  this  company  located  through  the  city  it  purchased  the  right 
of  way  35  feet  wide  through  the  "  Noble  farm,"  (then  a  pasture  and  covered 
with  stumps  and  logs,)  and  of  other  parties  north  to  and  through  Massachu- 
setts Avenue  to  the  north-east  corner  of  the  city ;  subsequently  the  Noble 
heirs  sub-divided  that  portion  of  said  farm  lying  between  Noble  street  and 
the  west  line  of  said  right  of  way  from  Market  street  to  St.  Clair  street,  de- 
signating on  their  recorded  plat  '"Railroad  street,"  60  feet  wide,  as  a  public 
street,  including  our  35  feet  right  of  way,  and  making  its  west  line  the  east  line 
of  the  lots  intended  to  front  on  said  street,  this  company  not  joining  in  the  sub- 
division. The  effect  of  this  was  that  North,  Michigan,  Vermont,  and  Ohio 
streets,  and  the  intermediate  alleys  had  no  existence  for  35  feet  across  said 
right  of  way,  and  could  have  been  legally  fenced  up  by  this  company  at  any 
time.  On  a  portion  of  this  35  feet  was  a  side  track  used  for  standing  empty 
box  and  stock  cars,  (it  being  the  only  place  we  then  had  for  that  purpose.) 
The  use  of  this  side  track  for  this  purpose— especially  in  the  hot  months — 
was  loudly  and  persistently  objected  to,  and  your  honorable  body  frequently 
but  without  avail  applied  to  for  relief,  our  property  and  cars  damaged  and 
mutilated  and  personal  violence  threatened ;  these  and  other  reasons  decid- 
ed us  to  seek,  at  great  expense  to  us,  a  change  of  location. 

After  a  consultation  with  members  of  the  Council,  Mayor  C&ven,  and  citi- 
zens interested,  a  petition  was  presented,  with  the  understanding  that  if 
granted  this  company  would  surrender  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis  all  her 
interest  in  the  right  of  way  to  be  abandoned  from  North  street  to  Massachu- 
setts Avenue  for  a  public  street,  to  take  up  the  main  and  side  track  on  said 
right  of  way  and  through  said  Avenue,  the  Council  to  give  this  company  per- 
mission, under  certain  restrictions,  to  cross  certain  streets  and  alleys  with 
their  tracks  and  switches,  and  to  vacate  other  streets  and  alleys  of  no  utility 
to  the  public.  This  understanding  was  carried  out  on  the  part  of  this  com- 
pany and  on  the  part  of  the  city,  excepting  that  in  the  order  of  vacation  the 
east  end  of  Biddle  street  and  of  the  alley  on  the  south  line  of  Riddle's  sub- 
division was  by  some  oversight  not  included,  but  was  a  part  of  the  original 
plan  and  intention.  Said  street  and  alley  do  not  connect  in  any  way  in  any 
direction  on  the  east  with  any  streets  or  alleys  either  now  existing  or  in  con- 
templation but  about  our  grounds  at  their  eastern  terminus. 

We  therefore  hereby  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to  vacate  all 
that  portion  of  Biddle  situated  east  of  the  west  line  of  lots  Nos.  16  and  21, 
in  said  Biddle's  sub-division,  on  which  front  lots  Nos.  16,  17,  18.  19,  20  and 
21,  all  belonging  in  fee  simple  to  this  company;  and,  also,  all  that  portion  of 
the  alley  on  the  south  of  said  Biddle's  sub-division,  situated  east  of  the  west 
line  of  lot  21  in  said  sub-division,  on  which  abut  lots  Nos.  19,  20  and  21  on 
the  south,  all  the  property  of  this  company. 

The  granting  of  the  prayer  of  your  petitioner  will  greatly  accommodate 
this  company,  carry  out  an  original  honorable  intention,  without  in  any  way 
Interfering  with  or  injuring  the  public  interest,  and  enable  this  company  to 
protect  by  fences  a  very  large  amount  of  movable  property  from  theft,  (from 
which  we  have  been  great  sufferers,)  thus  preventing  crime  by  lessening  the 
opportunities  to  commit  it. 

The  grounds  and  facts  are  very  nearly  as  represented  on  Asher  &  Adam's 
new  Map  of  the  City;  and  as  in  duty  bound  your  petitioners  will  ever  pray,

Mr.  Davis,  also,  offered  the  following  motion : 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  is  hereby  directed,  to  notify  Butsh 
and  Dickson,  also  T.  A.  Morris,  or  the  persons  having  charge  of  the  side  tracks 
on  and  across  Pennsylvania  street,  to  properly  plank  said  tracks  the  full 
width  of  said  street  within  ten  days,  and  if  said  parties  fail  to  do  said  work, 
then  the  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby  directed  to  do  the  same  at  the  ex- 
pense of  said  parties. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Davis,  also,  offered  the  following  motion  : 

That  a  Committee  of  five  members  of  this  Council  be  appointed  to  exam-

That  the  Street  Commissioner  be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  notify  the  La- 
fayette and  Indianapolis  Railroad  Co.,  or  the  Indianapolis  and  Cincinnati 
Railroad  Co.,  having  charge  of  said  road,  to  so  enlarge  the  culvert  under 
their  tracks  on  North  street,  between  Mississippi  street  and  the  Canal,  on 
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the  north  side  of  North  street,  so  as  to  make  said  culvert  eighteen  inches  by 
four  feet  in  the  clear;  and  if  said  Company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  said 
work  for  ten  days  after  such  notice,  then  the  Commissioners  shall  do  the 
same  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  from  said  companies.

Mr.  Davis  presented  the  following  communication  : 

Indianapolis,  June  3,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

In  entering  upon  the  performance  of  that  part  of  the  duties  of  my  office 
required  by  section  twenty  of  the  ordinance  describing  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  general  city  offiers,  I  found  certain  dealers  in  coal,  who  claimed  that 
if  they  weighed  their  coal  by  the  standard  given  in  the  Statute  of  Indiana, 
they  had  a  right  to  deliver  it  in  a  cart  or  vehicle  of  whatever  capacity  they 
choose  to  use,  and  that  they  would  not  be  required  to  have  them  sealed,  as 
section  eighteen  of  the  above  mentioned  ordinance  seems  to  contemplate. 
I  found  the  carts  used  by  these  parties  to  be  considerable  below  the  standard 
of  measure,  not  averaging  more  than  twenty-one  and  one-half  bushels  to 
the  cart.  I  have  not  stopped  the  use  of  these  carts,  there  seeming  to  be  a 
doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  so  doing,  but  would  respectfully  refer  the  mat- 
ter to  your  honorable  body  for  instructions. 

I  would  also  state  that  the  coal  carts  were  generally  too  small  throughout 
the  city,  not  averaging  more  than  twenty-two  bushels  to  the  cart,  level  meas- 
ure. But  the  dealers  claimed  that  they  had  been  giving  good  weight,  if  not 
measure,  and  that  the  standard  of  measure  was  larger  than  the  standard  of 
weight.  This  led  me  to  test  the  capacity  of  some  carts  by  weight,  as  well 
as  measure,  and  the  result  was  as  follows:  A  cart  which  held  twenty  bush- 
els and  fifty-eight  pounds  by  measure,  weighed  twenty  bushels  of  the  Brazil 
coal.  The  same  cart  held  twenty-two  bushels  of  the  Highland  coal,  and  the 
Pittsburg  coal  was  a  few  pounds  heavier  than  the  Highland.  I  also  observed 
that  we  have  kinds  of  coal  which  may  be  loaded  in  fsuch  a  manner  as  to 
make  a  difference  of  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  in  a  twenty- 
five  bushel  cart,  while  the  lightest  load  would  appear  to  be  fully  equal  to  the 
heaviest. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  facts  and  reasons  which  bring  us  to  the  conclusion 
that  a  standard  of  measure  for  buying  and  selling  coal,  cannot  always  be 
relied  on  as  correct,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  public  cannot  be  fully  se- 
cured and  protected  by  it.  I  would  therefore  on  behalf  of  the  public,  rec- 
ommend and  request  that  your  honorable  body  take  some  measures  to  inves- 
tigate this  matter  further,  with  a  view  to  the  revision  of  the  above  mentioned 
ordinance.

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys  in  obedience  to  the  instruction  of 
the  Council  of  the  27th  of  May,  report  that  in  their  opinion  the  dead  and 
dying  locust  trees  should  be  removed  from  the  sidewalks  of  the  city.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  communi- 
cation of  Lieut.  John  W.  Coons,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following : 

Some  weeks  ago  I  was  requested  to  examine  the  questions  presented  by 
the  communication  of  Lieut.  Coons,  and  in  answer  to  the  request  examined 
the  question  and  prepared  an  opinion.  I  transmit  that  request  and  opinion 
herewith.  At  the  time  I  examined  the  question  I  presented  my  opinion  to 
Hon.  James  Morrison  and  requested  him  to  examine  the  question  and  give 
an  opinion.  After  an  examination  Judge  Morrison  concurred  in  the  opinion 
which  I  had  prepared. 

I  have  again  carefully  examined  the  question  and  am  strengthened  in  the 
conclusion  stated  in  the  opinion  referred  to. 

The  office  of  Auditor  was  created  by  the  law  which  gave  this  city  the  au- 
thority to  elect  and  qualify  officers.  The  term  of  office  is  prescribed  by  that 
law,  and  Council  has  no  power  to  lengthen  or  shorten  the  term.  The  Char- 
ter of  the  City,  so  far  as  the  legislative  power  of  the  Council  is  concerned, 
bears  the  same  relation  to  the  pow7ers  of  Council  that  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  does  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State.  Offices  created  by  the  Constitu- 
tion can  be  abolished  only  by  the  Constitution.     Coffin  vs.  The  State,  7  Ind. 
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157.  In  the  case  of  The  Governor  vs.  Nelson,  6  Ind.  496,  it  was  held  that  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  assuming  to  abridge  the  terms  of  office  of  persons 
elected  to  office,  where  terms  were  fixed  by  the  Constitution,  was  unconsti- 
tutional and  void.  The  Council  possess  only  such  powers  as  the  Charter  con- 
fers, and  can  exercise  them  only  in  the  manner  provided.  The  term  of  office 
is  fixed  by  the  Charter,  and  if  there  is  an  election  it  must  be  for  the  term 
provided  by  Charter.  If  it  were  otherwise  the  Council  might  remove  any 
officer  at  their  pleasure  and  shorten  or  lengthen  the  term  at  their  option.  In 
the  case  of  Stocking  vs.  The  State,  7  Ind.  326.,  it  is  decided  that  the  Legisla- 
ture cannot  by  any  declaratory  enactment  make  a  vacancy  in  an  office  cre- 
ated by  the  Constitution.  I  think  the  same  rule  should  apply  in  this  case, 
and  that  the  office  of  Auditor  was  not  at  the  time  of  Lieut.  Coons'  election 
vacant,  nor  can  it  be  now  so  declared.  The  term  of  the  present  Auditor  will 
expire  two  years  from  the  date  of  his  election,  and  it  may'be,  though  I  give 
no  opinion  on  this  point,  not  having  examined  the  question  sufficiently,  that 
the  petitioner  will  then  be  entitled  to  the  office.

This  aggregate  of  disbursement  includes  $40,000  paid  S.  A.  Fletcher 
on  bank  loan,  $4,000  interest  advanced  in  payement  of  10  per  cent, 
warrants  and  $82,619.31,  paid  in  redemption  of  current  warrants  on 
issue  of  ten  per  cent.- warrants,  amounting  altogether  to $126,619  31 

Deducting  this  amount  from  the  gross  disbursements  leaves 209,720  79 

As  the  amount  really   expended  as  current  expenses  for  the  year   ending 

March  20,  1867,  which  exceeds,  by  about  one  per  cent.,  the  estimate  of  your 

Committee  presented  a  year  ago. 

Deducting  from  the  gross  receipts  above,  namely  $450,329.14,  the  ag- 
gregate amount  on  hand,  received  from  loan  and  from  sale  often  per 
cent  warrants  ($131,820.98)  we  have  remaining  as  the  current  col- 
lections for  the  year  ending  March  20,  1867 $318,508   16 

Taking  from  this  current  expenses  as  above 209,720  79 

And  there  remains $108,787  37 

In  which  sum  the  liabilities  or  indebtedness  of  the  city  were  diminished 
during  the  year.

At  the  close  of  the  year  there  was  an  unusually  heavy  delinquent  list  from 
which  your  committee  estimate  at  least  $42,000  can  be  realized  during  the 
ensuing  August  and  September. 

Deducting  this  further  sum  from  amount  of  debt  unprovided  for  on  the 
20th  day  of  March  last,  and  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  City  at  that  time, 
above  its  available  assetts  (cash  on  hand  and  collectable  on  delinquent  list) 
was  $44,070.07. 

Though  samewhat  irrevalent  to  the  subject  of  this  report,  your  Committee 
find  upon  examining  the  records,  that  during  the  last  two  years  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  city  has  been  diminished  nearly  $300,000  and  that  its  present 
proportions  are  such  as  not  in  future  to  impede  our  growth  or  lessen  our 
prosperity. 

We  present  the  following  as  our  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the  city  dur- 
ing the  current  year  ending  March  20,  1868.

Your  Committee  do  not  wish  to  be  considered  as  endorsing  as  proper,  to 
be  expended  in  the  manner  indicated,  each  of  the  items  of  the  foregoing 
estimate,  but  in  several  particulars  would  suggest  a  reduction.  In  reference 
to  the  item  of  gas  $15,000  in  our  opinion  might  be  saved  annually  by  extin- 
guishing street  lamps  at  midnight,  and  by  diminishing  the  size  of  the  burn- 
ers. Whether  this  shall  be  expedient  the  Council  must  determine.  We  are 
also  in  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  building  additional  fire  cisterns,  until 
more  is  definitely  known  in  regard  to  the  erection  of  water  works. 

We  also  think  that  with  rigid  economy  some  of  the  items  of  the  estimate 
relative  to  the  Fire  Department,  might  be  omitted. 

To  provire  for  the  expenses  of  the  present  year  in  accordance  with  the  es- 
timate presented,  and  meet  all  other  obligations  in  good  faith,  $230,000 
will  have  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  $170,000  of  which  should  be  paid  out  on 
current  expenses,  (the  expense  on  gas  being  paid  in  two  year  warrants)  and 
the  remainder  applied  for  the  liquidation  of  the  ten  per  cent,  warrants  and 
war  bonds,  both  of  which  become  due  early  next  year,  the  former  on  the  1st 
of  April  and  the  latter  on  the  1st  of  July. 

The  aggregate  of  these  liabilities  is  $109,000  for  the  payment  of  which, 
according  to  our  estimate,  there  will  be  in  the  City  Treasury  $60,000,  the 
remaining  $49,000  will  have  to  be  raised  by  a  loan,  in  addition  to  which  a 
sufficient  amount,  probably  $100,000,  will  also  have  to  be  raised  by  loan,  to 
meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  during  the  first  half  of  the  next  fiscal 
year. 

For  the  raising  of  this  amount,  namely,  $230,000,  your  committee  respect- 
fully recommends  a  levy  of  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents  be  made  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  returned  for  taxation,  for  which  levy  your  committee 
present  the  accompanying  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage. 
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The  assessment  this  year  as  shown  by  the  Assessors  return,  is  $21,943,605. 
Under  this  levy,  taking  last  years  levy  and  collections  as  a  basis  of  calcula- 
tion, there  can  be  collected  $188,796,  in  addition  to  which  there  can  be  real- 
ized cm  collection  of  the  delinquent  list,  about  $42,000,  or  in  the  aggregate, 
$230,769,  which  will  meet  the  above  estimated  requirements  of  the  city  and 
leave  $769  in  the  Treasury. 

In  view  of  the  wants  of  the  city  in  relation  to  sewerage,  your  committee 
beg  leave  to  suggest,  that  by  selling  a  sufficient  amount  of  war  bonds  matur- 
ing fifteeu  years  after  date,  to  realize  therefrom  $100,000  the  floating  debt  of 
the  city  can  be  so  adjusted,  as  to  warrant  the  expenditure  of  $40,000  during 
the  latter  part  of  this,  and  the  first  part  of  next  year,  for  the  inauguration 
of  a  general  plan  of  sewerage. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  to  be  empowered  to  ne- 
gotiate for  the  sale  of  the  same,  said  sale  being  subject  to  your  final  approval. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Charge  1st.  Official  misconduct  as  Street  Commissioner  in  grading  and 
graveling  streets  and  alleys  without  proper  authority. 

Specification  1st.  Grading  and  graveling  an  alley  running  through  out- 
block  No.  154,  in  said  city,  without  having  been  ordered  or  directed  so  to  do 
by  the  Common  Council  of  said  City. 

Charge  2d.  Permitting  persons  in  the  employ  of  and  paid  by  said  city  to 
labor  and  work  upon  private  property  for  the  benefit  of  private  individuals. 

Specification  1st.  Permitting  and  causing  employees  of  said  city  to  work 
and  labor  upon  the  property  of  private  individuals,  to-wit,  upon  and  about 
certain  real  estate  situate  on  McNabb  street,  south  of  the  Union  Railway 
Depot,  said  employees  being  then  and  there  paid  by  the  said  city,  said  work 
and  labor  being  done  for  the  benefit  of  private  individuals. 

Charge  3d.  Violating  law  in  paying  persons  under  his  control  as  laborers 
and  employees  of  the  city  upon  the  Sabbath  day. 

Specification  1st.  By  habitually  paying  persons  employed  by  him  as  Street 
Commissioner  for  said  city  upon  the  Sabbath  day. 

Charge  4th.  Improperly  taking  and  filling  up  receipts  executed  by  em- 
ployees of  said  city. 

Specification  1st.  By  habitually,  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
office  of  Street  Commissioner,  taking  receipts  in  blank  from  the  employees 
of  said  city  and  filling  said  blanks  himself,  this  during  his  term  of  office  as 
Street  Commissioner  of  said  city,  and  while  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  said  office. 

Charge  5th.  Breach  of  official  duty  in  appropriating  to  his  use  and  benefit 
the  labor  of  employees  of  said  city. 

Specification  1st.  Causing  and  permitting  one  David  Gilchrist,  an  employee 
of  said  city,  to  perform  labor  upon  and  about  the  premises  of  said  Richter 
situate  on  Virginia  Avenue  in  said  city,  said  Gilchrist  for  such  labor  being 
then  and  there  paid  by  the  said  City  of  Indianapolis ;  this  at  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis August,  1866.

Specification  1st.  By  having  received  from  R.  P.  Dunning  twenty-three 
dollars  for  bowlders  belonging  to  said  city,  which  bowlders  were  used  by  said 
Dunning  in  bowldering  gutter  on  Pratt  street,  between  Meridian  and  Illinois 
streets.  This  amount  is  included  in  receipts  filed  by  said  Richter  with  City 
Clerk,  numbered  762.

Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  remonstrance : 

Indianapolis,  June  5,  1867. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned,  owners  of  the  property  fronting  New  York  street  on  both 
sides,  the  entire  distance  from  Winston  street  east  to  the  Corporation  line, 
respectfully  represent  that  we  never  petitioned  your  honorable  body  for  the 
grading  and  graveling  of  that  portion  of  New  York  street  above  described, 
nor  do  we  now  wish  it  done  at  our  expense;  that  said  street  terminates  at 
the  Corporation  line;  is  not  used  by  the  public,  nor  is  it  at  present  needed  by 
the  undersigned. 
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We  therefore  hereby  respectfully  remonstrate  against  the  letting  of  the 
work  now  ordered  done  by  the  Council,  and  ask  a  repeal  of  the  ordinance 
ordering  it  done,  and  as  in  duty  bound  your  remonstrants  will  ever  pray. 
The  Bellefontaine  Railway  Co.,  by  E.  King,  Sec.  and  Treas., 
Edward,  Kins,  James  W.  Smelser,

Mr.  Burgess  presented  the  following  petition  : 

Indianapolis,  June  10,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indainapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Myself,  with  others  whom  I  represent,  are  the  owners  of  out- 
lot  11 S,  on  which  is  located  the  pond  of  water  commonly  known  as  Lake 
McCarty.  Formerly  and  naturally  the  water  in  this  pond  was  pure  and  cool, 
did  not  stagnate,  and  was  in  no  respect  a  nuisance.  Some  years  ago  the 
city  having  ordered  Delaware  street  to  be  graded  by  what  is  universally 
condemned  as  unskilfull  engineering,  the  water  was  carried  south  to  the  foot 
of  the  hill  on  Delaware  street,  and  there  being  no  outlet,  some  one,  I  do  not 
know  who,  or  by  what  authority,  caused  a  ditch  to  be  dug  draining  the  water 
into  said  pond.  This  was  not  the  natural  outlet;  indeed  the  pond  itself 
had  no  outlet,  and  draining  the  water  from  Delaware  street  into  it  was  done 
without  the  consent  or  knowledge  of  the  owners,  and  was  a  trespass  upon 
their  property.  As  it  seemed,  however,  to  be  a  benefit  to  the  property  in 
that  vicinity,  and  for  the  time  being  was  not  an  immediate  or  serious  damage 
to  the  owners,  as  the  property  was  lying  vacant,  we  permitted  it  to  continue 
through  a  mere  disposition  to  accommodate. 

A  large  part  of  the  south-eastern  part  of  the  city  being  drained  into  Dele 
ware  street,  all  the  water  and  slops  passing  through  the  streets  of  that  part 
of  the  city  find  their  way  into  this  pond,  so  that  it  has  become  a  nuisance, 
and  has  been  such  for  some  time,  and  in  order  to  drain  it  and  lessen,  if 
possible,  the  nuisance,  last  year,  under  an  order  of  the  Council,  we  deepened 
a  drain  made  one  year  previously  by  the  city,  and  extended  the  same  to  the 
south-west  through,  and  cutting  diagonally,  a  tract  of  land  owned  by  us  and 
suitable  for  building  lots.  To  make  such  a  drain  a  permanency  where  it  now 
is,  would  render  such  property  unsaleable  for  building  lots,  and  occasion  a 
very  great  damage  to  the  proprietors.  We  permitted  it  so  long  through  a 
mere  indulgence  to  the  public  and  regarding  it  only  as  a  temporary  expedi- 
ent. I  understand  there  is  pending  before  your  body  a  resolution  requiring 
us  to  fill  this  pond.  The  pond  is  a  nuisance,  though  not  made  so  by  the 
owners,  yet  it  ought  to  be  filled,  and  we  are  willing  to  do  it.  To  fill  it,  how- 
ever, leaving  no  drainage  through  and  beyond  it,  would  leave  that  part  of 
the  city  without  any  drainage,  and  in  the  event  of  heavy  rains  would  flood 
and  greatly  damage  property  in  that  vicinity. 

The  street  was  wrongfully  drained  into  the  pond  in  the  first  instance,  but 
has  not  been  resisted,  and  we  are  advised  that  should  we  fill  the  pond  and 
voluntarily  leave  a  drain  through  it  and  permit  it  so  to  remain,  taken,  in  con- 
nection with  an  apparent  acquiesence  in  the  former  drainage  into  it,  that  in 
time  these  acts  of  liberality  might  grow  into  a  claim  of  right  and  we  become 
sufferers  in  consequence  thereof.  We  are  yet  willing  to  do  anything  for  the 
good  or  convenience  of  property  owners  in  that  vicinity,  but  would  not  be 
willing  Co  prejudice  our  substantial  rights  in  the  matter.  We  do  not  wish, 
therefore,  to'  cut  off  the  drainage,  by  filling  it  entirely,  for  fear  it  would 
damage  property  in  its  vicinity,  and  yet  do  not  feel  that  in  justice  to  our- 
selves,  thatljy  leaving  a  drain  through  it  as  our  own  act,  it  should  grow  into 
a  right  against  us,  and  be  construed  to  our  disadvantage.  Some  provision  for 
permanent  drainage  should  be  made,  and  we  think  the  matter  could  be  ac- 
comodated to  the  best  interests  of  all  if  we  should  fill  it,  leaving  drainage 
through  it,  and  so  to  remain  for  two  years,  and  that  the  Council  embrace  as  a 
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part  of  the  resolution  directing  the  filling,  a  declaration  that  should  we,  in 
filling,  leave  a  drain  across  it  for  two  years,  that  such  an  act  shall  not,  nor 
shall  the  original  construction  of  the  drain  into  it,  be  construed  or  held  to  be 
a  right  of  the  city,  but  a  mere  act  of  indulgence  on  our  part,  and  that  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years  we  shall  have  the  unquestioned  right  to  fill  up 
the  drain.  This  will  protect  the  neighborhood  from  overflow,  give  the  city 
time  to  make  the  necessary  drainage,  and  protect  our  right  and  our  act  from 
misconstruction. 

We  have  endeavored  to  show  that  the  condition  of  the  pond  was  originally 
such  that  no  drain  or  outlet  was  necessary,  that  it  become  a  nuisance,  and 
has  been  such  for  some  time,  not  by  the  acts  of  the  owners,  but  in  conse- 
quence of  it  having  been  made,  and  now  is,  a  receptacle  for  the  water  and 
slops  that  pass  down  Delaware  and  all  the  other  streets  of  a  large  part  of  the 
south-eastern  part  of  the  city. 

In  vie >v  of  these  facts,  we  think  the  Council,  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
should  cause  the  drain,  which  is  now  partly  filled  up,  to  be  cleaned  out  and 
deepened  so  as  to  place  it  in  as  good  a  condition  as  we,  at  our  own  expense, 
made  it  last  summer,  and  also  to  maintain  it,  as  nearly  as  possible  in  such  a 
condition  at  the  expense  of  the  city  during  the  two  years.  Within  a  reason- 
ble  time  after  it  is  so  cleaned  out  and  deepened,  the  owners,  at  their  own 
expense,  will  fill  the  pond,  but  leave  a  drain  through  it,  so  that  no  standing 
pools  of  water  shall  remain.  We  feel  that  the  city,  in  draining  water  across 
our  private  property,  should  construct  and  maintain  the  necessary  drainage, 
as  it  is  no  advantage  to  us,  but  is  some  present  damage  to  us,  and  so  long  as 
it  remains  will  essentially  interfere  with  the  sale  of  our  property. 

We  present  herewith  a  declaration  which  we  desire  embraced  in  the  reso- 
lution directing  the  fill  of  the<pond  to  be  made.

And  resolved  furih'ei',  That  in  filling  up  said  pond,  if  said  owners  will  per- 
mit a  drain  to  be  left  through  and  beyond  it,  and  to  remain  two  years,  such 
act  shall  in  no  way  be  construed  to  be  a  claim  of  the  city  or  a  recognition 
on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  the  right  of  the  city  to  such  drain,  and  it  is 
admitted  that  the  original  act  of  cutting  a  drain  into  said  pond  was  without 
the  knowledge  or  consent  of  said  owners;  and  further,  that  its  original  con- 
struction, past  and  present  existence,  is  admitted  to  be  an  act  of  accommo-

Therefore  we,  the  undersigned,  your  petitioners,  most  respectfully  and 
urgently  protest  and  remonstrate  against  the  granting  of  said  Company's 
petition,  and  the  vacation  of  said  alleys  and  street,  by  this  city,  for  the  reason 
that  the  said  alleys  are  the  only  means  of  ingress  and  egress  to  and  from  our 
said  lots,  by  which  we  convey  all  our  fuel  and  produce  to  our  houses,  of 
which  means  of  outlet  we  would  be  deprived  and  subjected  to  a  very  great 
inconvenience;  and,  further,  that  by  the  granting  of  the  said  petition  to 
vacate,  the  value  of  our  several  properties  will  necessarily  be  very  materially 
depreciated.

That  if  any  person  wanting  dirt  to  fill  up  any  mud  holes  in  streets  or  alleys 
be  allowed  to  take  any  of  the  street  scrapings  that  has  been  deposited  by  the 
Street  Commissioner  in  the  Military  Grounds  for  that  purpose,  provided  the 
State  Auditor  has  no  objection  to  its  removal.

When  we  asked  the  Council,  about  four  months  ago,  to  build  a  bridge 
across  Pogue's  Run,  as  we  wanted  to  erect  a  Starch  Factory  there,  many  citi- 
zens petitioned  to  grade  and  gravel  the  street  up  to  the  Corporation  line,  only 
one  square,  as  the  railroad  track  is  supposed  to  be  level  with  the  street,  and 
now  about  live  feet  off  the  ground,  the  bridge  is  level  with  the  track,  and 
therefore  a  hole  of  five  feet  deep  and  about  ten  feet  wide  exists.  It  is  at 
present  impassable  at  all,  either  to  get  across  the  track  or  to  use  the  bridge.

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  Common  Schools  of  the  City,  respectfully 
submit  that  there  have  been,  during  the  currant  year,  forty-five  hundred  dif- 
ferent pupils  in  attendance  on  the  schools,  with  an  average  number  belong- 
ing of  twenty-seven  hundred. 

There  are  now  in  the  employment  of  the  Board  fifty-one  teachers,  whose 
aggregate  monthly  compensation  is  twenty-six  hundred  dollars  ($2,600),  or 
for  the  school  year  of  ten  months,  twenty -six  thousand  dollars  ($26,000). 

During  the  school  year  commencing  September,  1867,  it  is  estimated  that 
there  will  be  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  additional  pupils  with  a  corresponding 
increase  in  the  number  of  teachers. 

The  year  following  there  must  be  a  large  additional  increase  in  the  num- 
ber both  of  pupils  and  teachers. 

During  the  last  three  months  of  the  school  year,  commencing  September, 
1867,  and  during  the  whole  of  the  year,  commencing  September,  1868,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  per  annum  will 
be  required  for  teachers'  salaries. 

The  total  revenue  for  tuition  apportioned  to  this  city,  under  the  general 
School  Lav/  of  the  State,  does  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000) 
per  annum. 

In  order  to  continue  the  schools,  at  their  present  rate  of  efficiency,  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,090)  a  year  more  than  is  now  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Board  is  required. 

For  the  purpose  of  raising  the  above  amount  the  Trustees  earnestly  re- 
quest your  honorable  body  to  levy  a  tax  of  not  less  than  ten  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each  poll,  to  be  placed  upon  the 
duplicate  of  the  county  for  school  purposes,  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March  9,  1867. 

In  answer  to  a  question  raised,  whether  a  tax,  levied  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  act,  should  be  placed  upon  the  city  or  county  duplicate,  we  res-

Gentlemen: — The  case  of  O'Conner  v.  city  of  Indianapolis  et  al,  was 
decided  in  favor  of  the  city.  The  action  was  brought  by  O'Conner  against 
the  Union  Kail  Way  Company  and  the  city,  to  recover  damages  for  injuries 
sustained  by  falling  through  the  bridge  across  Pogue's  Run,  on  Delaware 
street. 

This  case  has  forcibly  suggested  the  necessity  of  the  enactment  of  some 
ordinance  upon  the  subject  of  protecting  bridges,  excavations,  and  streets. 
I  have  prepared  one  which  I  submit  for  your  consideration,  and  should  it 
meet  your  approval  respectfully  suggest  the  enactment  of  the  accompanying 
ordinance.

An  Ordinance  Respecting  briges,  excavations,  and  prescribing  the  duties  of 
Policemen  relative  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  cause,  suffer,  or  permit  any 
bridge,  building,  cellar,  or  excavation  to  become  or  remain  in  such  an  unsafe 
or  dangerous  condition  as  to  endanger  in  any  wise  the  safety  of  person  or 
property.  Any  and  all  persons  connected  with  or  engaged  in  or  about  the 
building,  repairing,  or  erection  of  any  bridge  or  building  that  may  be  left 
unprotected  or  in  a  dangerous  condition,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  having 
violated  this  ordinance,  and  on  conviction  be  fined  as  herein  provided. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  Police  officer  of  said  city, 
to  particularly  and  carefully  observe  the  condition  of  bridges,  streets,  alleys, 
and  sidewalks,  and  if  found  in  an  unsafe  or  unsound  condition,  to  report 
the  same  without  the  least  delay,  and  to  immediately  take  such  steps  as  will 
effectually  warn  all  persons  of  danger  or  peril.  A  neglect  of  this  duty  shall 
be  cause  for  peremptory  removal  from  office. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provision  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  publication  in 
the  Indiana  State  Journal  for  two  consecutive  weeks.

RULES   AND   REGULATIONS    FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    FIRE    DEPARTMENT    OF 
THE    CITY    OF    INDIANAPOLIS. 

Article  1.  All  the  Companies  of  the  Department,  and  all  other  men  em- 
ployed by  the  Department,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Fire  Department.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Department  to  conform  to  all  the  requisitions  and  perform 
all  the  duties  herein  required. 

'  Art.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineer  to  keep  his  engine  in  good  work- 
ing order,  to  see  that  it  is  well  cleaned.  After  a  fire,  or  after  his  engine  returns 
from  duty,  he  shall  at  once  get  the  same  ready  again  for  service.  He  shall 
take  charge  of  the  house,  and  all  the  apparatus  and  property  belonging  to 
the  same,  and  see  that  it  'S  duly  cared  for.  He  shall  see  that  the  hose  are 
well  dried  and  cleaned  within  proper  time  after  they  have  been  used,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  men  employed  at  the  Engine  House  to 
assist  in  cleaning  and  drying  the  hose.  He  shall  further  report  to  the  Chief 
Fire  Engineer  any  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  on  the  part  of  the  other 
members  belonging  to  this  Company.  He  shall  call  the  roll  of  Hosemen 
after  fires,  note  the  absentees,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Chief.  He  shall 
furthermore  keep  order  in  the  Engine  House,  and  prevent  persons  annoying 
any  member  of  th.3  Company  and  from  loitering  about  the  same.  In  case  of 
an  alarm  or  fire,  he  shall  direct  to  what  cistern  or  points  to  drive  to,  and  keep 
an  account  of  the  time  of  the  men  employed,  of  all  fires  and  alarms  of  fires. 
And  any  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  on  his  part  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Chief  Fire  Engineer  by  any  member  of  the  Company. 
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Art.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fireman  to  keep  his  Engine  clean,  to 
see  that  the  fuel  for  the  same  is  always  ready,  sweep  the  floor  of  the  Engine 
House,  assist  the  drivers  in  hitching  up  in  time  of  an  alarm,  and  do  any  work 
that  is  properly  connected  with  his  Department  and  that  the  Engineer  may 
direct. 

Art.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  drivers  to  take  good  care  of  the  horses 
and  harness,  to  keep  the  stable  clean,  and  exercise  the  horses  at  least  two 
hours  each  day,  excepting  Sundays.  They  shall  divide  the  work  between 
them,  as  near  equally  as  they  can,  and  each  one  strictly  do  his  part.  The 
hose  drivers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  good  order  and  cleaning  of  the 
hose  carriage,  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to  drive  over  hose  unless  it  cannot 
be  avoided.  In  case  of  sickness  of  any  of  the  horses,  they  shall  immediately 
report  the  same  to  the  Chief,  and  obey  any  and  all  instructions  that  may  be 
given  by  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  concerning  their  Department. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  hose  or  pipemen,  at  an  alarm  of  fire, 
to  immediately  start  for  the  fire,  lay  out  their  line  of  hose  and  get  the  pipe 
ready,  erect  ladders  if  necessary,  and  obey  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
or  his  assistants.  The  wasting  of  water,  damage  done  by  water,  and  ex- 
tinguishing of  fires,  greatly  depend  upon  them,  and  they  will  be  held  strictly 
accountable,  and  in  no  instance  are  they  allowed  to  throw  water  at  each 
other  or  on  any  of  the  citizens.  After  the  fire  is  out,  they  shall  immediately 
detach  their  hose  so  as  to  allow  the  water  to  run  out,  and  then  reel  the  same 
up,  after  which  they  will  be  dismissed.  They  shall  also  attend  all  reviews 
and  exercises,  if  required  by  the  Engineer. 

Art.  G.  The  driver  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon  shall  be  held  ac- 
countable for  all  the  property  belonging  to  his  Department.  He  shall  keep 
his  hooks  and  ladders  always  ready  for  service,  exercise  his  horses  and  see 
that  everything  in  his  Department  is  well  cared  for.  In  time  of  fire  he  shall 
take  position  within  the  lines,  and  as  near  the  fire  as,  under  all  circumstan- 
ces, may  be  convenient. 

Art.  7.  Racing  to  or  from  fires  shall  not  be  allowed  under  any  circum- 
stances, under  the  penalty  of  dismissal,  and  if  the  apparatus  of  several  Com- 
panies proceed  on  the  same  street  to  or  from  fires,  they  shall  do  so  in  single 
file. 

Art.  8.  Alarms  are  not  to  be  given  at  any  Engine  House  unless  received 
from  a  reliable  person  or  persons,  or  from  another  fire  bell.  The  men  on 
duty  at  the  Engine  House  shall  be  held  answerable  for  all  false  alarms  given 
by  them. 

Art.  9.  The  men  employed  at  the  Engine  House  shall  do  regular  watch 
duty,  and  be  on  duty  two  at  a  time,  so  that  the  Engineer  and  one  of  the 
drivers  be  on  duty  one  time,  while  the  Fireman  and  one  driver  be  on  another. 
While  on  watch  duty  they  shall  both  be  in  or  about  the  Engine  Room.  They 
may  relieve  each  other  and  only  one  watch  at  a  time,  provided  the  one  re- 
lieved will  not  absent  himself  from  the  Engine  Room,  so  that  they  may  both 
be  ready  at  any  time  for  work. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Engineer,  Fireman  and  Drivers  to  re- 
main at  their  respective  Engine  Houses.  They  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
leave  more  than  one  at  a  time  if  over  one  square,  and  no  more  than  two  at 
no  time,  unless  in  the  employ  of  the  Department. 

Art.  11.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  unless  he  has  first  re- 
ported to  those  on  watch  duty,  and  for  no  other  purpose  excepting  for  their 
meals,  for  family  groceries,  sickness  in  family,  or  business  connected  with 
the  Fire  Department,  but  in  no  instance  shall  they  be  allowed  to  be  absent 
longer  than  necessar)',  and  at  meal  times  they  shall  relieve  each  other  in 
such  a  manner  that  all  may  be  able  to  go  to  their  meals  at  the  proper  time. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Watchman  on  the  Watch  Tower  to 
keep  a  strict  look  out  for  fires  and  alarms  of  fires.     He  shall  not  leave  his 
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post  until  his  successor  shall  relieve  him.  While  on  duty  they  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  read  any  books  or  papers,  play  any  game  of  amusement  or  other- 
wise; and  any  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  Watchman  will  be  sufficient  cause 
for  his  removal  from  the  Department. 

Art.  13.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  ride  to  or  from  fires  on  any  of  the 
apparatus,  excepting  members  of  the  Department  and  policemen. 

Art.  14.  Any  work  that  is  necessary  to  be  done  to  any  of  the  houses, 
lots,  fences,  or  any  other  work  that  is  connected  with  the  Department,  shall 
be  done  by  the  members  of  the  Company  if  required  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Art.  15.  Each  member  will  be  furnished  with  suitable  bedding,  and  they 
are  strictly  required  to  keep  the  same  in  good  order  and  clean. 

Art.  16.  That  if  a  charge  of  intoxication  be  preferred  and  proven  against 
any  member  of  the  Fire  Department  oftener  than  once,  he  shall  be  discharged, 
and,  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Department  to  re- 
port such  member  violating  this  rule  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Art.  17.  No  member  of  the  Department  shall  be  allowed  to  use  rough  or 
ungentlemanly  language  toward  any  member  of  the  Department  or  officers. 

Art.  18.  It  is  required  that  all  members  of  the  Department  shall  make 
themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  location  of  the  public  cisterns, 
and  for  that  purpose  they  will  be  furnished  lists  concerning  the  same. 

The  above  rules  will  be  strictly  enforced.

The  Committee  on  Printing  and  Stationery  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in 
obedience  to  the  fifth  section  of  the  ordinance  prescribing  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  government  of  the  City  Council,  etc.,  passed  August  20,  1866, 
they  invited  proposals  from  all  the  stationers  of  the  city  to  supply  stationery 
for  the  use  of  the  city  offices  and  Council  Chamber,  and  after  carefully  ex- 
amining the  proposals,  and  comparing  samples  presented,  found  that  Mer- 
rill &  Co.  were  the  lowest  and  best  bidders,  and  have  accordingly  awarded  them 
the  contract  for  one  year.  A  copy  of  their  proposal  is  herewith  attached. 
Your  committee  ask  that  the  Council  confirm  this  action  of  the  committee, 
and  direct  that  a  written  contract  be  entered  into  between  the  contractors 
and  your  committee.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  Printer  for  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  hav- 
ing learned  that  your  honorable  body  propose  to  let  out  to  the  lowest 
bidder  the  printing  and  making  of  blanks  and  blank  books,  such  as  are 
used  by  the  city  officers,  and  thereby  taking  from  the  City  Printer  a  large 
portion  of  the  work  which  has  been  heretofore  awarded  to  him,  and  con- 
sidered as  properly  belonging  to  him  as  City  Printer. 

In  taking  from  me  the  class  of  work  above  mentioned,  you  deprive  me 
of  about  all  the  work  on  which  there  is  anything  to  be  made  and  leave  in 
my  han'ds  a  class  of  work  on  which  there  is  no  profit,  but  an  actual  loss. 

I  have  been  printing  the  Council  Proceedings  in  pamphlet  form  for  a  less 
sum  than  the  work  and  materials  cost.  This  work  I  have  done  at  a  loss,  with 
the  expectation  of  getting  other  work  from  the  city,  such  as  blanks  and 
blank  books,  which  would  afford  at  least  a  living  profit. 

By  an  examination  of  the  bills  rendered  by  me  as  City  Printer,  you  will 
find  that  the  largest  amount  of  the  sum  total  charged  for  job  work  is  for  the 
one  item  of  Council  Proceedings,  showing  that  the  largest  amount  of  work 
done  is  at  a  loss,  and  to  demonstrate  this  fact  I  am  willing  to  submit  the 
matter  to  any  practical  printer  who  can  measure  and  estimate  work. 

I  submit  the  above  facts  to  your  honorable  body,  asking  your  candid 
consideration  of  the  same.

I  find  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  to  the  length  of  the  bridge  now 
being  constructed  over  Pogue's  Run,  on  New  York  street. 

It  will  either  have  to  be  made  longer,  or  a  protection  wall  built  to  protect 
the  end  of  the  embankments. 

The  cost  of  extending  the  bridge  will  be  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.

We,  the  undersigned  petitioners  to  your  honorable  body,  understanding 
that  your  Market  Committee  have  reported  an  ordinance,  which  is  now  be- 
fore you  awaiting  your  action,  to  the  effect  that  all  meat  and  butcher  shops 
in  the  city  shall  be  closed  every  day  until  10  o'clock,  (until  the  close  of  the 
regular  markets,)  hereby  respectfully  protest  and  remonstrate  against  the 
passage  of  such  ordinance.  Such  an  ordinance  would  work  great  injury  to 
the  majority  of  those  engaged  in  said  business.  Your  Market  Houses  can 
only  accommodate  about  thirty-five  butchers,  and  there  are  in  the  city  about 
seventy-five  meat  shops.  It  is  impossible  for  the  large  majority  of  those  en- 
gaged in  our  business  to  receive  any  advantage  from  our  Market  Houses,  and 
an  ordinance  requiring  us  to  close  our  shops  until  10  o'clock,  would  be  highly 
injurious  to  us  and  our  business,  and  the  meat  market  generally.  Where 
foie  we  pray  your  honorable  body  that  said  ordinance  should  not  pass.

Indianapolis,  June  19,  1867. 
George  W.  Parker,  Esq.,  Sheriff  Marion  county,  Indianapolis,  Ind.: 

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  addressed  us,  "  What  fees  is  a  Sheriff 
legally  entitled  to  for  the  custody  and  boarding  of  city  prisoners,"  we  would 
say  that  upon  examination  of  the  existing  statutes  on  the  subject  we  have 
arrived  at  the  following  conclusion: 

By  the  act  of  June  7,  1852—2  G.  &  H.,  p.  15,  sec.  2— the  Sheriff  is  made 
the  keeper  of  the  County  Prisons;  it  provides  that  the  Sheriff  shall  "take 
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care  of  such  Jail  and  the  prisoners  therein."  The  act  of  May  27,  1852 — 1  Gr. 
&  If.,  p.  410.  sec.  3 — provides  that  u  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  by  himself  or 
deputy,  shall  keep  the  Jail,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  same  is  kept;  he  shall  provide  proper  meat,  drink  and  fuel  for  prison- 
ers, if  they  have  no  other  convenient  manner  of  supplying  themselves." 

The  last  act  for  the  "Incorporation  of  Cities,"  approved  March  14,  1867, 
(which  has  been  adopted  by  the  City  of  Indianapolis,)  Acts  of  Kegular  Ses- 
sion of  1867,  page  39,  section  20,  provides  that  in  case  of  failure  to  pay  or 
replevy  penalties  or  forfeitures,  "the  defendant  may  be  committed  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  to  the  Work-House  of  such  city,  or  if  snch 
city  have  no  Work-House,  then  to  the  County  Prison  of  the  county  in  which 
such  city  is  situated;  and  in  the  latter  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  per- 
son having  charge  of  such  prison  to  receive  such  defendant,  and  obey  the 
judgment  of  the  City  Judge  or  Mayor's  Court  in  reference  to  him  or  her." 
Inasmuch  as  this  city  has  no  Work-House,  the  prisoners  are  committed  to 
your  custody  as  keeper  of  the  County  Prison, 

The  fees  of  Sheriffs  for  boarding  and  keeping  prisoners  have  varied  by  rea- 
son of  various  changes  in  the  law,  bub  it  is  not  material  to  point  out  these 
changes,  as  the  question  presented  is  "  what  may  the  Sheriff  legally  charge 
for  keeping  prisoners,"  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  Charter?  By  relenting 
again  to  section  20  of  said  new  Charter,  it  will  be  seen  that  "  the  keeper  of 
such  Prison  or  Work-House  shall  receive  for  the  keeping,  custody  and  board- 
ing of  said  defendant/?//:?/  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  by  such  city  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  an  itemized  account  therefor,  and  shall  receive  only  one  com- 
mitment and  one  discharging  fee." 

By  the  act  of  March  3,  1865 — Acts  of  Regular  Session  of  1865,  p.  70 — for 
each  commitment  and  each  discharge  a  fee  of  twenty  cents  may  he  charged. 

You  are,  therefore,  entitled  to  charge  the  city  fifty  cents  per  day  for  boarding, 
etc.,  city  prisoners,  and  twenty  cents  for  one  commitment,  and  twenty  cents  for 
one  discharge. 

The  law  does  not  recognise  fractional  parts  of  a  day.  The  Boarding  is  ly 
the  day.  And  the  Common  Council  have  no  power  under  the  law  to  cut  up 
or  make  fractional  parts  of  days.  The  Council  cannot  cut  up  a  fee  bill  in 
that  way.  Neither  can  the  Council  impose  on  you  duties  additional  to  those 
provicled  and  fixed  by  law.  The  Council  cannot  require  you  to  keep  any 
other  or  different  or  additional  record  than  that  fixed  by  the  statute.  You 
are  an  officer  known  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State,  and  your  du- 
ties are  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  and  not  by  the  City  Council,  and  no  author- 
ity has  been  given  by  the  Legislature  to  the  Council  to  pass  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances for  your  government  as  Sheriff  of  the  county. 

The  term  "  itemized  account,"  as  used  in  the  City  Charter,  means  nothing 
more  than  the  days,  commitment  and  discharge,  and  does  not  mean  an  account 
for  meals  or  parts  of  days. 

Such,  in  brief,  is  the  views  we  take  of  the  subject,  which  we  submit  for 
vour  consideration.

Mr.  Seidensticker,  from  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances, 

made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  July  1,  1867. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Coinmon  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  Augustus 
Bruner,  the  City  Sealer,  inquiring  whether  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Council 
to  have  that  part  of  the  ordinance  prescribing  his  duties,  which  regulates  the 
sale  of  coal  and  the  sealing  of  coal  carts  carried  out,  or  to  change  the  same, 
respectfully  report : 

1.  It  seems  to  be  an  admitted  fact,  that  the  ordinance  in  reference  to  the 
sale  of  coal  has  not  been  carried  out  or  enforced  in  its  spirit  or  letter  for  a 
considerable  time. 

2.  It  is  a  fact  admitted  by  the  largest  dealers  of  coal  in  this  city,  that  there 
is  not  probably  a  single  coal  cart  in  the  city  which  holds  the  measure  pre- 
scribed in  the  ordinance,  that  is  2,680  cubic  inches  of  coal  measure. 

3.  For  this  standard  of  measure  a  standard  of  weight  has  been  substituted 
by  the  coal  dealers. 

4.  This  standard  of  weight  is  not  uniform  but  varies  according  to  the 
quality  and  kind  of  coal. 

5.  In  consequence  of  this  change  of  a  measurement  standard  to  a  stand- 
ard by  weight,  voluntarily  made  by  the  coal  dealers,  the  claim  arises  that 
the  ordinance  ought  to  be  changed  and  ought  to  establish  a  uniform  stand- 
ard of  weight  by  which  coal  are  to  be  sold. 

6.  In  favor  of  this  change,  it  is  argued  that  coal  dealers  have  to  purchase 
by  weight,  is  customary  in  other  cities  and  that  it  will  prevent  frauds  in 
loading. 

7.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  the  ordinance  ought  to  provide  for 
such  standards  and  restrictions,  as.  will  be  susceptible  of  the  easiest  and 
surest  control  of  the  sale  of  coal  by  the  proper  officers,  so  as  to  secure  full 
measure  or  weight  to  each  purchaser  of  a  load  of  coal. 

8.  It  is  asserted  by  the  coal  dealers  and  believed  to  be  true  by  your  com- 
mittee,  that  it  is  impracticable  to  require  the  weighing  of  each  load  of  coal 
upon  the  public  scales. 

9.  If  this  requirement  is  impracticable,  a  change  of  the  standard  of  meas- 
ure to  the  standard  of  weight  in  the  sale  of  coal  would  leave  the  purchaser 
but  a  single  mode  of  guarding  against  dishonesty  or  error  on  the  part  of 
the  coal  dealers,  that  is  of  being  present  and  superintending  the  weighing  of 
each  load  of  coal  so  purchased.  This  for  the  great  mass  of  purchasers  is  also 
impracticable. 

10.  The  great  complaints  now  prevalent  among  the  public,  as  well  as 
dealers,  are  probably  owing  to  the  non-enforcement  of  the  ordinance.  If 
enforced,  each  purchaser  can  see  whether  he  gets  full  measure  or  not. 

For  these  reasons  the  committee  deem  a  change  in  the  ordinance  unnec- 
essary, but  recommend  that  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  be  instruc- 
ted to  carry  out  strictly  the  regulations  and  enforce  the  penalties  of  the  pres- 
ent ordinance.

Gentlemen :— I  have  examined  the  questions  propounded  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
opinion: 

To  the  first  question  I  answer:  Any  citizen  may  remonstrate  against  the 
vacation  of  a  street  or  alley,  and  it  is  proper  for  the  Council  to  consider  their 
remonstrance,  but  unless  those  who  remonstrate  own  lots  abutting  upon  or 
adjacent  to  the  street  or  alley  sought  to  be  vacated,  their  remonstrance  would 
not  prevent  a  vacation. 

To  the  second  I  answer  :  If  a  person  owning  property  abutting  upon  the 
street  or  alley  sought  to  be  vacated,  should  remonstrate,  there  could  be  no 
legal  vacation  without  payment  of  damages. 

To  the  third,  I  answer:  Upon  the  vacation  of  a  public  highway,  the  soil 
reverts  to  the  owner  of  the  fee  simple,  and  the  Council  cannot  control  the 
question  of  ownership.  Respectfully,

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Indianapolis,  July  10,  18G7. 

Inasmuch  as  opposition  is  made  to  the  vacation  of  parts  of  a  certain  street 
and  alley  in  Biddle's  addition  to  Indianapolis,  petitioned  for  by  the  Belle- 
fontaine  Railway  Company,  principally  by  parties  who  do  not  live  or  own 
property  on  either,  we  submit  the  following  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Council. 

When  the  severalTrailroads  concentrating  here,  located  and  procured  their 
rights  of  way  through  the  city,  the  future  wants  of  ropds  and  the  subsequent 
remarkable  growth  of  the  city  were  not  anticipated  or  provided  for,  it  was 
not  supposed  that  the  territory  south  of  Pogue's  Run,  would  attain  its  pres- 
ent population  and  business  in  half  a  century,  or  that  the  extension  of  the 
city  eastwardly,  beyond  Noble  street,  would  interfere  to  any  great  extent 
with  the  cultivation  of  corn  and  potatoes  for  many  years.  Acting  upon  this 
hypothesis  the  road  located  and  built  depots  at  intervals  on  the  line  of  the 
present  union  track,  they  supposing  such  location  would  interfere  less  with 
the  travel  and  business  of  citizens  than  any  other;  time  and  experience 
showed  that  mistakes  had  been  made,  this  company  was  the  first  to  discover 
and  act  on  this,  and  has  probably  done  more  to  make  the  benefits  of  the 
road  available,  and  to  ameliorate  their  inconveniences  than  any  of  the 
others. 

We  were  the  first  to  afford  relief  to  the  citizens  of  the  7th  and  8th  Wards 
by  building  a  large  transfer  freight  house  in  the  north  east  part  of  the  city, 
and  removing  the  standing  and  switching  of  our  own  freight  trains,  and 
a  portion  of  those  of  other  roads  from  the  union  track  to  the  new  location. 
We  removed  our  tracks  and  switches  from  Railroad  street  and  Massachusetts 
Avenue,  to  the  great  convenience  and  benefit  of  the  citizens  of  the  9th  Ward, 
for  which  we  fear  they  do  not  give  us  sufficient  credit. 

Our  former  President,  the  late  Gov.  Brough,  originated  the  idea  of  a  union 
freight  depot  for  all  the  city  business,  and  urged  the  plan  with  his  charac- 
teristic energy,  but  failed,  his  plan,  if  adopted,  would  further  relieve  the 
union  track  of  a  large  portion  of  the  present  obstructions  from  trains  run- 
ning from  depot  to  depot  with  small  lots  of  city  freight.  We  have  been 
prompt  in  obeying  all  the  ordinances  and  requirements  of  the  Council,  and 
are  about  the  only  road  that  has  retainod  their  shops  here,  intact,  assertions 
to  the  contrary  notioithstanding.  We  have  not  removed  our  shops  from  Indian- 
apolis, and  do  not  propose  to,  so  long  as  we  are  fairly  treated. 

If  the  citizens  of  the  9th  Ward  are  ever  relieved  from  the  annoyance  of 
the  present  track  of  the  Peru  railroad  from  Market  street  to  the  north  east 
part  of  the  city,  it  will  be  through  the  instrumentality  of  this  company  in 
permitting  the  use  of  its  right  of  way  and  track  between  the  points  named — 
negotiations  having  been  broken  off'  for  satisfactory  reasons. 

We  respectfully  ask  the  Council  to  carefully  consider  the  matter  and  state- 
ments referred  to  in  our  petition  for  vacation,  the  benefits  already  conferred 
by  our  change  of  location,  and  above  all  our  claims  for  a  favorable  consider- 
ation, by  virtue  of  an  understanding  had  with  a  former  Council  touching 
this  very  matter  of  vacation. 

In  reference  to  the  power  of  the  Council  to  vacate,  we  have  the  opinion 
of  our  attorney  on  that  point,  but  do  not  deem  it  fit  or  proper  to  offer  it,  as 
the  Council  has  the  written  legal  opinion  of  its  own  legal  adviser,  the  City 
Attorney,  in  the  premises,  which  coincides  with  that  of  our  own  attorney. 

This  Company  will  accept  the  simple  order  of  vacation  as  prayed  for,  and 
will  respond  to  any  established  legal  damages  on  us  from  remontrants,  and 
will  execute  to  the  city  a  release  in  proper  form  for  street  purposes,  of  all 
our  rights  title  and  interest  in  Railroad  street  between  North  street  and 
Massachusett  Avenue.  The  Bellefontaine  Railway  Co.,  by

The  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  lake  on 
East  St.  Clair  street,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined 
the  premises  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  pond  created  by  excavation  and 
removal  of  earth  by  order  of  the  Bellefontaine  Railroad  Co.,  now  some  two 
hundred  feet  long,  and  varying  at  different  points  from  twenty  to  fifty  or 
sixty  feet  in  width,  is  a  nuisance. 

At  present  the  edges,  embracing  some  eight  or  ten  feet  around  the  pond, 
are  soft  and  muddy  and  constantly  stirred  up  by  the  feet  of  animals  resort- 
ing to  the  place  for  water.  From  this  cause  an  offensive  smell  and  noxious 
gas,  highly  deleterious  to  the  health  of  the  neighborhood,  are  engendered, 
and  these  ill  effects  are  greatly  intensified,  as  your  committee  believes,  as 
the  water  recedes  in  dry  seasons  to  its  lowest  ebb"  when  the  entire  surface  is 
said  to  become  covered  with  a  green  scum,  alike  offensive  to  the  sight  as  it 
is  obviously  injurious  to  the  health'of  those  living  near  it. 

As  the  surface  of  this  collection  of  water  appears  to  be  near  the  water 
level  of  the  city,  it  precludes  the  possibility  of  drainage  by  any  process  known 
to  your  committee,  who  therefore  .suggest  as  the  only  means  of  disposing  of 
the  difficulty,  an  earth  fill  of  about  four  feet  or  about  two  feet  above  the  or- 
dinary water  level,  so  as  to  allow  room  for  the  absorption  of  the  usual  rains.

Indianapolis,  July  22,  1867. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  communication  of  Messrs.  Hanna  & 
Kneffier,  concerning  the  Sheriff's  fees,  and  the  ordinance  in  relation  to  the 
payment  of  sheriffs'  fees  by  the  city,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
opinion  : 

The  Sheriff  not  being  an  officer  of  the  municipal  corporation,  but  of  the 
State,  the  Council  cannot  impose  upon  him  any  duty  not  already  required  of 
him  by  the  laws  of  the  State. 

Section  twentieth  (20)  of  the  charter  of  1867  provides,  among  other 
things,  that  "the  keeper  of  such  prison  or  workhouse  shall  receive,  for  the 
keeping,  custody  and  boarding  of  said  defendant,  fifty  cents  per  day,  to  be 
paid  by  such  city  upon  the  presentation  of  an  itemized  account  therefor,  and 
he  shall  receive  only  one  commitment  and  one  discharging  fee." 

The  keeper  referred  to  is  the  Sheriff;  and  all  that  the  Council  can  require 
from  him,  previous  to  payment  of  such  fees,  is  the  presentation  of  an  item- 
ized account  therefor. 

But  the  city  may,  of  course,  be  allowed  to  ascertain  for  itself  whether  such 
account  is  correct,  and  for  that  purpose  may  specify  by  ordinance  what 
course  its  own  officers  shall  take  to  ascertain  such  fact;  and  make  it  their 
duty,  on  finding  the  existence  of  a  certain  state  of  facts,  to  pass  such  ac- 
count as  correct,  audit  and  pay  the  same,  or  to  require  the  correction  of  such 
account,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Of  what,  then,  should  the  account  presented  by  the  Sheriff  consist?  and 
how  shall  the  city  ascertain  whether  such  account,  correct  in  form,  is  also 
true  in  fact? 

I  suppose  such  account  will  be  an  itemized  account  within  the  meaning 
of  the  charter  if  it  contain  the  names  of  all  prisoners  committed  for  viola- 
tions of  ordinances  of  the  city  during  the  period  covered  by  such  account, 
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with  the  number  of  days  each  prisoner  was  kept  in  custody  and  boarded, 
and  the  number  of  commitment  and  discharging  fees  charged  corresponding 
with  such  number  of  prisoners. 

When  such  an  account  is  submitted  to  the  City  Auditor  and  by  him 
found  to  be  correct  in  form,  and  passed  to  the  City  Judge,  by  what  rule 
shall  he  determine,  on  comparing  such  account  with  his  records,  whether  it 
is  true  ?  or,  rather,  by  what  rule  shall  the  City  Judge  make  up  his  records 
in  contemplation  of  this  comparison  ? 

He  can  easily  know  in  each  case  when  the  prisoner  was  committed  and 
when  discharged.     What,  then,  shall  he  be  instructed  to  consider  as  a  day  ? 

I  think  that  in  the  case  in  question  the  word  ''day"  signifies  a  period  of 
twenty-four  hours,  and  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  that 
the  hour  of  midnight  should  separate  such  period  so  as  to  make  two  days  of  it ; 
that  it  is  a  liberal  construction  of  the  law  to  allow  the  Sheriff  fifty  cents  for 
every  twenty-four  hours,  and  every  fraction  above  a  full  period  or  full  periods 
of  twenty-four  hours. 

I  respectfully  submit  an  ordinance  which  I  think  will  remedy  the  defects 
of  the  existing  ordinance.

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  July  22,  1867,  were 
read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  petition  : 

Indianapolis,  July  27,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indainapolis: 

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioners  respectfully  represent  that  West  street 
south  of  Kentucky  Avenue,  up  to  November,  1863,  was  only  forty  feet  in 
width,  when  twenty  feet  were  added  in  the  sub-division  made.  There 
are  now  forty-four  houses  within  the  corporate  limits,  fronting  on  that  part 
of  said  street  which  is  south  of  Kentucky  Avenue,  and  there  are  many  other 
houses  at  present,  and  still  more  prospectively,  dependent  on  that  part  of 
the  street  for  ingress  and  egress. 

Your  petitioners  further  state,  that  upon  the  evening  of  the  27th  day  of 
]\Iay,  1867,  an  ordinance  was  introduced,  and  on  the  same  evening  passed 
by  this  Council,  based  upon  representations  of  officers  or  agents  of  the  Vin- 
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cennes  Railroad  Company,  granting  a  right  of  way  along  the  whole  distance 
of  that  part  of  West  street  above  named.  The  south  west  part  of  the  city 
between  the  canal  and  river,  has,  and  can  have,  but  one  street  running  north 
to  Kentucky  Avenue,  and  that  is  the  street  above  named,  which  for  useful 
and  practical  purposes,  will  be  destroyed  by  such  railroad,  if  it  should  be 
made.  That  such  would  be  the  result  is  apparent,  if  the  streets  already 
occupied  by  railroads  are  examined  ;  and  besides,  the  property  holders  on 
West  street  will  have  to  pay  the  expense  of  improving  it,  and  then  will  not 
be  able  to  use  it. 

While  your  petitioners  admit  that  the  railroads  must  have  liberal  consid- 
eration, yet  they  feel  well  convinced  that  a  route,  or  indeed  several  routes, 
can  be  obtained,  which  will  be  fair  and  just  to  the  railroad,  asjjwell  as  to  prop- 
erty owners. 

1st.  A  track  can  be  obtained  down  Kentucky  Avenue,  which  is  ninety 
feet  wide,  and  which  upon  its  northern  side  is  unimproved,  and  which  leads 
to  the  vicinity  of  machinery  and  manufactures,  building  and  to  be  built. 

2d.  A  route  can  be  obtained  by  leaving  Kentucky  Avenue  at  Eckert 
street,  crossing  lots  to  Rose  street,  following  down  the  bank  of  the  river  to 
Dacotah  street,  and  thence  to  the  river,  which  route  will  avoid  bridging 
Rogue's  Run  once  or  oftener;  and  the  road  would  run  outside  of  the  resi- 
dences of  the  people. 

3d.  A  track  could  be  made  running  from  Louisiana  street  to  the  west 
side  of  the  canal,  thence  to  WTest  street. 

Either  of  the  above  tracks  would  be  much  preferable  to  the  public,  to  that 
of  West  street,  although  perhaps  costing  a  little  more  to  the  Railroad  Com- 
pany. Your  petitioners  claim  that  their  rights  are  prior  to  that  of  the  rail- 
road. Many  of  them  are  in  very  moderate  circumstances,  and  are  very  un- 
willing that  the  great  depreciation  of  their  property  should  be  inflicted  un- 
necessarily by  the  Railroad  Company.  Many  of  them  are  not  well  able  to 
enforce  their  claims  to  damages  if  the  law  authorizes  damages. 

Your  petitioners  are  informed  and  believe  that  the  ordinance  was  passed 
upon  assurances  that  the  parties  interested  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  route, 
were  willing  it  should  be  located  on  West  street,  but  they  state  on  the  con- 
trary that  they  are  not,  and  never  have  been  willing;  and  have  never  given 
nor  authorized  any  other  person  to  give  any  such  assurance.  They  therefore 
ask  that  the  permit  granted  by  the  former  ordinance  be  repealed,  and  that 
such  other  route  be  selected  as  may  be  proper,  and  may  duly  recognize  the 
reasonable  rights  of  your  petitioners  and  other  injured  parties,  and  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  facts  and  hear  the  parties  inter- 
ested, and  that  all  proper  relief  be  granted  in  the  premises,  and  your  peti- 
tioners will  ever  pray.

Mr.  Seidensticker  introduced  the  following  general  ordinance  No. 
98— -entitled : 

An  Ordinance  establishing  a  Board  of  Public  Improvements  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  denning  its  powers  and  duties,  and  regulating  the  construc- 
tion of  buildings  within  the  city  limits,  and  repealing  conflicting  ordinances. 

Section  1.     Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Thai;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council,  at  the  first  annual  meeting 
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in  each  year,  to  elect  by  ballot,  from  among  its  own  members,  three  Com 
missioners  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis 
who  shall  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Board  shall  meet  as  often  as  once  a  year  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Clerk,  and  they  shall  select  from  among  their  number,  a  President  of 
the  Board,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  be  the  Clerk  of  such  Board,  but  shall  receive 
no  additional  compensation  for  such  services  than  the  fees  authorized  and 
fixed  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Clerk  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Public  Im- 
provements, record  their  proceedings,  keep  all  the  necessary  books,  preserve 
all  papers,  profiles  or  plats  filed  in  his  office,  and  isssue  under  his  certificate 
and  seal,  all  permits,  licenses,  and  orders  which  he  may,  by  the  ordinances  of 
the  Common  Council,  and  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments, be  required,  and  to  keep  a  register  thereof. 

Sec  5.  The  said  Board  shall  have  charge  of  the  execution  of  the  orders  of 
Council  relative  to  the  construction  and  repairs  of  public  buildings,  culverts, 
sewers  and  drains,  the  improvement  of  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  parks,  mar- 
ket spaces  and  public  grounds:  Provided,  Said  Board  shall  first  submit  their 
plans  for  all  or  any  proposed  work  costing  over  fifty  dollars,  together  with  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  same,  to  the  Common  Council,  and  receive  its  ap- 
proval :  And  provided  further,  They  shall  not  incur  expenditure  from  any  of 
the  objects  named,  except  in  accordance  to  appropriations  made  on  express 
authority  given  by  the  Common  Council. 

Sec  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  or  employees  of  the  city,  who 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  to  do  or  have  any  work  done  of  the 
character  above  named,  to  report  to  said  Board  for  instructions,  and  to 
strictly  comply  with  the  direct  instructions,  unless  the  same  are  inconsistent 
with  the  city  charter  or  ordinances.  They  shall  make  reports  of  their  expend- 
itures and  operations  to  and  file  the  same  with  the  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments, who  are  to  embody  the  same,  in  whole  or  part,  in  their  reports  to  the 
Common  Council. 

Sec  7.  The  Civil  Engineer  shall  project  and  lay  before  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Improvements,  plans  for  the  construction,  repairs  or  improvements  of 
public  buildings,  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks,  culverts,  parks,  market  spaces, 
sewers,  drains,  and  all  other  public  works  of  the  city  which  may  be  in  con- 
templation, or  which  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  public  good  or  conveni- 
ence, together  with  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same.  And  said  Board  shall 
examine  and  consider  all  plans  so  proposed,  and  report  such  as  they  may 
approve  to  the  Council,  together  with  the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  their 
recommendations  concerning  the  same.  All  applications  for  public  improve- 
ments shall  be  made  to  the  Council,  and  shall,  then  be  referred  to  said  Civil 
Engineer  and  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Common  Council.  And  the  Board  shall  report  thereon  to  the  Council, 
with  plans  and  estimates  for  such  as  they  may  approve,  and  such  additions 
or  alterations  as  they  may  recommend.  They  shall  also  receive,  and  present 
for  the  approval  of  the  Council,  all  proposals  for  constructing  or  performing 
any  public  work. 

Sec  8.  Each  Commissioner  of  said  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall 
receive  as  pay  for  their  services  upon  said  Board,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for 
every  regular  weekly  meeting  of  said  Board,  which  they  shall  actually  attend, 
to  be  paid  quarterly  as  other  officers  of  the  city  are  paid,  upon  the  certificate 
of  the  President  of  the  Board,  showing  the  number  of  meetings  each  Com- 
missioner has  attended. 

Sec  9.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect,  construct  or  build,  or  cause  to  be 
erected,  constructed  or  built,  any  brick,  iron,  stone  or  wooden  house  or 
building,  barn  or  stable,  out-house  or  shed,  or  any  house,  building,  barn,  sta- 
ble, out-house  or  shed  composed  partly  of  brick,  iron,  stone  or  wood,  or  to 
alter  any  such  building,  or  repair  the  same,  if  the  cost  of  such  repairs  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  said  Board  of  Pub- 
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lie  Improvements,  attested  by  the  certificate  and  seal  of  the  Clerk  of  said 
Board.  The  party  receiving  such  permit  shall  pay  to  the  Clerk  a  fee  of  25 
cents  for  each  certificate  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  orders  of  said  Board. 
Said  Board  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  the  privilege,  in  such  permits,  to 
drive  across  sidewalks,  or  dig  away  earth  from,  or  excavate  cellars  under  or 
near  tbe  same,  subject  to  such  restrictions  and  requirements  as  the  Board 
may  see  proper  to  give. 

Sec.  10.  When  any  person  or  persons  are  desirous  of  erecting,  construct- 
ing, altering  or  repairing  any  house  or  building,  he  or  they  shall  make  appli- 
cation at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  for  a  permit  for 
that  purpose,  and  he  or  they  shall  be  required  to  furnish  a  written  statement 
of  the  proposed  location,  the  materials  to  be  used,  the  probable  cost,  the 
manner  of  construction  of  the  building,  and  of  the  different  stories,  and  also 
the  use  for  which  the  same  is  intended,  and  if  said  proposed  building  or  re- 
pair is  in  violation  of  the  fire  ordinance,  or  fire  limits  or  any  other  ordinance, 
or  if  the  manner  of  its  construction,  or  the  use  for  which  it  is  intended  is  un- 
safe, or  endangers  surrounding  buildings,  such  permit  shall  be  refused  by  the 
Board;  otherwise  it  must  be  granted. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  persons  to  remove,  or  attempt  the 
removal,  of  any  frame  or  wooden  house,  or  building,  from  any  point  within 
the  city  limits,  to  any  other  point  either  within  or  outside  of  the  city  limits, 
or  from  any  point  outside  of  the  city  limits,  to  any  point  within  the  same, 
without  first  having  obtained  a  permit  of  said  Board  of  Public  Improvement. 
Such  permit  shall  be  issued  upon  proper  application  being  made  as  provided 
for  in  the  preceeding  sections,  and  subject  to  the  same  restrictions,  and  shall 
specify  the  time  within  which,  and  the  points  from  and  to  which  such  remo- 
val shall  be  made.  But  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  in  no  case 
issue  a  permitjallowing  the  moving  of  any  framed  or  wooden  building  before 
proof  is  presented  to  them  that  three  days  notice  of  such  intended  removal 
has  been  given  to  at  least  three  property  holders  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  lot  on  which  such  building  is  to  be  removed,  nor  in  any  case  where 
tbe  crossing  of  any  bridge  over  the  Canal  or  Pogue's  Run  is  necessary. 

Sec.  12.  All  permits  issued  in  accordance  to  the  preceeding  sections  shall 
particularly  specify  the  amount  of  space  in  the  street  in  front  of  the  lot  or 
part  of  lot  whereon  said  proposed  building  is  to  be  erected,  which  is  to  be 
occupied  by  the  builder  with  building  materials;  provided  that  no  greater 
space  than  thirty  feet  wide,  commencing  at  a  point  five  feet  from  the  outer 
edge  of  the  sidewalk  is  to  be  allowed  on  any  street  ninety  feet  in  width  or 
wider,  nor  any  greater  space  than  fifteen  feet  wide,  commencing  at  a  point 
four  feet  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  sidewalk  on  any  other  street.  No  per- 
mit shall  be  issued  allowing  the  placing  of  building  materials  upon  any  alley 
in  snch  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  vehicles. 

Sec  13.  Any  person  who  shall  erect  or  construct  any  house  or  building, 
or  alter  or  repair  ahy  house  or  building,  or  remove  any  building,  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit  as  required  in  the  preceeding  sections,  or  any  per- 
son who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  specifications  or  requirements  of  such 
permits,  or  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  any  other  requirements  of  this  ordi- 
nance, shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  any  person  who  shall  con- 
tinue to  erect,  repair  or  remove  a  building  without  permit,  after  notice  has 
been  given  him,  or  where  such  permit  has  been  refused  to  him  by  the  Board, 
shall  for  every  day  of  such  continued  violation,  be  fined  in  an  equal  sum. 

Sec  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Public  Improve- 
ments to  keep  a  register  of  all  applications  to  construct,  repair  or  remove 
buildings,  showing  the  size,  description  and  estimated  cost  of  the  same, 
the  date  of  such  application  and  of  the  granting  or  refusing  each  per- 
mit ;  and  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  prepare  therefrom  and 
report  to  the  Council  at  its  second  meeting  in  May  of  each  year,  a  statement 
showing  the  number  and  cost  of  all  the  buildings  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed, together  with  a  statement  of  all  the  public  improvements  constructed 
within  the  year,  and  such  other  statistical  information  as  they  may  see  fit  to 
present. 
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Sec.  15.  The  Chief  Fire  Engineer  shall  have  full  power  to  inspect  all 
buildings  in  course  of  erection  or  when  complected,  and  report  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Improvements  any  that  he  may  deem  unsafe  from  any  cause,  and 
the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  notify  the  owners  and  require  them 
to  make  them  safe  from  fires  by  correcting  defective  flues  or  otherwise,  or 
from  falling  down,  by  strengthening  the  walls  or  otherwise;  and  any  person 
failing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  such  notice  or  requirement  for  ten  days 
or  more,  shall  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  for  every  days  continued  neg- 
lect or  failure,  after  the  first  conviction,  in  the  same  amount. 

Sec.  16.  An  ordinance  establishing  a  Board  of  Public  Improvements 
passed  April  31st,  1864,  and  all  other  ordinances  in  conflict  with  the  provis- 
ions of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  but  no  action  commenced  under 
said  ordinance  or  right  of  action  accrued,  shall  be  affected  by  this  ordinance; 
and  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  elected  under  said  repealed  ordi- 
nance, shall  remain  in  office  and  perform  the  duties  prescribed  herein  until 
the  next  annual  election. 

Sec.  18.  This  ordinance  shall  take  eflect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  publication  once  a  week  for  four  consecutive  weeks  in  the 
Indianapolis  Daily  Journal.

Permit  me  to  make  the  following  report : 

In  regard  to  the  double  arch  culvert  over  Pogue's  Run  on  McNabb  street, 
I  would  say  that  the  work  does  not  fill  the  contract  and  specifications  in 
every  respect.  Some  of  the  stone  are  smaller  than  the  contract  and  specifica- 
tions call  for,  and  the  work  is  done  in  rarher  a  rough  manner.  The  founda- 
tion is  well  settled  below  the  bed  of  the  creek  and  the  arch  is  well  backed 
up  to  a  point  four  feet  above  the  spring  of  same,  and  the  very  best  of  mor- 
tar is  used  in  the  entire  work.  All  the  work  is  rough,  yet  I  consider  it 
strong  and  secure. 

Also  for  the  drainage  of  the  north  east  portion  of  the  city.  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  shape  of  the  present  ditch  on  Railroad  street  be  so  changed 
as  to  form  a  large  gutter  with  a  regular  grade  from  Massachusetts  Avenue  to 
Pogue's  Run,  and  that  it  be  bowldered  to  prevent  the  earth  from  washing  in 
and  obstructing  the  passage  of  the  water.  Such  a  gutter  would  cost  about 
ninety  ceuts  per  lineal  foot.  A  gutter  4  feet  deep,  3  feet  wide  inubottom  and 
10  feet  wide  on  top,  would  have  capacity  to  pass  19£  feet  of  water,  or  the 
same  as  a  sewer  five  feet  in  diameter.

Gentlemen: — Your  Board  of  Improvements  to  whom  special  ordinance 
No.  38  was  referred,  found  upon  thorough  examination  of  the  premises  that 
the  water  forming  the  wet  weather  stream  known  as  "Virginia  River,"  is  the 
surface  accummulation  from  beyond  the  "Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb," 
and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  thereof,  as  well  as  the  large  tract  of  land 
lying  east  of  this  city  known  as  "Fletcher's  Pasture;"  that  the  said  water 
enters  the  city  at  the  foot  of  Fletcher  Avenue,  thence  three  squares  on  said 
Avenue,  thence  two  squares  to  Elm  street,  under  Elm  and  Noble  streets  by 
a  brick  culvert,  thence  under  the  private  property  of  August  Richter,  where 
it  intersects  the  stone  culvert  under  Virginia  Avenue,  the  dimensions  of 
which  are  but  one-half  the  size  of  the  culvert  already  referred  to;  passing 
from  this  culvert  the  water  enters  the  ditch  dug  last  fall  by  order  of  the 
Council  in  alley  running  east  and  west  half  way  through  Coffman's  sub- 
division, thence  north-west  to  East  street,  through  a  brick  culvert  200  feet 
long  (built  of  brick  by  the  city)  to  Virginia  Avenue,  and  thence  two  squares 
on  said  Avenue  to  Pogue's  Run. 

Your  Board  find  that  no  part  of  said  water  is  the  accumulation  on  the 
property  where  the  proposed  culvert  is  asked  to  be  built,  that  the  property 
holders  have  no  use  whatever  of  the  alley  on  account  of  the  ditch,  that  the 
wear  of  the  frost  and  rains  have  caused  its  banks  to  cave  in  with  the  fences 
and  out-buildings  of  the  property  owners,  that  the  original  course  of  the 
w7ater  after  leaving  the  culvert  at  Virginia  Avenue  was  south-west  across 
Steven's  street,  thence  north-west  to  a  point  near  the  end  of  the  present 
ditch  through  private  property.  That  the  said  ditch  was  dug  to  shorten  the 
distance  for  the  passage  of  the  water,  and  save  expense  to  city  in  the  then 
contemplated  sewer.

In  behalf  of  the  citizens  and  for  the  best  interests  of  that  quarter  of  the 
city,  your  Board  respectfully  ask  permission  to  take  immediate  and  effective 
action,  and  to  this  end  we  recommend  the  early  passage  of  the  ordinance 
referred  to  us,  which  we  here  report  back  to  Council.

Indianapolis,  Aug.  5,  1867. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  remon- 
strance of  property  owners,  on  West  street,  between  Kentucky  avenue  and 
the  corporation  line,  south  against  the  granting  to  the  Vincennes  Railroad 
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the  right  of  way,  to  lay  a  track  down  in  said  street,  together  with  the  propo- 
sition of  Messrs.  McKernan,  Pierce  and  Yandes,  to  grant  and  obtain  the  right 
of  way,  over  all  property  between  Kentucky  avenue  and  the  corporation 
line,  by  way  of  Eckert  and  Dakota  streets,  have  had  the  same  under  consid- 
eration, and  would  respectfully  report :  That  they  find,  that  on  the  27th  of 
May,  an  ordinance  was  introduced  and  passed,  granting  to  tne  Vincennes 
Railroad  the  use  of  said  street,  to  lay  their  track  in,  and,  that  the  property 
owners  had  no  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  the  matter.  We  also  find  that  all 
the  property  owners,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  are  opposed  to  the  grant 
of  way  to  the  Railroad  Company,  on  the  ground  that  it  will  damage,  and 
depreciate  the  value  of  their  property,  and  retard  the  prosperity  of  all  that 
part  of  the  city.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  (West  street  being  but 
GO  feet  wide,)  that  a  Railroad  track  laid  down  in  the  street  would  destroy  it 
for  all  purposes  but  footmen. 

West  street  south  of  Kentucky  avenue,  is  the  only  street  between  the 
Canal  and  the  River,  and  the  only  one  which  can  afford  ingress  and  egress  to 
teams  and  vehicles,  to  all  that  rapidly  improving  portion  of  the  city,  and  the 
Council  should  be  slow  in  passing  and  maintaining  an  act  that  would  work 
an  injury,  and  depreciate  the  value  of  a  large  amount  of  property.  We  are 
satisfied  that  property,  not  only  on  this  street,  but  all  the  property  in  this 
portion  of  the  city,  would  be  greatly  depreciated-  As  nothing  has  been 
done  by  the  Railroad  Company,  and  as  they  have  never  filed  their  acceptance 
of  the  ordinance,  and  as  there  seems  to  be  at  least  one  rout  open  for  them 
free  of  damages,  we  would  recommend  that  the  ordinance  granting  th  e 
right  of  way  to  the  Vincennes  Railroad  down  West  street,  be  repealed,  and 
herewith  introduce  an  ordinance  to  that  effect.

Newman,  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  on  a  credit,  and  they  there  gave  same  in  for 
taxation  in  her  name,  when  the  same  were  not  hers,  and  not  a  cent  of  the 
purchase  money  for  same  was  paid,  but  said  goods  had  been  brought  to  this  city. 

She  further  shows  that  afterwards  said  goods  were  taken  by  them  to 
Tipton,  Indiana,  and  their  creditors  followed  them,  and  took  the  goods  for 
the  purchase  money  due  from  them  on  said  goods,  and  they  were  taken 
to  Peru,  Indiana,  and  sold  at  Sheriff's  sale. 

She  further  shows  that  she  can  satisfactorily  establish  the  truth  of  the 
facts  by  her  above  stated,  if  permitted  by  competent  and  reliable  witnesses, 
that  she  is  unable  to  litigate  the  matter  the  said  city,  and  she  respectfully 
asks  that  you  will  inquire  into  the  truth  of  this  her  representation  if  not 
satisfied  with  this  her  statement,  and  relieve  her  from  the  said  tax,  so 
wrongfully  assessed,  and  also  direct  the  Treasurer  to  return  to  her  the  said 
sum  of  $40  paid  by  her  on  said  wrongful  assessment,  and  which  sum  of  $40 
she  borrowed  from  her  daughter  to  pay  to  said  Treasurer.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

A  committee,  representing  the  colored  people  of  the  city,  having  petitioned 
your  honorable  body  for  an  appropriation  in  aid  of  the  education  of  their 
children,  to  be  expended  for  that  purpose  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 
Schools,  the  undersigned,  by  order  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  statement: 

The  colored  people  of  the  city  are  greatly  in  need  of  more,  and  better 
schools.  They  are  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  Common  School  law  of 
the  State,  «nd  while  partly  exempted  from  taxation  for  the  support  of 
schools,  they  do,  in  practice,  pay  a  large  proportion  of  their  share  in  the 
school  tax,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  enclosed  statement  of  the 
Auditor  of  Marion  County. 

The  only  immediate  remedy  for  this  injustice,  is  to  sustain  their  schools  by 
private  contributions,  or  by  appropriations  from  the  city  Treasury. 

These  people  have  on  various  times  urgently  petitioned  the  Trustees  of 
the  Public  Schools  to  take  charge  of  their  schools,  employ  teachers,  and 
establish  suitable  grades. 

This  additional  labor  we  will  cheerfully  assume,  provided  the  Common 
Council  shall  appropriate  such  amouut  of  money  as  may  be  needed  for  the 
judicious  and  economical  maintenance  of  these  schools.  It  is  estimated  that 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  per  annum,  payable  in  instal- 
ments during  the  year,  will  bo  required  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  proposed  to  establish  two  schools  in  the  old  fourth  ward  public 
schoolhouse,  and  two  other  school  in  buildings  already  provided  by  the 
colored  people,  who  further  offer  to  keep  the  buildings  and  furniture  in 
repair,  and  pay  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  schools. 

This  statement  we  present  for  such  action  as  to* you  shall  seem  just  and 
wise.

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined   the  communication   of  the   committee  of; 
the  colored  citizens  of  Indianapolis  in  relation  to  their  schools,  and  have  the 
honor  af  reporting  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  their  petition,  so  far  as  the 
appropriation  asked  by  them  is  concerned,  may  be  granted. 

The  Charter  which  confers  on  the  incorporation  its  existence  and  all  its  , 
powers,  provides  (Section  53)  that  your  honorable  body  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  finances  of  the  city,  and  (Section  56)  that  in 
addition  to  the  specific  powers  conferred,  you  shall  have  power  to  make 
other  by-laws  and  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  and 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  corporation. 

As  far  as  their  request  that  their  schools  may  be  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  city  is  concerned,  I  do  not  think  you 
can,  consistently  with  the  laws  of  this  State,  make  their  schools  public 
schools,  nor  can  money  be  appropriated  out  of  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
for  common  school  purposes.  But  should  you  think  the  making  of  the 
appropriation  a  proper  matter  of  benevolence,  or  for  the  interest  and  general 
welfare  of  the  city,  1  think  you  may  appropriate  a  sum  certain  to  be  paid  to 
the  persons  designated  in  the  petition  as  individuals,  to  be  applied  by  them 
to  the  purposes  specified  in  the  petition.

Your  petitioner  owns  the  three  lots  adjoining  Pogue's  Run,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  freshets  some  dirt  has  been  washed  from  the  end  of  the  graded  and 
graveled  road  which  I  paid  for,  some  dirt  of  my  lots  and  some  dirt  from  other 
places  stopping  nearly  up  the  regular  proper  channel  of  Pogue's  Run,  which 
cannot  be  taken  out  and  used  without  injury  to  any  person  except  your  peti- 
tioner; I  ask  of  the  City  Council  liberty  and  power  to  take  this  dirt  out  that 
has  been  washed  in  the  bed  of  Pogue's  Run  and  put  in  on  the  east  end  of 
Irvin  alley  by  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution.

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  ordinance  No.  106,  entitled 
an  ordinance  providing  for  the  compensation  of  city  officers,  respectfully  re- 
port: 

The  ordinance  referred  to  proposes  to  amend  the  general  salary  ordinance 
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of  the  year  1867  by  increasing  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Fire  Engineers  to 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  month. 

As  the  ordinance  proposed  to  be  amended  contains  a  clause  prohibiting 
any  increase  of  salary,  except  two-thirds  of  the  Council  members  are  in  favor 
of  such  increase,  we  submit  that  such  increase  could,  even  if  there  were  no 
other  obstaeles  in  the  way,  be  enacted  only  in  pursuance  of  said  two- thirds' 
vote  clause,  or  by  repealing  the  same. 

But  there  is  another  question  presented  by  this  ordinance:  Does  it  not 
conflict  with  section  51  of  the  City  Charter?  This  section  positively  prohib- 
its the  increase  of  salary  of  any  City  Officerafter  it  has  been  fixed  for  the 
year. 

If  these  Assistant  Engineers  are  City  Officers,  the  prohibition  is  absolute. 
Tn  the  Charter,  Assistant  Fire  Engineers  are  especially  mentioned,  and  are 
recognised.  This  would  place  them  in  the  same  category  with  Assistant  Mar- 
shals, Assistant  Civil  Engineers,  &c,  unless  there  was  an  ordinance  in  which 
their  official  status  were  fixed  differently.  We  have  not  been  able  find  any 
such  provision  or  ordinance,  and,  therefore,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
these  Assistant  Engineers  are  embraced  in  the  general  prohibition  against 
increase  of  salaries. 

In  conclusion,  we  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  prohibition  is  ab- 
solute and  binding,  and  that  several  ordinances  proposing  an  increase  of  com- 
pensation for  City  Officers  are,  on  account  thereof,  illegal  and  void.

Also,  the  following  ordinance  : 

An  Ordinance  authorizing  "  The  Indianapolis  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
pany" to  construct  and  maintain  a  track  through  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
and  prescribing  the  terms  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  The  Indianapolis  ami  St.  Loins  Railroad  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
by authorized  to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a  track  for  said  railroad  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  upon  the  following  route,  to-wit:  Be- 
ginning at  or  near  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  north-west  line  of  Ken- 
tucky Avenue  with  the  center  line  of  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and  La- 
fayette Railroad,  in  Block  No  90,  thence  curving  in  a  westerly  direction  cross- 
in*  the  Central  C  mal  and  Missouri  street,  and  a  part  of  Block  No.  91,  to  a 
point  in  West  Georgia  street,  about  thirty  feet  from  the  north  line  of  the 
same,  and  near  the  east  line  of  West  street;  thence  west  through  said  West 
Georgia  street,  and  parallel  with  the  north  line,  thereof,  beyond,  and  in  a 
straight  line  crossing  Helen  and  Water  streets  to  White  River,  and  crossing 
the  same  on  a  bridge.  Said  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  further  authorized 
to  operate  its  locomotives  and  trains  from  the  initial  point  aforesaid  over  the 
tracks  and  switches  of  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and  Lafayette  and  of  the 
Union  Railway  Companies  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  said 
Companies,  subject  to  the  rules  and  ordinances  of  the  city  governing  said 
Companies,  and  to  construct,  maintain  and  use,  so  far  as  the  same  is  not  al- 
ready provided,  a  track  from  the  present  eastern  terminus  of  the  Union  Rail- 
way track  in  the  center  of  East  Washington  street,  running  north-easterly 
parallel  with  and  at  the  distance  of  seven  feet  from  the  east  rail  of  the  track 
of  the  Bellefontaine  Railway  Company  as  it  now  lies,  or  as  it  may  be  varied 
to  meet  the  special  routes  of  said  Indianapolis  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Com- 
pany, crossing  Market,  Railroad,  Davidson,  Ohio  and  Winston  streets  and  the 
intermediate  alleys,  and  connecting  at  or  near  New  York  street  with  the  sys- 
tem of  tracks  and  switches  of  the  Bellefontaine  Railway  Company. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  of  said  Indianapolis  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company 
to  construct,  maintain  and  use  a  track  within  the  said  city  as  aforesaid,  is 
subject  to  the  conditions  and  terms  following,  that  is  to  say: 

First.  This  grant  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  interfere  with  the  private 
rights  of  the  owners  of  real  estate,  over  which  said  road  may  be  located,  rela- 
tive to  damages  for  such  occupancy  and  appropriation  thereof,  but  it  is  made 
subject  thereto. 

Second.  Where  said  track  crosses  any  street  or  alley  it  shall  be  made  to 
conform  strictly  to  the  grade  of  such  street  or  alley  as  heretofore  or  hereaf- 
ter established  by  the  city  authorties,  unless  the  Common  Council,  upon  the 
application  of  said  Company,  shall  consent  to  a  variation  from  said  grade. 
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Third.  At  the  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys  said  Company  shall  lay  said 
track  in  such  manner  that  it  shall  cause  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the 
use  of  such  streets  and  alleys  for  the  passage  of  wagons  and  other  vehicles, 
and  shall  plank  said  track  between  the  rails  at  such  crossings,  and  two  fe  -i 

on  each  side  of  suob  rails,  and  shall  also  plank  or  gravel  the  sidewalks  where 
they  may  cross  said  Railroad,  and  shall  also  make  such  crossings  safe  and 
convenient  for  the  passage  of  persons  and  vehicles;  and  said  Company  shall 
keep  said  crossings,  when  so  made,  in  good  repair  and  condition,  so  leng  as 
it  shall  use  said  streets  and  alleys  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.    ' 

Fourth.  Said  Company  shall  construct  and  continually  keep  in  repair, 
tinder  and  on  the  line  of  said  track,  at  such  points  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary now,  or  at  any  future  time,  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  or  other  officer 
of  the  city,  under  the  orders  of  the  Common  Council,  sufficient  culverts  and 
drains  to  admit  the  free  passage  of  water  along  and  from  the  streets  afore- 
said. 

Fifth.  All  acts  and  things  above  required  to  he  done  by  said  Company 
shall.be  done  immediately  after  the  laving  of  said  track  across  said  streets 
or  sidewalks  aforesaid;  and  in  cae  the  ?aid  company  shall  fail  to  put  such 
crossings  in  the  order  above  required,  or  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  or  to 
construct  and  keep  in  repair  such  culverts  and  drains,  the  same  shall  be  done, 
by  the  Street  Commissioner,  by  the  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  and 
the  said  City  Council  may  collect  the  cost  of  the  same  with  twenty  (20)  per 
cent  damages  in  addition  thereto,  by  suit  against  said  Company  before  the 
City  Judge  of  said  city,  or  any  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sixth.  Said  Company  shall  not  permit  any  car  or  locomotive  to  stand  at 
the  crossing  of  any  street  or  alley  so  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  teams, 
vehicles  or  persons,  or  cause  clanger  or  inconvenience  contrary  to  ordinances 
now  in  force  or  which  may  be  hereafter  in  force  on'  this  subject;  and  the 
said  Company,  in  all  cases,  when  the  trains  are  going  out  or  coming  in.  shall 
ring  the  engine  bell,  so  as  to  give  notice  of  their  arrival  or  departure;  nor 
shall  said  Company  run  any  locomotive  or  car  on  said  track  a?  a  faster  rate 
than  that  allowed  by  the  General  Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  under 
the  penalties  therein  prescribed  ;  and  all  suits  for  such  violations  may  be 
brought  against  the  principal  resident  officer  or  agent  of  said  Company,  who 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  the  employees  of  the  Company  in 
this  particular. 

Seventh  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Company,  when  directed  by  the  Com- 
mon Council,  to  provide  at  each  street  crossing  so  designated  on  the  route  of 
such  track,  flagmen  to  signal  all  trains  that  may  cross  such  streets  between 
the  hours  of  6  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  6  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  each  week  day. 

Sec.  3.  In  case  said  Company  shall  fail  to  comply  with  each  and  all  the 
conditions  of  this  ordinance  herein  set  forth,  the  said  right  of  way  herein 
granted  shall  forfeit  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis;  and  the  Railroad  track  be- 
longing to  said  Company  therein  may  at  any  time  thereafter  be  removed  from 
the  limits  of  the  city  by  order  of  said  Common  Council :  And  furthermore, 
In  case  said  right  of  way  be  transferred,  said  transfer  shall  be  subject  to  ail 
the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  author- 
ize ihe  construction  on  Georgia  street  of  more  than  one  track  in  addition  to 
the  track  of  any  other  Railroad  Corporation  that  may  be  hereafter  construct- 
ed under  any  ordinance  heretofore  framed  by  the  Common  Council  granting 
right  of  way  over  such  street.

Sec.  2.  The  said  Bellefontaine  Rrailway  Company  is  hereby  authorized 
to  change  or  vary,  between  Market  and  New  York  streets,  a  few  feet  either 
way  from  its  present  location  if  the  same  should  be  necessary  to  meet  the 
wants  or  necessities  of  the  Indianapolis  and  St  Louis  Railroad  Company  in 
constructing  its  track  between  the  points  named;  said  variation,  if  made,  to 
be  under  the  supervision  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engi- 
neer. 

Sec.  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage,  and  on 
the  filing  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the  written  acceptance  of  the  same  by  the 
officers  of  the  said  Railway  Company.

I  think,  however,  it  would  be  safer  to  re-advertise  for  bids,  as  a  considerable 
time  has  elapsed  since  the  contract  was  awarded. 

It  would  be  well,  I  think,  to  sue  Schwartzer  and  sureties  for  breach  of  con- 
tract.    The  precedent  would  be  a  beneficial  and  valuable  one.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  matter  of  constructing  bridges  across  the  ditch  on  Railroad  street  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  citizens  in  having  access  to  their  lots,  respectfully  re- 
port that,  as  directed  by  your  honorable  body,  we  have  examined  the  prem- 
ises, and  it  will  require  at  least  42  bridges,  each  18  feet  long,  placed  at  regu- 
lar distances  50  feet  apart;  said  bridges  will  cos*}  at  least  $500  when  comple- 
ted, but,  in  our  opinion,  we  believe  the  plan  to  be  impracticable,  owing  to  the 
nature  of  the  ground,  it  being  mostly  composed  of  sand  and   loose  gravel 
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which  will  wash  out  at  every  freshet,  thereby  rendering  the  bridges  useless 
and  a  constant  expense  to  the  city  in  repairing. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  that  all  of  that 
part  of  said  ditch  south  of  the  third  alley  south  of  St.  Clair  street  be  filled 
up,  and  the  water  north  of  that  point  be  drained  into  the  old  Bellefontaine 
Railroad  gravel  pit;  this,  we  believe  to  be  the  most  feasible  plan,  will  cost 
less  to  the  city  and  be  of  no  inconvenience  to  property  owners  in  that  vicin- 
ity, as  we  think  it  better  that  the  gravel  pit  be  kept  half  full  of  water  rather 
than  be  in  its  present  condition.

An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  lamp-posts,  lamps  and  fixtures, 
complete  to  burn  gas,  except  the  service  pipe,  on  Market  street,  between 
Mississippi  and  Missouri  streets. 
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Dr.  Woodburn  presented  the  following  petition  : 

Indianapolis,  Oct.  28,  1807.' 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  of  Indianapolis  respectfully  repre- 
sent that  their  track  on  Illinois  street  was  laid,  as  they  are  informed  and  be- 
lieve, in  strict  conformity  with  the  grade  established  by  the  then  City  Engi- 
neer, and  that  they  have  been  at  very  considerable  expense  in  filling  up  the 
space  between  and  outside  of  their  rails  with  cinder  and  gravel.  Scarcely 
bus  the  work  been  completed  when  they  are  ordered  by  your  honorable  body 
to  undo  all  they  have  done  between  Ohio  and  Market  streets,  to  lower  their 
track  to  conform  to  the  ideas  of  the  present  Engineer,  and  to  bowlder  the 
same  ground  they  have  just  finished  graveling.  This,  of  course,  involves  the 
removal  of  the  cinder  and  gravel,  now  hardened  by  travel  to  almost  the  con- 
sistency of  stone,  and  the  taking  up  and  re-laying  of  the  whole  track,  inter- 
fering With  travel,  and  costing  more  than  it  would  to  lay  down  twice  that 
length  of  new  road. 

The  Company  cannot  but  feel,  in  their  present  feeble  condition,  that  this 
is  a  hardship,  and  that  it  wTould  be  better  for  all  concerned  if  this  money  had 
been  used  in  furthering  new  lines,  and  other  improvements,  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  enterprise;  but  as  they  do  not  wish  to  make  any  issue  with  th.3 
Council  or  evil  in  question  the  right  of  the  Council  to  make  the  orders  re- 
ferred to,  or  impugn  the  judgment  of  the  present  Engineer,  they  have  taken 
steps  to  lower  their  track  and  bowlder  the  street.  But  they  feel  it  a  duty  to 
frankly  inform  the  Council  that  the  business  and  financial  condition  of  the 
Company  will  not,  at  present,  admit  of  this  kind  of  expenditure,  and  that  if  it 
peated  to  any  considerable  extent,  there  can  be  but  one  result,  and  that 
not  a  matter  of  choice,  bur  of  imperative  necessity.  There  are  stubborn 
facts,  and  weighty  reasons  bearing  upon  this  point,  not  stated  here,  but  which 
will  be  communicated  to  a  committee,  should  one  be  charged  with  the  con- 
sideration  of  this  communication.  Even  the  possibility  of  the  Council  mak- 
ing such  orders  is  a  serious  drawback  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Company,  as  it 
deters  parties  from  joining  in  the  enterprise  who  would  be  of  great  assist- 
ance; and  fv^n  the  present  managers  might  well  hesitate  to  put  down  a  new 
line,  or  double  track  on  old  one,  when  it  might  be  immediately  followed  by 
orders  such  as  those  herein  referred  to;  besides,  as  matters  now  stand,  they 
we ild  not  have  the  ability  to  do  both,  at  present,  if  either. 

The  Company  are  now  running  double  the.  miles  of  track  required  by  their 
charier,  and  it  is  believed  the  quality  of  the  roads  and  equipments  are  not 
surpassed  in  any  city  of  the  size  in  the  United  States.  Experience,  however, 
has  demonstrated  that  the  population  of  our  city  is  too  small,  and  our  cars 
too  large  to  be  remunerative.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  time  will  remedy  the 
first,  but  until  that  remedy  does  eeme  the  aid  and  indulgence  of  the  City 
Council  is  absolutely  necessary.  With  that  aid  it  is  hoped  and  believed  the 
Company  could  secure  such  outside  helps  as  would  enable  them  to  stock  their 
lines  with  30  new  cars  of  lighter  pattern;  also,  to  extend  and  double-track  a 
portion  of  existing  lines,  and  make  one  or  more  new  ones.  It  is  respectfully 
submitted  that  Street  Cars  are  of  great  public  utility,  and  for  these,  and  other 
reasons,  the  Company  pray  your  honorable  body  to  relieve  them  from  the 
expense  of  bowldering  the  streets,  and,  also,  from  taking  up  and  re-laying 
track,  where  it  has  once  been  laid  down  upon  grade;  and  for  such  other  and 
further  relief  as  will  be  just  to  the  Company  and  beneficial  to  the  public. 
And  as  in  duty  bound  your  petitioner  will  ever  pray,  &c.

Indianapolis,  Oct.  28,  1867. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  ordinance  granting  a  right  of 
way  to  the  Junction  Railroad  Company,  with  the  pending  amendments,  and 
the  remonstrances  against  granting  said  Company  any  right  of  way  west  of 
New  Jersey  street,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered 
said  matters,  and  have  come  to  the  following  conclusions,  which  they  have 
embodied  in  amendments  to  the  ordinance: 

1.  The  main  object  of  the  remonstrants,  according  to  the  best  informa- 
tion of  your  committee,  seems,  to  have  been  the  prevention  of  the  crossing 
of  Alabama  street  and  Virginia  Avenue  by  an  additional  track  of  this  Road. 
At  the  same  time  we  think  the  Railroad  could  get  along  without  this,  by 
backing  their  cars  out  of  their  proposed  depot,  as  nearly  all  other  Companies 
now  have  to  do.  We  therefore  complied  with  the  remonstrances  by  striking 
from  the  ordinance  the  permission  of  crossing  Virginia  Avenue  and  Alabama 
street. 

2.  The  present  soems  to  be  a  favorable  time  of  breaking  the  system  of 
allowing  obstructions  to  be  placed  in  Rogue's  Run,  which  has  resulted  in 
heavy  loss  to  many  citizens,  and  numerous  suits  against  the  city.  Accord- 
ingly we  have  required  the  crossing  of  Rogue's  Run  to  be  on  a  bridge  with 
stone  abutments,  having  at  least  38  feet  space,  or  on  arches  with  like  capa- 
city, as  the  McNabb  street  arches. 
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3.  We  submit  a  plat,  prepared  by  the  Civil  Engineer,  of -Maryland  street,, 
between  the  east  Corporation  lino  and  the  crossing  of  Pogue's  Run.  This 
shows  that  the  Central  Railway  Company  have  never  complied  with  the  obli- 
gation imposed  upon  them  in  the  ordinance  granting  them  the  right  of  way 
of  widening  said  street,  that  their  track  is  not  in  the  center  of  the  street  as 
it  was  originally  required,  but  that  their  north  rail  is;  that  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  north  half  of  said  street  is  occupied  and  obstructed  by  them  with 
fences,  buildings,  switches,  etc.,  without  right  or  authority.  We  submit  these 
fhese  facts  for  the  consideration  and  proper  action  of  the  Council.  So  far 
as  the  present  ordinance  is  concerned,  we  thought  it  proper  of  locating  the 
right  of  way  asked  for  by  the  Junction  Railroad  Company  south  of  the  line 
granted  to  the  Central  Railway  Company,  and  leave  it  to  the  Council  to  de- 
cide whether  they  will  further  define  this  location,  by  excepting  a  strip  of 
ground  on  the  south  side  of  said  street  or  not. 

4.  While  the  Committee  believe  that  the  Junction  Railroad  Company 
ought  to  be  accommodated,  wherever  needed  for  their  business  facilities, 
with  the  privilege  of  constructing  siee  tracks  and  switches,  we  thought  it 
improper  to  place  the  exercise  of  this  privilege  solely  at  the  option  of  the 
Railroad  Company,  and  have,  therefore,  adopted  the  amendment  submitted 
to  us,  striking  out  those  parts  of  the  ordinance  which  would  have  resulted 
in  giving  the  Company  this  unlimited  privilege. 

With  these  amendments  we  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ordinance.

The  undersigned  respectfully  represents  to  your  honorable  body  that  he 
is  the  owner  of  lots  on  the  south  side  of  Pogue's  Run  on  East  street  in  said 
city — that  he  has  gone  to  great  expense  in  improving  the  said  lots — that  he 
has  built  a  good,  substantial  brick  residence  on  the  said  lots — that  he  has 
taken  great  pains  in  setting  the  said  lots,  on  which  his  house  stands,  with 
fruits  and  especially  with  a  large  number  of  grape  vines,  now  in  bearing — 
that  when  ho  bought  the  said  lots  they  were  very  low  lots,  much  below  grade, 
and  that  he,  at  great  expense,  filled  said  lots,  making  expensive  and  valuable 
fences  and  out-houses,  and  paving  all  walks  and  piths  thereon  with  brick 
and  bowlders,  and  set  the  grounds  in  shrubbery  and  flowers,  lie  further 
shows,  in  addition  thereto,  that  he  bought  two  other  lots  lying  immediately 
north  aud  adjoining  to  his  said  residence  and  running  to  Pogue's  Run  on  the 
north,  which  were  also  very  low  lots;  and  to  raise  which  the  undersigned 
caused  to  be  hauled  and  deposited  on  the  same  jeventeen  hundred  cartloads 
of  earth  and  filled  the  same  up  to  grade — making  a  heavy  and  secure  stone 
wall  on  the  south  side  of  Pogue's  Run  constituting  the  south  bank  thereof, 
and  running  west  to  the  east  edge  of  East  street,  which  wall  cost  him  at  least 
six  hundred  dollars. 
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He  shows  that  the  Junction  Railroad  Company  are  proposing  to  locate  and 
construct  their  Road  into  the  city  by  running  their  track  immediately  south 
of  the  track  of  the  Central  Road  track,  and  upon  and  over  the  last  two  named 
lots  of  the  undersigned,  occupying  the  whole  of  the  same,  and  bring  their 
track  up  close  to  the  fence  and  residence  of  the  undersigned,  and  thereby 
destroying  the  north  front  to  his  said  residence,  and  rendering  his  home  dis- 
agreeable, if  not  valueless.  He  says  that  no  amount  of  money  which  said 
Company  would  pay  would  compensate  him  for  the  cost  of  said  property,  and 
the  nuisance  of  having  the  said  track  so  near  his  dwelling  house.  He  there- 
fore remonstrates  against  your  honorable  body  granting  said  Company  the 
right  of  way  into  this  city,  and  over  the  said  route,  and  over  his  lots,  until 
said  Company  shall  have  satisfied  and  compensated  all  the  proprietors  of 
lands  to  be  occupied  by  them  for  said  Road,  and  procured  releases  of  the 
right  of  way  from  all  the  owners  of  property  to  be  taken  for  that  purpose.

Gentlemen: — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  from  the 
Police  Force,  asking  that  their  pay  be  increased  seventy-five  cents  each  per 
day  or  night,  upon  condition  that  they  release  to  the  city  all  taxable  witness 
fees  in  their  favor  for  violations  of  city  ordinances,  have  had  the  matter  un- 
der consideration  in  connection  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  herewith  sub- 
mit the  written  opinion  of  the  City  Attorney,  and  make  it  a  part  of  our 
report  as  to  the  question  of  increase  of  compensation  of  the  police  force. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  pay  of  policemen  as  now  lixed 
is  too  low,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  it  could  now  be  legally  done,  some 
ordinance  ought  to  be  passed  to  take  from  the  force  the  witness  fee  in  city 
cases,  the  collection  of  which,  for  their  benefit,  has  and  does  subject  them  to 
the  almost  constant  charge  of  arresting  men  alone  for  the  witness  fees  in 
these  cases;  but  as  it  seems  to  be  a  doubtful  question  as  to  whether  such  an

His  Honor,  the  Major,  presented  the  following  opinion  oi  City 
Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  9, 1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — It  is  proper  that  I  should  submit  a  statement  of  the  case  of 
The  City  vs.  Chambers,  lately  decided  by  Hon.  John  N.  Scott,  City  Judge. 

The  defendant  insisted  that  the  ordinance  under  which  she  was  prosecut- 
ed was  invalid,  and  that  the  city  was  bound  to  prove  publication.  The  Court 
held  the  ordinance  valid,  but  decided  adversely  to  the  City  on  the  question 
of  publication. 

I  was  of  opinion  that  as  it  was  the  sworn  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  city, 
in  1864,  to  cause  these  ordinances  lo  be  oublished,  that  the  Courts  must  pre- 
sume, until  the  contrary  is  shown,  that  this  sworn  duty  was  performed.  The 
authorities  are  uniform  among  the  earliest  cases,  being  that  of  Lord  Halifax, 
where  it  was  said,  "  A  person  shall  be  presumed  duly  to  execute  his  office 
until  the  contrary  appears."  See,  also,  Broom's  Legal  Max.,  578;  1  Green. 
Ev.,  80;  Burrill  on  Evidence,  36—484;  9  Indiana  Rep.,  20. 

I  still  think  the  position  assumed  by  the  City  was  correct,  and,  that  unless 
it  can  be  shown  that  there  was  no  publication,  the  City  must  ultimately  suc- 
ceed. If  the  defendant  can  show  that  the  ordinance  was  in  fact  never  pub- 
lished, of  course  the  City  must  be  defeated. 

Before  and  since  the  trial  my  partner  and  myself  have  diligently  searched 
and  inquired  fcr  the  files  containing  the  publications.  We  cannot  find  the 
files  of  1863.  Some  one  has  carried  the  file  from  the  Journal  Office,  and 
although  we  have  examined  State,  County  and  City  Offices,  we  have  not  as 
yet  been  able  to  find  any  file  of  the  paper  embracing  the  time  within  which 
the  ordinance  must  have  been  published.     I  have  heard  of  a  tile  some  miles 

distant  in  the  countrv  which  I  shall  send  for  to-morrow. 

* 
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If  the  ordinance  was  never  published,  then,  of  course,  it  never  went  into 
operation,  and  the  old  law  is  yet  in  force  and  will  so  remain  until  a  new  or- 
dinance is  put  in  force.  I  mean  by  the  old  law  the  ordinance  existing  prior 
to  that  now  found  in  the  ordinance  book.  Whatever  may  be  true  as  to  the 
fact  of  publication,  it  is  very  certain  that  either  the  pre&ent  ordinance  or  the 
old  is  in  force,  and  the  City  is  not  without  a  law. 

Your  honorable  body  will  at  once  perceive  the  embarrassment  under  which 
I  have  labored,  and  the  necessity  for  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  similar  to 
that  herewith  transmitted.  Had  the  rule  been  declared,  as  I  thought  it 
should  be,  that  the  presumption  was  in  favor  of  the  official  act,  the  City 
would  not  be  required  to  prove  that  her  officers  duly  discharge  their  duties. 

I  shall  spare  no  pains  or  labor  to  ascertain,  if  it  be  possible,  whether  the 
ordinances  now  in  our  present  revision  were  duly  published,  and  should  I 
find  that  there  has  been  no  publication,  I  shall  prosecute  upon  the  old  law 
until  the  new  can  be  properly  published.  I  shall,  as  early  as  I  can  obtain 
it,  transmit  information  to  you.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  a 
goodly  number  of  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis,  asking  an  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  facts  in  reference  to  the  feasibility  of  securing 
Artesian  Water,  have  had  the  same  under  advisement,  and  at  a  meeting  of 
•your  committee  this  P.  M.,  listened  with  interest  to  remarks  made  by  Prof.

$1,000,  or  so  much  of  the  same  as  may  be  necessary  for  a  satisfactory  test  o£ 
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artesian  power  in  said  Well.  If  the  test  is  successful  the  city  to>  have  the 
right  to  use  so  much  of  the  water  procured  as  may  be  needed  to  fill  and  keep 
tilled  any  or  all  the  public  cisterns,  and  to  lay  pipes  through  the  grounds  of 
said  Company  to  procure  the  same  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with, 
its  present  or  future  use  by  the  Company  for  railroad  purposes.

Specifications  and  Proposals  for  the  American  Fire  Alarm  and  Police 
Telegraph  eor  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  proprietors  of  the  American  Fire  Alarm 
and  Police  Telegraph,  respectfully  propose  to  erect  and  put  in  readiness  for 
operation,  their  system  of  Automatic  Telegrapic  Fire  Alarms,  according  to 
the  following  specifications,  and  upon  the  conditions  thereunto  annexed,  to- 

wit; 

FOR   THE    CENTRAL    OR   BATTERY    STATION, 

One  Automatic  Electro  Magnetic  Repeater,  arranged  for  at  least  four  inde- 
pendent circuits,  sounding  a  general  alarm  on  the  bell  and  gongs,  and  giving 
the  return  signal  in  the  signal  boxes;  four  Relay  Magnets;  four  Telegraphic 
Keys;  four  Galvanometers;  all  the  lightning  arresters  necessary  for  the  pro-

Four  of  our  best  electro  magnetic  mechanical  gong  strikers,  with  gongs  at 
least  fifteen  inches  in  diameter,  with  lightning  arrestor,  with  proper  ground 
escape  for  the  same. 
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FOR    THE    ALARM    BELL, 

One  electro  magnetic  striking  machine,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  give  the  full 
tone  of  such  bell,  as  may  be  selected  for  the  purpose  of  a  general  alarm,  to- 
gether with  the  hammer,  weights,  chains,  and  lightning  arrestor  in  the  bell 
tower,  necessary  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  same.  Bell  to  be  selected 
by  the  Fire  Department  Committee. 

FOR    THE   SIGNAL    AND    ALARM    CIRCUITS, 

A  sufficient  quantity  of  the  best  quality  annealed  and  galvanized  iron  wire 
to  connect  the  various  boxes,  alarm  bell  and  engine-house  gongs  with  the 
Central  Station.  Said  wire  to  be  properly  insulated  on  strong  supports,  at- 
tached to  the  highest  houses  obtainable  near  the  line  of  circuits;  where 
houses  cannot  be  obtained,  then  said  wires  are  to  be  well  insulated  on  poles, 
at  a  height  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet  above  the  ground,  and  with  not  less 
than  thirty  fastening  to  the  mile.

There  now  remains  unexpended  of  the  appropriation  $2,124.04,  and  there 
is  remaining  on  hand  forage  and  fuel  to  the  amount  of  $503,  making  the  total 
amount  unconsumed  $2,627.04. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  extra  services  of  Daniel  Glazier 
in  running  and  keeping  in  order  the  pumping  engine  for  the  filling  of  cis- 
terns. It  was  found  inexpedient  for  the  former  Chief  Fire  Engineer  to  have 
the  different  men  of  the  several  engine  houses  handling  the  steam  pump,  and 
Mr.  Glazier  was  put  in  charge  of  it.  Since  that  time  he  has  done  all  the 
pumping  where  the  steam  engine  could  not  be  used,  in  addition  to  his  regu- 
lar work.  In  consideration  of  these  facts  I  would  recommend  to  the  Coun- 
cil that  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  be  allowed  him  for  extra  services.

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Mr.  Seidfensticker,  from  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Ordinances, 
made  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  Dec.  23,  1867. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordi- 
nance protecting  public  morality,  decency  and  order,"  respectfully  report: 

If  said  ordinance  was  intended  to  supply  the  vacuum  cause  by  the  doubt 
as  to  whether  the  present  ordinance  was  ever  published,  and  therefore  in 
force,  it  is  no  longer  necessary,  as  the  City  Attorney  has  procured  proof  that 
said  ordinance  was  properly  published,  and  is,  therefore,  in  full  force. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  ordinance  is  intended  as  a  substitute  for  the 
present  ordinance,  your  committee  deem  that  the  question  whether  this  new 
draft  is  an  improvement  on  the  existing  ordinance,  can  best  be  settled  in 
open  Council.  Expressing  no  opinion,  as  a  committee,  on  this  question,  we 
simply  call  your  attention  to  the  more  important  changes  proposed  by  this 
amendment. 

1.  In  section  2  the  words  "  male  and  over  the  age  of  twelve  years,"  are  left 
out,  having  the  effect  that  females  and  children  under  12  years  of  age  can  be 
fined  for  being  found  in  company  with  a  prostitute,  while  the  penalty  is  lim- 
ited to  males  over  12  years  by  the  present  ordinance. 

2.  In  section  5  the  words  "  more  than  12  years  old,"  are  left  out  again, 
having  the  effect  that  children  under  12  years  can  be  fined  for  bathing  in 
White  river,  Fall  creek,  etc  ,  \n  the  same  manner  as  grown  persons. 

3.  Section  4  is  entirely  left  out  the  amended  ordinance,  having  the  effect 
that  the  offence  of  unlawful  assembly  is  entirely  wiped  out  from  the  ordi- 
nance book,  or,  in  other  words,  that  prostitutes  and  males  or  lewd  and  disor- 
derly persons  generally  may  congregate  in  any  number,  without  subjecting 
themselves  to  a  penalty. 

4.  Section  14  is  also  left  out  of  the  amended  ordinance,  having  the  effect 
that  Police  Officers  are  deprived  of  the  authority  to  enter  gambling  houses 
and  houses  of  ill  fame  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  them,  and  thai  persons 
who  have  visited  such  houses  for  the  purposes  of  gambling  and  prostitution 
are  not  subject  to  any  penalty  for  such  acts. 

5.  In  section  15  the  words  "without  special  orders  from  the  Chief  of  Po- 
lice, or,  in  case  of  emergency,  to  make  an  arrest  or  suppress  riotous  or  disor- 
derly conduct,"  are  stricken  out,  having  the  effect  that  Police  Officers  who 
enter  houses  of  ill  fame  to  carry  out  a  special  order  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
or  to  suppress  a  riot  or  effect  an  arrest  and  are  seen  there,  can  be  prosecuted 
and  fined  before  the  City  Judge  in  any  sum  from  five  to  fifty  dollars. 

With  the  exception  of  the  above  changes,  and  a  few   verbal  alterations  of 
slight  importance,  the  new  ordinance  is  an  exact  transcription  of  the  old  or- 
dinance.     Having  thus  pointed   out  the  proposed  changes,  your   committee 
report  the  ordinance  back  for  your  further  deliberation  and  decision.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
That  every  prostitute  found  wandering  about  said  city,  or  within  one  mile 
from  the  corporato  limits  thereof,  or  found  in  any  public  act  of  prostitution 
within  said  limits,  shall,  on  conviction  of  such  offence  before  the  City  Judge, 
be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum,  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 
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Sec.  2.  Every  person,  convicted  before  the  City  Judge  of  having  beeD 
found  associating  with  any  prostitute,  in  any  public  place,  street,  alley,  com- 
mon, or  field  of  said  city,  or  within  one  mile  of  its  limits,  shall  be  fined  there- 
for in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  who  shall,  in  public,  make  any  indecent  exposure,  of 
his  or  her  person,  or  use  any  obscene  language,  or  exhibit  any  obscene  print, 
painting  or  representation,  or  be  guilty  of  any  other  obscene  conduct,  upon 
conviction  before  the  City  Judge,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  convicted  before  said  City  Judge  of  having  bathed,  in 
the  day  time,  in  the  Canal,  in  White  River,  or  in  Pogue's  Run,  or  at  any  point 
in  said  city  subject  to  the  view  of  citizens  thereof,  or  in  White  River,  oppo- 
site and  near  to  said  city,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  The  Marshal  of  said  city,  or  his  assistant,  or  any  police  officers  of 
said  city,  shall  arrest,  without  process,  any  person  violating,  in  his  or. their 
presence,  any  provision  of  the  first  four  sections  of  this  ordinance,  and  take 
such  offender  forthwith  before  said  City  Judge  for  trial,  filing  complaint  of 
such  offense;  or,  if  such  arrest  be  made  on  Sunday,  or  in  the  night  time, 
said  Marshal,  or  his  assistant,  or  any  police  officer  of  said  city,  shall  commit 
such  offender  to  jail,  or  the  city  prison,  or  otherwise  guard  him,  until  ten 
o'clock  the  next  ensuing  morning,  wnen  such  trial  shall  proceed,  unless  con- 
tinued for  good  cause;  and  such  officer  failing  to  perform  the  duty  required 
of  him  by  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  Any  legal  voter  or  householder  of  said  city  may.  without  breach 
of  the  peace,  apprehend  any  person  found  violating  any  provision  of  the  first 
five  sections  of  this  ordinance,  and  cause  or  require  such  person  to  be  taken 
before  said  City  Judge,  in  order  to  be  legally  dealth  with. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  taken  in  the  act  of  violating  any  provision,  as  last 
aforesaid,  and  convicted  of  refusing,  on  such  legal  requisition,  to  be  taken 
before  said  City  Judge  for  trial,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding twTenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person,  convicted  before  said  City  Judge  of  keeping  a  house 
of  ill-fame  or  prostitution  in  said  city,  shall  be  fined  therefor,  on  such  first 
conviction,  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars,  and, 
on  every  such  subsequent  conviction,  in  any  sum  not  less  than  thirty,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  Any  party,  being  the  owner  or  occupant  of,  or  the  agent  for  rent- 
ing, any  building  in  said  city,  and  convicted,  before  said  City  Judge,  of  having 
knowingly  rented  the  same  to  be  used  as  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution, 
shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dol 
Jars;  and  good  proof  that  the  owner,  lessor,  or  ;igent  for  the  renting  of  such 
building  was  apprised,  beforehand,  of  the  previous  ill-repute  of  the  lessee  or 
lessees  thereof,  shall  be  full  evidence  that  such  owner,  lessor,  or  agent  of  any 
tenement,  after  the  notification  of  any  freeholder  or  householder,  shall  not 
take  the  proper  legal  steps  to  exclude  therefrom  any  persons  who  shall  use 
the  same  for  a  house  of  ill-fame,  said  owner,  lessor,  or  agent  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof  before  the  City  Judge,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  convicted  before  said  City  Judge  of  having  publicly 
exhibted.  in  said  city,  any  stallion,  or  jack,  or  bull,  or  of  having  caused  or 
suffered  any  such  animal  publicly  to  cover  any  mare,  jenny,  or  cow,  therein, 
shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Any  owner  or  occupant  of  any  building  in  said  city,  and  convict- 
ed before  said  City  Judge  of  permitting  the  same  to  be  used  or  occupied  for 
the  purpose,  or  in  the  practice  of  gaming,  in  any  way,  for  money  or  its  equiv- 
alent, shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars.

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i  d  any  disorderly  noise  or  conduct  in  or  about  his  grocery  or  other  estab- 
lishment, existing  in  said  city,  and  wherein  distilled  or  fermented  liquors 
are  sold,  or  kepi  for  sale,  or  for  being  given  away,  or  of  having  permitted  any 
person  10  become  intoxicated  therein,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  Io.  Any  policeman  who  shall  be  found  in  any  house  of  ill-fame  or 
prostitution,  or  gambling  house  in  said  city,  except  in  pursuance  of  a  war-

Any  person  convicted  before  sad  City  Judge  of  having,  on  Sun- 
day and  within  said  city,  pitched  quoits  or  coins,  or  of  having  played  at 
cricket,  bandy,  cat,  town-ball,  or  any  other  public  game  or  amusement,  shall 
be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  nor  more  than  five  dol- 
lars.

longer  than  until  ten  o'clock  of  the  succeeding  day,  unless  such  succeeding 
day  shall  be  Sunday,  in  which  case  complaint  against  such  offender  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  following  Monday:  And  provided  further.

Gentlemen: — Allow  me  again  to  bring  to  your  notice  the  Bate's  House 
Sewer : 

First  wishing  to  correct  an  error  wherein  I  said  Mr.  Davis  promised,  as  a 
Councilman,  to  vote  for  $100  from  his  Ward.  I  had  a  conversation  with  Mr. 
Davis  about  the  privilege  of  laying  said  sewer,  and  I  had  got  him  mixed  up 
(being  a  stranger)  with  the  others.  I  was  in  an  error,  and  have  been  to  the 
Council  Chamber  three  nights  to  correct  the  same.  Mr.  Davis  and  others, 
not  mentioned,  say  they  think  I  should  be  paid  the  sum  of  $300  as  promised, 
and  say  they  will  vote  for  the  same;  that  it  was  talked  over  in  Council,  and 
that  at  the  time  it  was  understood  it  was  to  be  paid.  Your  committee  re- 
ported that  as  it  was  not  a  public  good  it  could  not  be  paid  out  of  the  public 
funds.  You  will  remember  I  was  prosecuted  for  a  public  nuisance  and  fined, 
after  I  commenced  preparations  to  lay  the  sewer,  and  did  pay  $17  fine  for  a 
public  nuisance.  If  it  was  a  public  nuisance  then  it  is  certainly  a  public 
good  or  benefit  to  have  it  done  away.  This  difficulty  has  existed  for  fourteen 
years,  and  each  year  the  city  has  had  trouble.  I  came  to  your  city  suppos- 
ing as  a  city  of  50,000  inhabitants  you  would  have  what  other  cities  of  same 
size  had,  sewers  for  the  accommodation  of  its  inhabitants,  but  finding  none, 
and  finding  that  it  was  a  nuisance  of  such  magnitude  that  even  disease  would 
be  contracted  by  those  living  along  Illinois  street,  I  at,  once  commenced  to 
mature  some  plan  to  do  it  away.  1  mot  some  of  the  Councilmen  and  was 
encouraged  to  undertake  it,  with  assurances  that  the  three  Wards  would  aid 
me  at  least  $100  each,  if  it  was  a  success.  It  has  proven  itself  fully  so.  Now, 
even  as  an  experiment  by  which  others  might  be  governed,  it  is  valuable  to 
our  city,  and  you  could  well  afford  to  pay  the  entire  expense;  but  I  only  ask 
at  your  hands  what  I  could  reasonably  expect  even  from  those  who  guard  the 
city  crib.  I  trust  you  will  not  be  satisfied  to  pass  me  by,  but  rather  to  en- 
courage others  in  doing  likewise.  I  therefore  pray  that  you  would  authorize 
an  order  for  the  payment  of  the  same.

The  proceedings  of  the  regular  session  held  December  30,  1867, 
were  read  and  approved. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  announced  that  the  special  order  for  the 
evening  was  the  consideration  of  the  ordinance  protecting  public  mo- 
rality, decency  and  order. 


Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  amendments : 


Amend  section  1  by  inserting  after  the  words  "  corporate  limits  thereof," 
in  the  third  line,  the  following  :  "and  conducting  herself  in  a  lewd  manner." 

Amend  section  2  by  inserting  before  the  word  "prostitute,"  in  the  second 
line,  the  word  "common,"  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "prostitute,"  in 
the  second  line,  these  words  :  "  for  lewd  purposes,  or  conducting  himself  in  a 
lewd  or  indecent  manner  with  such  prostitute." 
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Amend  section  5  by  adding  this  proviso: 

"  Provided,  however.  That  every  person  so  arrested  on  Sunday,  or  at  night, 
shall  have  a  right  to  be  discharged  from  custody  upon  entering  into  recogni- 
zance with  good  freehold  surety  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  highest  penalty  im- 
posed upon  a  person  found  guilty  of  the  offence  for  which  he  or  she  may 
have  been  so  arrested  ;  or  upon  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  officer  arresting 
him  or  her  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  said  penalty,  conditioned  in  either  case 
for  his  or  her  appearance  befor  the  City  Judge  on  the  next  judicial  day  of 
his  Court,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  answer  to  the  charge  upon  which  he  or  she 
may  have  been  arrested ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  officer  mak- 
ing such  arrest  to  take  and  approve  such  recognizance  or  receive  such  money, 
and  thereupon  discharge  such  person ;  and  in  case  any  such  money  is  so  re- 
ceived the  same  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  City  Judge,  to  be  held  by  him  until 
final  decision  of  the  complaint." 

Amend  section  6  by  inserting  the  word  "  four"  instead  of  the  word  "  five," 
in  the  third  line. 

Amend  section  8  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  Sec.  8.  Any  person  convicted  before  said  City  Judge  of  keeping  a  house 
of  ill-fame  or  prostitution  in  said  city,  shall  be  fined  therefor  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars." 

Amend  section  13  by  striking  out  the  words  "found  in,"  in  the  first  line, 
and  insert  the  word  "enter." 

Also,  by  striking  out  the  words  "  less  than  five  nor,"  in  the  fourth  line. 

Also,  by  adding  this  proviso:  "Provided,  That  upon  complaint  of  the  pro- 
perty owners  or  residents,  living  adjacent  to,  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of, 
any  house  suspicioned  of  being  a  house  of  ill-fame,  that  the  same  is  carried 
on  in  a  disorderly  or  unlawful  manner,  the  Mayor  of  the  city  may  direct  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  a  sufficient  number  of  Policemen  to  forcibly  close  the 
same,  and  arrest  and  bring  the  person  keeping  such  house  before  the  City 
Judge  for  trial ;  and  in  case  such  house  is  so  closed  and  is  again  opened  and 
kept  as  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  prostitution,  the  person  who  shall  so  offend 
shall,  on  conviction  before  the  City  Judge,  be  fined  one  hundred  dollars." 

Amend  section  16  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  16.  Any  person  convicted  before  the  City  Judge  of  having  appeared 
on  any  street  or  alley,  or  in  any  public  place  of  said  city,  in  a  state  of  intoxi- 
cation, and  while  in  ihat  state  committed  any  disorderly  act,  or  any  act  cal- 
culated to  disturb  the  quiet  and  peace  of  the  city,  or  endanger  the  safety  of 
the  citizens  thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Brown,  the  ordinance,  together  with  the  amend- 
ments, were  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  five  Councilmen.

REGULAR  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Mr.  Brown  introduced  special  appropriation  ordinance  No.  1 — 
1868,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  appropriating  money  for  the  repairs  of  streets  in  the  differ- 
ent Wards  of  the  city,  ending  May  15th,  1868. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  by  title. 
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Mr.  Cottrell  presented  the  following  from  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Gas  Company  : 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  6,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  for  your  approval  the  Time  Table  for  lighting  and 
extinguishing  the  public  lamps  for  the  year  1868,  with  the  following  remarks: 

Gas  lighting  is  used  partially,  that  is  to  say,  during  certain  hours  of  the 
night,  or  during  certain  phases  of  the  Moon  ;  or  it  is  used  during  the  whole 
of  the  period  of  darkness  produced  by  the  withdrawal  of  the  suns  light. 

The  mode  of  distributing  the  hours  of  a  partial  illumination  varies  in  al- 
most every  country  or  town  where  it  is  applied,  ami  the  only  invariable  ele- 
ments for  calculating  its  periods  are  those  connected. 

Firstly,  with  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  Sun ;  secondly,  those  connected 
with  the  Moon's  age,  and  its  rising  and  setting. 

It  must,  however,  be  observed  that  the  length  of  the  twilight  will  effect 
the  precise  time  at  which  the  lighting  of  public  lamps  ought  to  be  comple- 
ted, in  a  manner  varying  with  the  particular  season  of  the  year  which  may 
be  nnder  consideration,  for  the  length  of  twilight  increases  progressively  in 
the  months  between  the  winter  and  summer  solstices  ;  to  decrease  progres- 
sively in  the  months  between  the  summer  and  winter  ones. 

There  is  also  a  marked  difference  between  the  practical  lengths  of  the 
morning  and  of  the  evening  twilight,  in  consequence  of  the  greater  purity 
of  the  morning  air,  and  at  the  same  time  it  may  be  observed  that  there  is 
less  inconvenience  occasioned  by  a  premature  extinction  of  the  public  lights 
in  the  morning,  than  there  would  be  in  neglecting  to  light  them  betimes  in 
the  evening. 

With  respect  to  the  application  of  the  system  of  partial  illumination,  as 
affected  by  the  Moon's  age,  it  may  be  observed  that  even  in  the  summer 
months  it  is  not  advisable  to  dispense  with  artificial  light  until  at  least  one 
hour  after  the  rising,  and  one  hour  after  the  setting  of  the  Moon,  and  this 
only  during  the  second  and  third  quarters;  the  declination  and  ascension  of 
the  Moon,  it  is  true,  would  effect  the  intensity  of  the  Moon's  light,  and  there- 
fore ought  to  be  taken  into  account  in  fixing  the  periods  of  artificial  lighting; 
but  for  practical  purposes  it  will  suffice  simply  to  confine  the  limits  of  the 
period  during  which  the  Moon's  light  is  alone  trusted  to  those  between  the 
first  day  after  the  end  of  the  second,  and  the  last  day  before  the  end  of  the 
third  quarter. 

In  the  winter  months  of  November,  December,  January  and  February,  it 
is  advisable  to  resort  to  artificial  lighting  throughout  the  night,  excepting  in 
the  period  between  the  second  day  after  the  end  of  the  first  quarter,  and  the 
day  after  the  Full  Moon. 

In  these  months  it  is  also  advisable  not  to  resort  to  the  Moon's  light  until 
at  least  two  hours  after  its  rising,  and  to  return  to  the  use  of  artificial  light 
two  hours  before  the  Moon  sets. 

In  March  and  October  the  above  interval  may  be  extended  by  using  the 
Moon's  light  half  an  hour  earlier  and  later.

ORDINANCES    ON    SECOND    READING. 

Mr.  Brown  called  up  special  appropriation   ordinance  No.  75 — 
1867,  entitled: 

An  Ordinance  appropriating  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  boring  an  Artesian  Well,  and  regulating  the  expenditure  thereof. 

Which  was  read  the  second  time  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
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Dr.  Jameson  called  up  general  ordinance  No.  120,  entitled : 

An  Ordinance  providing  for  the  issuing  of  ten  per  cent,  two  years  warrants 
and  appropriating  money  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

Which  was  read  the  second  time  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Brown,  Mr.  James  M.  Ray  addressed  the  Coun- 
cil at  some  length  on  the  subject  of  the  "  Home  for  Friendless  and 
Abandoned  Females." 

By  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council,  Col,  Samuel  Merrill  read 
the  following  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Society : 

Gentlemen: — Sometime  in  the  year  e863  Stoughton  A.  Fletcher,  Sr.,  gave 
to  Indianapolis  seven  acres  of  land  lyiug  sonth-west  of  the  city,  near  White 
river,  on  condition  that  within  a  certain  time  a  house  should  be  built. for  the 
abandoned  women  living  in  squalor  in  the  river  bottoms,  to  serve  as  a  prison 
for  the  fractious  and  intractable — as  a  home  for  the  more  mild  and  teachable. 
The  gift  was  accepted  and  the  house  commenced.  Seven  thousand  dollars 
had  been  expended  on  a  foundation,  when  the  work  suddenly  came  to  a  stop, 
all  the  means  of  the  treasury  being  required  for  bounty  money. 

In  November,  1866,  the  subject  was  revived  by  visitors  to  the  jail,  who, 
from  time  to  time,  reported  the  condition  of  the  prisoners  at  the  Daily  Union 
Prayer  Meetings,  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associ- 
ation. On  the  21st  day  of  January,  1867,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation, a  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  practic- 
ability of  opening,  at  an  early  day,  a  house  of  refuge  for  homeless  and  desti- 
tute women.  At  the  close  of  the  Daily  Union  Prayer  Meeting  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  4th  of  February,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  act  with  a  commit- 
tee from  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  to  secure  a  suitable  build- 
ing for  such  a  home. 

At  a  meeting  held  on  the  6th  of  February,  ladies  composing  nine  solicit- 
ing committees  were  directed  to  canvass  the  city  for  funds.  A  committee 
was  also  appointed  to  prepare  a  constitution  for  an  organization.  The  work 
of  soliciting  was  not  long  in  accomplishment. 

On  the  18th  of  February  a  meeting  was  convened  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
fecting an  organization  to  take  charge  of  friendless  women.  The  constitu- 
tion prepared  by  the  committee  was  adopted.  Managers  and  Trustees  were 
elected,  and  a  Matron  was  chosen.  All  parties  entered  upon  the  work  with 
fear  and  trembling.  It  was  like  attempting  to  walk  upon  the  water,  but  the 
blessed  Master  said,  "Be  of  good  courage." 

A  house  containing  nine  rooms,  and  situated  in  a  pleasant  lot,  was  obtained 
on  North  Pennsylvania  street.  On  account  of  its  publicity,  as  well  as  for 
many  other  reasons,  it  was  not  all  that  could  be  desired. 

The  first  inmates  of  the  Home  were  from  the  jail — an  institution  which  is 
a  disgrace  to  a  civilized,  to  say  nothing  of  a  Christian  community.  It  is 
small,  leaky,  ill-ventilated,  and  though  in  two  departments  is  so  constructed 
that  in  spite  of  the  commendable  efforts  to  the  contrary  of  our  County  Com- 
missioners, the  men  and  women  have  constant  communication.  Ignorant 
children  and  shameless  villains  are  crammed  in  together.  No  employment 
is  afforded.  Cursing,  swearing,  gambling,  fighting  and  filthy  fun  fill  up  the 
dreadful  day,  except  that  now  and  then,  in  milder  moods,  the  women  curl 
each  other's  hair,  and,  in  spite  of  their  tattered  garments,  otherwise  under- 
take to  gratify  the  love  of  finery,  which,  with  many,  has  been  the  cause  of 
their  ruin.  A  visitor  says,  ''  that  one-half  hour  in  this  place  is  enough  to 
cure  a  taste  for  gaudy  dress."  Of  course  there  was  small  hope  for  reforma- 
tion in  creatures  so  degraded.  Those  who  accepted  an  invitation  to  the  Home 
were  not  averse  to  being  made  good,  by  a  power  external  to  themselves,  but 
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their  wills  were  weak,  their  passions  were  strong,  their  minds  were  shallow, 
they  loved  nothing,  not  even  themselves;  they  were  sickly,  unused  to  restraint, 
and  had  no  habits  of  industry;  and  after  a  short  trial,  with  few  exceptions, 
they  "preferred  idleness  and  shame  to  labor  and  restraint."  Nevertheless, 
they  helped  forward  the  cause,  for  they  gave  information  of  the  Home  to 
associates  who  had  not  yet  reached  the  degredation  of  the  prison.  In  con- 
sequence their  successors  belonged  to  a  better  class. 

During  the  month  of  June  it  was  proposed  by  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  that  the  Matron,  Sarah  J.  Smith,  be  relieved  of  the  domestic  af- 
fairs of  the  Home,  and  that  her  services  be  devoted  to  its  spiritual  interests, 
and  that  she  be  appointed  additionally  City  Missionary,  the  Association  offer- 
ing to  pay  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  towards  her  salary.  The  proposition 
was  accepted,  and  Mrs.  Owen  was  engaged  as  Matron.  Sarah  Smith's  labors 
in  the  capacity  of  Missionary  have  been  untiring.  The  Hospital,  the  Jail, 
the  Poor  Farm,  and  the  house  of  infamy,  all  bear  witness  to  her  faithfulness 
— and  the  man  who  has  tempted  the  innocent  to  shame,  and  who  has  writhed 
under  her  scorching  reproof,  gives  his  unwilling  testimony  to  the  same  effect. 

In  this  connection  it  is  impossible  to  pass  over  the  services  of  Mr.  Smith 
without  an  acknowledgment.     They  have  been  invaluable. 

The  occupants  of  the  Flome,  since  its  establishment,  have  been  as  follows: 
Eighty-seven  adults,  of  whom  fifty-six  were  fallen  girls,  five  virtaous  girls, 
twelve  soldiers'  widows,  four  women  who  had  been  deserted  by  their  hus- 
bands, ten  who  received  a  night's  lodging.  In  addition  to  these,  three  little 
girls — one  taken  out  of  jail,  one  sent  by  Judge  Scott,  one  found  by  Night 
Police — and  thirteen  babies. 

Twenty  received  passes  and  were  sent  to  friends.  Homes  and  work  were 
procured  for  fifteen;  nine  were  sent  to  Hospital,  two  to  the  Poor  Farm,  one 
to  the  Orphan  Asylum,  and  one  to  the  Insane  Asylum.  Two  left  rather  than 
go  to  the  Hospital ;  seven  ran  away  ;  three  were  dismissed  for  breach  of  rules  ; 
two  were  married,  and  eleven  in  Home  at  present.  (Four  have  since  come 
to  the  Home,  making  the  present  number  of  inmates  fifteen  (15),  of  whom 
but  one  has  a  mother  living.) 

No  comment  is  necessary  to  show  that  the  Home  has  already  effected  good. 
Private  correspondence  adds  confirmation.  A  lady  writes  of  onewhom  she 
has  adopted,  (the  little  girl  who  had  be<m  imprisoned  for  stealing,)  "she  is  a 
treasure,  and  nothing  could  induce  me  to  part  with  her."  One  married  at 
the  Home  writes:  "  How  can  I  ever  thank  you  for  blessings  received  ?"  One, 
who  is  still  an  inmate,  says  to  a  friend ;  "  I  would  not  leave  this  dear  Home 
for  any  earthly  treasure.  I  have  prayed  with  a  fervent  heart  and  feel  that 
God  has  blessed  my  soul."  One,  "  I  thank  God  that  He  put  into  your  hearts 
to  make  a  home  for  the  homeless.  It  has  been  a  blessing  to  me,  being  the 
means  of  bringing  me  to  the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the 
world."  Another:  "  I  cannot  find  language  to  express  my  gratitude,"  An- 
other: "  I  wish  to  return  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  home  that  has  res- 
cued me  from  the  path  of  sin."  And  still  another,  on  going  into  the  world, 
asks  "  an  interest  in  the  prayers  of  those  left  behind." 

In  more  than  one  case  deliverance  from  danger,  if  not  ruin,  has  been  af- 
forded. As  an  example,  a  young  girl  worked  five  months  in  a  boarding  house 
near  the  Union  Depot.  She  sprained  her  wrist,  and  being  useless,  was  dis- 
missed without  a  dollar  of  her  wages.  Turned  into  the  street,  unable  to  work, 
homeless  and  friendless,  night  found  her  in  a  house  which  willingly  opens  its 
doors  to  the  young  and  unsuspecting.  For  a  few  days  she  was  ignorant  of 
the  character  of  the  place.  When  informed  she  left  at  once.  Again  in  the 
streets,  wandering  and  forlorn,  a  kind  Providence  directed  her  to  the  rooms 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  whence  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong 
took  her  to  the  Home.  She  early  sought  a  lawyer,  who  went  with  her  to  the 
guilty  employer.  "  Pay  this  debt  or  I  shall  sue  you,"  said  the  attorney.  The 
money  was  instantly  put  into  the  hands  of  the  gratified  girl,  who  took  the 
first  train  to  her  parents  in  New  York. 

It  is  of  the  first  importance  to  teach  industry  to  the  inmates  of  the  Home. 
Yet  on  account  of  difficulty  in  procuring  work  this  has  been  almost  impossi- 
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ble,     During  the  eleven  months  of  the   existence   of  the   institution    the 
amount  of  work  done  is  as  follows: 

Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  articles ;  of  which  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  were  for  the  Home;  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  for  the  inmates;  and 
ferty-one  for  patrons.  The  value  of  the  work  was  nineteen  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ;  five  dollars  were  paid  to  the  girls. 

Was  the  house  suited  to  the  work  a  laundry  might  be  established  which 
could  not  but  succeed.  Much  money  has  been  spent  for  medicines;  but  we 
are  happy  to  say  that  the  attentions  of  Drs.  New,  Newcomer,  Stevens,  Har- 
vey and  Youart  have  been  gratuitous. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong  has  been  very  attentive,  as,  also,  have  many  other 
ministers.  A  well-selected  Library  was  presented  by  the  Christian  Commis- 
sion, and  the  Bible  Society  made  a  donation  ol  Bibles. 

The  County  Commissioners  have  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  for  the  kind 
gifts  of  furniture,  for  fourteen  beds,  also,  winter's  wood  and  clothing  for  the 
inmates. 

The  press  of  the  city  have  been  very  obliging.  To  the  Indianapolis  Jour- 
nal we  are  particularly  indebted. 

The  Friends  about  Plainfield  and  other  places  have  bountifully  stocked  the 
cellar.  But  with  all  this,  and  with  the  constant  exertion  of  prudence  and 
economy,  the  expenses  have  been  considerable.  From  the  Treasurer's  report 
we  have  as  follows : 

By  expenditure  for  furniture,  groceries,  fuel,  provisions,  light  and  medi- 
cines, as  per  vouchers,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and  sixty-six 
cents. 

By  salary  of  Superintent  of  Home  and  City  Missionary,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-siv  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents.  By  salary  of  Matron,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.  By  rent  of  Home,  four  hundred  dollars.  By  balance  in 
bank,  five  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents. 

The  Institution  is  not  a  Prison,  but  a  Home,  which  it  is  desired  that  the 
inmates  should  love.  On  the  Fourth  of  July,  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas, 
a  bountiful  table  was  spread  for  these  homeless  ones,  and  in  their  midst  we 
may  hope  the  Saviour  sat,  remembering  now  as  when  on  earth,  "  these  least." 

Pains  have  been  taken  to  understand  the  workings  of  establishments  of 
the  kind  in  other  cities.  Some  of  the  Managers  have  traveled  expressly  for 
this  purpose.  But  information  has  been  obtained  chiefly  through  letters  and 
reports.  The  history  of  similar  efforts  in  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Cincinnati,  Phil- 
adelphia, New  York,  Boston,  and  Dedham,  Mass.,  some  of  many  years  con 
tinuance,  give  great  encouragement. 

It  is  impossible  to  close  this  report  without  an  earnest  appeal  to  the  City 
Council  for  assistance.  A  building  ought  to  be  erected  which  would  make 
the  city  jail  unnecessary  for  women,  and  which  would  unite  the  security  of 
a  Prison  with  the  advantages  of  a  reformatory  Home. 

Which  wa3  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  proceedings,  and  the  whole 
matter  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Hospitals. 

Mr.  Brown  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  named  persons  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed Commissioners,  under  section  63  of  the  City  Charter,  viz:  James  C. 
Yohn,  Samuel  M  Seibert,  William  Braden,  James  N.  Russell  and  Thomas 
Schooley. 

The  question  being  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  those  who

VYrhile  the  property 
owner  is  subjected  to  special  assessments  for  improvements  of  streets  front- 
ng  his  lot,  it  does  not  give  him  any  more  right  in  the  street  than  is  possessed 
by  any  other  tax  payer  or  citizen.  Hence,  when  the  use  of  a  street  is  given 
for  the  purpose  of  laying  down  railroad  tracks  therein  the  whole  public  are 
as  much  injured  as  individual  property  owners  of  the  vicinity,  for,  inasmuch 
as  all  are  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  street  all  are  affected  by  its  obstruction. 
If  one  citizen  considers  himself  injured,  he  has  the  remedy,  at  law,  of  a  suit 
of  injunction  until  the  question  of  damages  can  be  determined,  and  the 
Council  has  never  yet  stepped  in  between  parties  to  protect  one  or  the  other 
n  such  cases,  and  it  ought  not  to  set  such  a  precedent  now,  in  the  absence 
of  power  to  do  so.

The  undersigned,  the  Indianapolis,  Cincinnati  and  Lafayette  Railroad  Co., 
respectfully,  but  earneslly,  remonstrate  against  granting  the  prayer  of  peti- 
tioners, asking  that  said  Company  be  compelled  to  remove  her  main  switch  to 
the  yard  and  freight  house  of  said  Company,  now  located  west  of  Virginia 
Avenue  on  Louisiana  street;  and  remonstrant  represents  — 

That  the  removal  of  said  switch  wou'd  involve  great  expense  in  making 
the  change  asked,  and  great  delay  in  the  business  of  the  Company,  and  would 
result  in  greater  damage  to  the  Company  and  her  patrons  than  benefit  to  the 
citizens  of  Indianapolis. 

That  a  change  in  the  location  of  the  Union  track  would  be  necessary  on 
the  north  side  of  Louisiana  street,  extending  across  Virginia  Avenue;  and,

Indianapolis,  Jan.  20,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  close  of  the  year,  and  the  present  almost  total  suspense  of  public 
works  suggests  to  me  the  propriety  of  presenting  to  your  honorable  body, 
and  the  public,  a  comparative  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  expended 
bv  me,  and  the  work  performed  by  me,  under  your  direction,  during  the  year 
1867. 

The  total  amount  of  appropriation  made  to  and  drawn  by  me  from  Janu- 
ary 1st,  until  July  1st,  1867,  is  $7,007.44,  from  this  1  realized,  alter  deducting 
$224.00  for  discount  on  orders  leaving  |the  sum  of  $6,783.44.  Besides  this, 
there  were  $13,541.84  paid  by  the  City  Auditor  from  July  1st  until  December 
31st   1S67,  for  work  done  in  my  department.

This  sum  represents  the  total  amount  of  resources  placed  at  my  disposal 
during  the  year  1867,  and  from  them  all  the  expenses  connected  with  my 
department,  including  the  overseers  of  the  chain-gang,  have  been  paid. 

With  this  amount  of  money  1  have,  during  the  year  1867,  performed  the 
following  work : 

I  have  built  five  entire  new  bridges  across  Pogue's  Run  and  the  Central 
Canal,  two  of  them  with  stone  abutments. 

Also,  two  new  foot  bridges  across  Pogue's  Run. 

1  have,  also,  repaired  four  foot  bridges  across  the  Central  Canal. 

I  built  one  hundred  and  two  wooden  culverts,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  foot  bridges. 

1  opened  and  re-graded  the  gutters  in  two  hundred  and  forty-two  squares. 

Repaired  the  bowldering  in  fifty-two  squares. 

Cleaned  and  scraped  sixty-six  squares  of  bowldered  streets. 

Bowldered  the  crossings,  also,  of  two  gutters  half  asquarelong  each. 

I  filled  up  with  gravel  and  spalts  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  crossings. 

Removed  the  surplus  earth  from  all  the  new  cisterns  that  were  built  dur- 
ing the  year. 

I  repaired  and  deepened  three  ditches;  one  from  Lake  McCarty  to  Bluff

Also,  repaired  two  stone  tumbles. 

Laid  down  one  flag  stone  crossing. 

Built  one  stone  culvert  with  flag-stone  covering. 

Graded  and  graveled  one  crossing  40  by  60  feet. 

Graded  and  graveled  the  Eastern  Market  Square,  and  cleaned  both  Market 
Squares  during  the  year. 

Straightened  Pogue's  Run  at  intersection  of  Winston  street. 

I  cleaned  the  snow  from  all  the  principal  crossings  in  the  city,  and  cut  all 
the  ice  out  of  the  culverts,  where  it  was  needed,  in  the  year  1867. 

Re-floored  two  bridges  over  Pogue's  Run  and  the  Central  Canal. 

Besides  this,  I  hauled  and  deposited  on  the  street  more  than  5,500  yards 
of  gravel  and  spalls  for  filling  up  holes  in  and  repairing  streets. 

Filled  up,  according  to  Council's  orders,  one  private  lot  where  water  had 
become  stagnant  so  as  to  create  a  nuisance  in  the  neighborhood. 

I  am  at  present  engaged  in  grading  and  leveling  the  Governor's  Circle. 

The  list  includes  of  course  only  the  larger  items   of  the   work   performed 
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by  me,  and  set  forth  in  my  monthly  reports.  Innumerable  small  jobs  of  re- 
pairing culverts,  foot  and  other  bridges,  streets,  gutters,  etc.,  which  have 
never  been  reported  by  me,  but  all  such  work  has  been  promptly  attended 
to  by  me  when  brought  to  my  knowledge. 

1  have  purchased  and  paid  for  all  the  materials  as  well  as  for  the  labor  ne- 
cessary in  my  department,  and  no  bills  or  debts  are  outstanding  against  the 
city  contracted  by  my  department. 

I  hope  this  report  of  the  work  actually  performed  by  me,  under  your  direc- 
tion, during  the  last  year,  will  be  sufficient  proof  to  the  public  that  the  mo- 
ney appropriated  for  ray  department  has  been  economically  expended,  and 
that  full  value  therefor  has  been  received  by  the  city.

Eighth  Ward  of  Indianapolis;  that  the  Council  refused  to  allow  him  to  take 
his  seat  because  of  informality  in  certificate  of  election;  that  subsequently, 
to-wit:  on  the  day  of ,  186-  the  Supreme  Court  of  Indiana  de- 
cided that  he  was  entitled  to  his  seat;  that  in  August,  1862,  and  before  such 
decision  was  made,  he  entered  the  army  as  an  officer  of  the  79th  Eegiment 
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Indiana  Volunteers,  and  had  no  opportunity  to  present  himself  to  the  Coun- 
cil to  claim  his  seat  and  compensation.

and  Putnam;  that  over  half  of  said  assets,  in  value,  is  situated  outside  of 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  is  all  taxed  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  at  its  value, 
in  each  county.  Said  Company  has  no  cash  funds  or  surplus,  but  on  the 
contrary  it  owes  a  large  debt,  for  which  a  part  of  its  property  is  mortgaged. 
The  City  Assessor  now  insists  that  under  the  City  Charter  that  the  stock  of 
said  corporation  is  subject  to  taxation,  and  that  the  stockholders  are  bound 
to  list  the  same  for  taxation.  If  such  is  a  proper  construction  of  the  City 
Charter  you  will  see  at  once  that  said  property  is  subject  to  double  taxation, 
which  it  is  believed  was  never  intended  by  the  Legislature,  and  if  so  intend- 
ed is  clearly  unconstitutional.

lewd  or  indecent  manner  with  such  prostitute  in  any  public  place,  street, 
alley,  common  or  field  of  said  city,  or  within  one  mile  of  its  limits;  or  for 
any  person  to  make,  in  public,  any  indecent  exposure  of  his  or  her  person, 
or  to  use  any  obscene  language  or  exhibit  any  obscene  print,  painting  or  rep- 
resentation, or  be  guilty  of  any  other  obscene  conduct;  or  to  bathe  in  the 
day  time  in  the  Canal,  in  White  river,  or  in  Pogue's  Run,  or  at  any  point  in 
said  city  subject  to  the  view  of  citizens  thereof,  or  in  White  river  opposite 
and  near  to  said  city ;  or  for  any  person  to  publicly  exhibit,  in  said  city,  any 
stallion,  or  jack,  or  bull,  or  to  cause  or  suffer  any  such  animal,  publicly,  to 
cover  any  mare,  jenny,  or  cow  therein  ;  or  to  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of 
of  said  city,  or  of  its  inhabitants,  by  making  loud  and  unusual  noises,  by  cry- 
ing the  alarm  of  fire,  or  any  other  alarm,  without  good  cause,  or  by  threat- 
ening any  person,  or  by  challenging  him  to  fight,  or  menacing  him  with  cor- 
poral or  pecuniary  harm ;  or  for  any  person  to,  on  Sunday  and  within  said 
city,  pitch  quoits  or  coins,  play  at  cricket,  base  ball,  bandy,  cat,  town  ball, 
croquet,  or  any  other  public  game  or  amusement ;  or  for  any  person  to  appear 
on  any  street  or  alley,  or  in  any  public  place  of  said  city  in  a  state  of  intoxi- 
cation, and  while  in  such  state  commit  any  disorderly  act  or  any  act 
calculated  to  disturb  the  quiet  and  peace  of  the  city,  or  of  its  inhabitants,  or 
to  endanger  the  safety  of  the  citizens  of  said  city.  Any  person  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  upon  conviction  before  the  City  Judge  shall  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars.

Derty  owners  or  residents,  or  householders  living  adjacent  to  or  in  the  imme- 
iiate  vicinity  of  any  house  suspicioned  of  being  a  house  of  ill-fame  or  pros- 
Station,  that  the  same  is  carried  on  in  a  disorderly,  indecent,  or  unlawful 
nanner,  the  Mayor  of  said  city  may  direct  the  Chief  of  Police  and  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  policemen  to  enter  and  close  the  same,  and  arrest  and  bring 
he  person  keeping  such  house  before  the  City  Judge  for  trial;  and  in  case 
>uch  house  is  so  closed  and  is  again  opened  and  kept  as  a  house  of  ill-fame 
Dr  prostitution,  or  gambling  house,  the  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  each  such  subsequent  conviction 
oefore  the  City  Judge,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dol- 
ars.

tain  the  difficulty.  The  difficulty  I  find  to  consist  in  this — that  the  contract- 
or filed  his  affidavit  and  obtained  a  precept  without  having  given  Joseph  due 
notice.  This,  I  think,  vitiates  the  precept.  The  issuing  of  a  precept  is, 
strictly  analogous  to  an  action  at  law,  and  in  an  action  a  judgment  rendered 
without  legal  notice  is  utterly  void,  because  the  Court  has  no  jurisdiction. 
I  think  the  same  rule  should  be  applied  to  this  case,  and  the  Treasurer  di- 
rected to  suspend  proceedings  on  the  precept.

Thirty-five  (35)  cast  iron  signal  boxes,  with  combination  locks,  five  keys  to 
each  lock,  containing  a  magnetic  call-bell  and  telegraphic  key  for  the  pur- 
pose of  designating  the  location  of  a  fire. 


FOR    THE    ENGINE    HOUSE    GONGS. 


Four  (4)  Engine  House  Gongs,  not  less  than  nine  inches  in  diameter,  with 
a  telegraph  key  to  each ;  also,  one  of  smaller  size,  to  be  located  in  the  dwell- 
ing of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department;  also,  a  similar  one  in  the 
signal  or  watch  tower. 


A  sufficient  quantity,  not  to  exceed  fifteen  (15)  miles,  of  annealed  and 
spliced  galvanized  iron  wire  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the  signal  boxes 
and  Engine  House  gongs  on  a  single  circuit;  said  wire  to  be  well  secured  by 
proper  insulators,  to  strong  iron  supports,  on  the  highest  houses  obtainable 
near  the  line  of  circuit,  or  on  poles,  where  suitable  buildings  cannot  be  had.

The  question  being,  shall  the  ordinance  pass  ?  those  who  voted  in 
the   affirmative   were    Councilmen   Brown,    Coburn,    Davis,    Foster, 
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Geisel,  Goddard,  Henschen,  Jameson,  Kappes,  Loomis,  MacArthur, 
Schmidt,  Seidensticker  and  Woodburn — 14. 

Councilman  Cottrell  voting  in  the  negative. 

So  the  ordinance  passed. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  McArthur,  the  election  of  Gas  Inspector  was 
made  the  special  order  for  Monday  evening,  February  24th,  1868. 

Mr.  Brown  ealled  up  the  pending  amendments  to  the  ordinance 
protecting  public  morality,  decency  and  order. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  amendments,  the  ayes 
and  noes  were  called. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cot- 
trell, Davis,  Foster,  Geisel,  Goddard,  Henschen,  Kappes,  Loomis  and 
MacArthur— 10. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  Jame- 
son, Schmidt,  Seidensticker  and  Woodburn — 5. 

So  the  amendments  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Seidensticker  moved  to  refer  the  ordinance  and  amendments  to 
the  City  Attorney. 

The  ayes  and  noes  being  called  on  the  reference,  those  who  voted 
in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Coburn,  Jameson,  Schmidt,  Sei 
densticker  and  Woodburn — 5. 

Those  who  voted  in  the  negative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Cottrell, 
Davis,  Foster,  Geisel,  Goddard  Henschen,  Kappes,  Loomis  and  Mac- 
Arthur— 10. 

So  the  motion  to  refer  was  not  adopted. 

Mr.  Davis  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended,  and  that  the  report 
from  the  Fire  Committee  be  taken  up. 

The  question  being  on  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  those  who  voted 
in  the  affirmative  were  Councilmen  Brown,  Coburn,  Cottrell,  Davis, 
Foster,  Geisel,  Goddard,  Henschen,  Jameson,  Kappes,  MacArthur, 
Schmidt,  Seidensticker  and  Woodburn — 14. 

Councilman  Loomis  voting  in  the  negative. 

So  the  rules  were  suspended. 
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Mr.  Coburn,  from  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department  and  Select 
Committee,  made  the  following  report: 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  17,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  Committee  on  Fire  Department  and  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph "would  report,  that  after  examining  the  American  Telegraph  Compa- 
ny's alarm,  exhibited  to  them  in  this  city,  they  visited  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to 
examine  the  working  and  success  of  their  system  of  Alarm  Telegraph.  In 
Cleveland  they  have  what  is  known  as  the  Cushman.  Your  Committee  went 
to  Cleveland,  having  doubts  as  to  the  success  of  their  system,  as  it  was  rep- 
resented that  no  reliability  could  be  placed  in  its  working.  The  alarm  is 
given  by  manipulating  a  key,  and  any  person  can  learn  in  two  minutes  to 
give  the  correct  alarm.  We  found  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer  and  the  Fire 
Department  enthusiastic  in  its  praise;  but  not  satisfied  with  this,  we  took 
especial  pains  to  inquire  of  a  number  of  prominent  citizens  of  its  workings, 
and  found  all  spoke  favorably  of  its  success  and  reliability.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that,  for  our  city,  it  is  as  good  as  the  Automatic  system  of  the  Ameri- 
can Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company,  and  costing  five  thousand  dollars  less. 
And  in  case  any  more  boxes  are  wanted  by  the  city  or  private  individuals, 
they  can  be  obtained  at  forty  dollars,  while  the  Automatic  boxes  cost  two 
hundred  and  fifty. 

We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  accompanying  proposition  of 
Shawk  &  Franz,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  to  build  their  Alarm  Telegraph  for  the 
city — putting  in  thirty-five  alarm  boxes  and  fifteen  miles  of  wire,  for  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars — be  accepted ;  one  half  to  be  paid  on 
the  completion  and  working  of  the  same,  and  the  balance  in  sixty  days  after 
it  has  been  tested  and  found  to  give  satisfaction. 

For  the  following  reasons  we  would  ask  that  your  Committee  be  instructed 
to  contract  with  Messrs.  Shawk  &  Franz  to  erect  their  alarm  telegraph  for 
the  city: 

First.  As  a  matter  of  economy,  by  doing  away  with  the  Central  Watch 
and  Alarm  Tower,  which  now  costs  us  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  we  will 
be  able  to  pay  for  the  telegraph,  and  keep  it  in  repair  and  working  order,  in 
three  years  from  the  time  of  its  adoption. 

Second.  The  city  can  be  districted  and  a  part  only  of  the  department  be 
run  to  every  fire;  the  balance  of  the  department  can  be  called  to  the  fire  by 
the  Chief,  if  required,  thus  saving  the  wear  and  tear  on  machinery  and 
horses,  and  the  consumption  of  a  large  amount  of  fuel,  where  the  whole  de- 
partment is  required  to  turn  out  to  every  alarm,  as  at  present. 

Third.  The  almost  instantaneous  communication  to  all  the  engine  houses 
of  the  exact  locality  of  the  fire,  thus  enabling  them  to  reach  the  fire  before 
it  communicates  to  adjoining  property. 

Fourth.  The  additional  protection  that  outside  property  (that  is,  property 
remote  from  the  present  watch-tower  and  engine  houses)  will  have  by  hav- 
ing alarm  boxes  placed  all  over  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city. 

Fifth.  The  additional  protection  that  large  manufacturing  establishments, 
depots,  &c,  can  receive,  if  they  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  it,  as  we  are  to 
have  a  guarantee  that  all  boxes  are  to  be  only  forty  dollars  to  private  parties. 

Sixth.  Rendering  the  present  department  more  efficient  and  prompt,  thus, 
for  a  time,  obviating  the  necessity  of  the  purchase  of  any  more  engines,  hose 
reels,  &c. 

The  proposition  of  Gamewell  &  Co.,  through  Mr.  Elliott,  their  agent,  to 
erect  the  Cleveland  system  of  alarms,  we  regard  as  not  made  in  good  faith, 
as  Shawk  &  Franz  have  their  alarm  covered  by  patent,  as  your  Committee 
have  ample  proof. 

All  of  which  is  respectfullv  submitted.

sician.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — I  have  examined  the  questions  presented  by  the  petition  of 
the  Indianapolis  Rolling  Mill  Company,  and  respectfully  report: 

The  question  has  occasioned  me  much  perplexity,  and  I  submit  the  con- 
clusion at  which  I  have  arrived  with  hesitation.  The  statute  is  an  obscure 
and  confused  one,  and  the  construction  very  difficult.  I  have  given  the  mat- 
ter careful  consideration  and  much  investigation,  and  think  that  the  con- 
struction I  have  given  the  statute  will  best  promote  the  interests  of  the  city 
and  occasion  tax-payers  no  injustice.  I  had  prepared  a  lengthy  opinion,  but 
upon  reflection  deem  it  unnecessary  to  encumber  the  records  with  it. 

As  against  corporations  and  joint  stock  companies  taxes  should  be  assessed 
as  follows : 

1st.  Corporations,  whose  principal  property  is  real  estate,  and  whose  busi 
ness  is  based  thereon,  should  be  taxed  on  their  real  and  personal  property, 
and  not  on  stock  held  by  individual  stockholders.  Such  corporations  as  man- 
ufacturing, mechanical  and  mercantile  will  fall  within  this  class. 

2d.  Where  the  corporation  is  of  the  class  to  which  Insurance  Companies, 
Banks  and  Associations  of  that  general  character  belong,  the  tax  should  be 
assessed  upon  the  stock  and  against  the  individual  shareholder.  Railroad 
Companies  are  nob  included,  as  there  is  a  special  provision  respecting  them 
upon  which  I  have  heretofore  reported.

The  data  for  the  results 
given  below  are  taken  from  the  receipts  of  the  Gas  Company,  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Auditor,  and  from  the  time  tables  for  lighting  and  extinguishing 
the  public  lamps. 

It  was  impossible  for  me  to  estimate  for  the  month  of  January,  1868,  from 
not  having  the  time  table  for  that  month.

You  will  recognize  from  the  above  table  that  there  is  considerable  varia- 
tion in  the  average  consumption  per  post,  and  these  discrepances  may  be  a 
proper  matter  for  further  investigation.  I  may  also  add  that  the  time  table 
for  1867  allowed  eight  hours  for  cloudy  nights,  while  that  for  1868,  under 
which  the  lamps  were  lighted  for  February,  allows  only  four  hours.  This 
difference  of  four  hours  if  taken  into  the  calculation,  would  render  the  aver- 
age number  of  cubic  feet  of  gas  consumed  per  post  in  February  even  greater 
than  herein  shown.

Indianapolis,  March  2,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  that  the  tax  levied  against 
him  by  the  City  Assessor,  is  both  illegal  and  unjust.  That  he  does  not  live 
in  the  city,  and  that  he  has  no  taxable  property  within  the  city  limits,  and 
did  not  have  on  the  1st  of  January,  1867.  That  he  can  not  understand  how 
he  can  be  taxed  to  support  a  government  he  does  not  live  under,  and  from 
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which  he  derives  no  protection.  It  would  be  a  revival  of  the  old  exploded 
arbitrary  principle  of  "taxation  without  representation." 

It  was  suggested  to  me  that  the  tax  was  levied  against  my  •'Bank."  I 
would  respectfully  state  that  in  September,  1866,  I  did  intend  starting  a 
Banking  House  in  this  city,  and  for  this  purpose  rented  a  room,  paid  for 
State  and  Federal  licenses,  bought  bank  books,  put  up  a  sign,  etc.,  etc.,  but 
the  next  month  before  I  procured  a  safe  and  collected  my  funds  into  it.  I 
abandoned  that  idea  and  engaged  in  other  business,  for  the  reason  that  the 
friend  on  whom  I  relied  to  cashier  the  bank  declined  do  so  on  account  of 
the  supposition  that  the  confinement  would  injure  his  health.  So  that  if  I 
am  taxed  on  that  account,  it  is  simply  a  tax  on  a  man's  intentions. 

I  have  not  been  officially  advised  upon  what  ground  I  have  been  taxed. 
Some  have  suggested  that  I  was  taxed  on  the  loan  which  I  made  the  city. 
If  such  is  the  case,  I  am  certain. such  an  instance  never  was  heard  of  before. 
Others  suggest  that  I  am  taxed  because  I  come  to  the  city  to  trade  and  trans- 
act business.  If  I  am  taxed  on  this  account,  why  is  not  every  body  else  in 
the  surrounding  country  who  come  here  to  trade  and  do  business,  also  taxed  ? 
It  is  well  known  that  if  such  a  practice  should  prevail,  the  inevitable  result 
would  be  to  drive  the  people  with  their  trade  and  business  to  other  points. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  ask  that  said  tax  be  erased  from  the  tax  du- 
plicate as  both  illegal  and  unjust.  W.  R.  NOFSINGER.

1st.  The  grounds  to  be  given  shall  be  called  "Fletcher  Park,"  as  a  me- 
morial of  the  late  Calvin  Fletcher,  Sr.,  in  whose  name  the  donation  is  made. 

2d.  The  Park  is  to  be  held  perpetually  as  a  place  of  resort  and  recrea- 
tion, being,  as  such,  under  the  proper  police  control  of  the  city,  accessible  to 
the  public  generally,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Indianapolis  specially  without  re- 
striction on  any  acount  except  immorality. 

3d.  The  city  shall  appropriate,  for  improving  the  grounds  of  the  Park, 
not  less  than  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  annually,  for  ten  consecutive 
years,  beginning  with  the  year  1868. 

4th.  The  improvement  and  care,  both  special  and  general,  of  the  Park, 
shall  be  under  the  entire  charge  of  three  Trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
apply  to  such  improvement  and  care,  the  annual  appropriations  made  by  the 
city  for  that  purpose.  Said  Trustees  are  to  serve  without  compensation,  and 
they  are  to  render  to  the  city  each  year  a  just  and  correct  account  of  the 
disposal  they  have  made  of  said  appropriations.  The  term  of  office  of  said 
Trustees  shall  be  nine  (9)  years;  but,  in  order  that  the  official  term  of  one

Ax  Ordinance  accepting  a  donation  of  ground  by  the  heirs  of  Calvin  Fletch- 
er, Sr.,  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  Park,  and  prescribing  the  conditions 
and  regulations  of  its  acceptance  and  keeping. 

Whereas,  Elijah  T.  Flether,  Stoughton  A.  Fletcher,  Jr.,  Ingram  Fletcher, 
Stephen  K.  Fletcher,  and  Albert  E.  Fletcher  are  willing,  upon  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  the  body  of  this  ordinance,  to  convey  by  deed 
of  gift  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  perpetual  use  and  enjoyment  as  a 
public  park,  thirty  acres  of  land,  or  thereabout,  commencing  at  the  junc- 
tion of  the  Pendleton  gravel  road  and  the  Pogue  Creek  gravel  road,  in

The  improvement,  embellishment  and  supervision  of  said  park 
or  grounds,  subject  only  to  the  exercise  by  said  city  of  strictly  police  author- 
ity over  the  same,  shall  be  committed  to  and  be  forever  under  the  charge  of 
a  Board  of  three  Trustees,  to  be  elected  by  the  Common  Council,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  expend,  according  to  the  discretion  of  a  majority  of  them,  the 
appropriations  for  said  grounds  in  this  ordinance  made,  or  which  may1  here- 
after be  made,  in  the  improvement,  embellishment  and  preservation  of  said 
grounds.  On  the  death,  or  resignation,  removal  from  the  city,  or  permanent 
disability  of  one  or  more  of  said  Trustees  the  Common  Council  shall,. with- 
out inconvenient  delay,  appoint  a  successor  or  successors,  so  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  may  be  kept  full  as  constantly  as  possible.  A  Trustee  chosen  to 
fill  a  vacancy  shall  serve  to  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  Trustee  whose  vacan- 
cy he  shall  have  been  appointed  to  fill.

At  the  same  meeting  of  the  Council  I  was,  by  motion,  granted  permission 
to  visit  Cincinnati,  Columbus,  Cleveland,  and  other  cities,  if  by  me  deemed 
advisable,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  myself  for  the  discharge  of  the  du- 
ties required  by  the  ordinance  creating  the  office  of  City  Gas  Inspector.

I  would, 
therefore,  ask  you  to  empower  me  to  select  a  proper  room  for  my  office,  and 
to  have  it  placed  in  order  for  labor  expected  of  me. 

As  all  the  apparatus  heretofore  named  should  be  ordered  at  the  same  time, 
1  would  also  respectfully  ask  you  to  immediately  provide,  in  the  usual  man- 
ner for  an  appropriation  of  $800.00,  the  same  to  be  expended  for  apparatus 
and  for  placing  the  same  in  proper  condition  for  use.

REPORTS   FROM   CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  March  23,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

G-entlemen : — In  respect  to  the  resolution  regarding  Stevens  street,  I  sub- 
mit the  following : 

A  case  was  recently  tried  in  the  Circuit  Court  in  whioh  the  following  facts 
concerning  Stevens  street  were  developed  : 

That  Mrs.  Gilmore  bought  the  lot  at  the  intersection  of  Stevens  street  and 
placed  the  fence  on  what  the  late  James  Wood  considered  the  line  of  Ste- 
vens street.  That  O'Conner  &  Dorsey,  in  improving  said  street,  treated  this 
as  the  line  of  Stevens  street;  that  Gilmore  made  no  objection  but  gave  at 
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least  tacit  consent.  After  the  street  had  been  graded  and  graveled,  Mrs.  Gil- 
more  discovered  that  her  lot  was  encroached  upon  five  or  six  feet  by  Stevens 
street.  The  then  Civil  Engineer,  Joshua  R.  Staples,  Jr.,  so  reported  to  your 
honorable  body.     Messrs.  Hosbrook  and  Brown  Civil  Engineers  concur. 

After  Mrs.  Gilmore  had  run  her  fence  upon  the  line  of  what  was  consid- 
ered Stevens  street,  property  owners,  guided  by  that,  built  large  brick  build- 
ings directly  opposite  and  immediately  on  the  line  of  the  street. 

Mrs.  Gilmore  obtained  an  injunction  enjoining  the  contractors  from  col- 
lecting the  assessment  for  the  improvement  and  was  successful  in  her  suit. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  Mrs.  Gilmore  placed  her  fence  too  far 
north,  but  the  question  is,  "  Is  she  not  estopped  from  fixing  a  different  line, 
having  once  established  it  and  suffered  innocent  persons  to  acquire  rights, 
Avhich,  if  the  old  line  is  removed,  are  destroyed."  Judge  Major  (who  repre- 
sented 0' Conner  &  Dorsey)  is  of  the  opinion  that  she  is  so  estopped,  and  in 
that  I  concur. 

The  case  will  go  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  nothing  can  be  done  until  a 
final  decision  is  had. 

The  question  is  one  of  much  importance,  because  Mr.  Jasper  and  others 
have  erected  brick  houses  on  what  was  shown  to  be  the  line  of  Stevens  street 
by  Mrs.  Gilmore's  fence,  and  either  they  or  the  City  may  become  heavy  suf- 
ferers.

Gentlemen: — In  obediense  to  your  instructions  I  have  examined  the  ques- 
tions arising  upon  the  ordinance  proposing  to  donate  $60,000  to  the  Indian- 
apolis and  Vincennes  Railroad  Company,  and  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing opinion  : 

Assuming  the  consideration  to  be  that  stated  in  the  resolutions  of  Mr. 
jCoburn,  and  that  it  has  failed  as  declared,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  pow- 
jer  of  the  Council  to  annul  the  ordinance.  Under  this  view  the  questions 
would  be  mixed  ones  of  law  and  fact.  It  would  be  a  question  of  fact  wheth- 
er the  consideration  was  that  stated  by  the  resolution,  and  had  failed  as  the 
resolutions  declare. 

There  are,  I  think,  other  reasons  why  the  city  may  defeat  the  claim  of  the 
Railroad  Company  to  these  bonds. 

The  proposal  to  issue  these  bonds  is  simply  a  proposition  to  donate  $60,000 
to  the  Company.  There  is  no  rule  of  law  better  settled  than  that  a  proposi- 
tion to  make  a  gift  cannot  be  enforced.  But  if  I  am  wrong  in  this,  and  the 
ordinance  is  to  be  regarded  as  a  contract,  there  is  no  consideration  to  support 
it,  and  it  is  therefore  invalid.  The  Railroad  Company  were  already  under 
obligations  to  build  their  road,  and  the  proposal  to  issue  bonds  required  no 
additional  duties  and  imposed  no  new  obligations. 

Under  the  Charter  of  1865  the  Council  had  no  power  to  appropriate  money 
:o  Railroad  Companies.  The  Supreme  Court  so  decided  in  the  case  of  The 
Uity  of  Lafayette  v.  Cox,  5  Ind.  38,  and  this  case  is  approved  in  the  later 
jases  of  City  of  Aurora  v.  West,  9  Ind.  74.  Same  v.  Same,  22  Ind.  88.  The 
ict  of  1867  confers  this  power  but  does  not,  I  think,  make  valid  the  ordi- 
lance  enacted  under  the  act  of  1865.     The  ordinance  is  therefore  void. 

The  act  of  1867  confers  power  to  make  donations  to  railroad  companies^ 
)ut  requires  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  resident  freeholders.  The  Legis- 
ature  has  plenary  power  over  municipal  corporations,  and  can  amend,  alter, 
ind  repeal  the  incorporating  acts  at  pleasure.  The  act  of  1867  expressly  re- 
>eals  that  of  1865,  and  requires  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  resident  free- 
lolders  instead  of  a  petition  of  three-fourths  of  the  resident  tax  payers.  The 
ater  law  of  course  controls  and  sweeps  away  all  rights  acquired  under  for- 
ner  acts.  So  far  as  the  record  discloses  there  is  no  such  petition  in  this 
ase,  and  the  proceedings  under  the  act  of  1865  are,  by  the  act  of  1867, 
ade  of  no  effect.  Upon  this  last  point  one  of  our  most  eminent  lawyers, 
on.  James  Morrison,  hiss  given  an  able  and  elaborate  opinion,  and  kindly 
vored  me  with  the  benefit  of  an  examination  of  it,  and  the  conclusion  that 
arrives  at  is  the  same  as  that  contained  in  this  opinion, 
^f  the  Council  desire  to  set  aside  the  proceedings  proposing  the  donation 
f  i£60,000  to  the  Indianapolis  and  Vincennes  Railroad  Company  an  ordi- 
an\e  should  be  introduced  repealing  so  much  of  the  ordinance  of  May  21, 
66,\as  refers  to  that  Company.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  have  any  swine  boar,  sow  or  barrow  running  at  large  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  on  conviction  before  the  City  Judge,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  Any  swine,  boar,  sow  or  barrow,  running  at  large  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  in  violation  of  the  above  section,  may  be  taken 
up  and  impounded  by  the  Marshal  or  any  Police  Officer  of  said  city,  of  which 
impounding  the  Marshal  or  officer  shall  give  immediate  notice,  in  writing, 
posted  at  each  Market  House  and  the  City  Judge's  office,  describing  said 
swine,  boar,  sow  or  barrow;  and  if  the  owner  of  said  impounded  animal  is 
unknown  or  fails  to  claim  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  no- 
tice has  been  posted,  the  Marshal  or  officer  shall  sell  the  same  to  the  highest 
bidder,  and  the  Marshal  or  Police  Officer  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents  for  each  animal  impounded  by  him,  and  an  additional  fee  of  twen- 
ty-five cents  for  each  animal  sold  by  him  in  accordance  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  the  overplus  of  such  sale  over  such  expenses  shall  be 
paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who,  upon  proof,  shall  return  the  same  to  the 
owner,  but  otherwise,  shall  return  it  into  the  City  Treasury. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
to  erect,  build,  maintain,  or  use  any  pig  stye  or  stable  for  the  keeping  of  any 
swine,  boar,  sow  or  barrow,  at  a  less  distance  than  thirty  feet  from  any  dwel- 
ling house  on  the  same  or  any  adjoining  lot,  or  to  keep  such  stye  or  stable  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  create  or  cause  offensive  or  noxious  smell  or  odor ;  and 
any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  "a  public  nuisance,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  City  Judge,  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars.

The  City  Gas  Inspector  made  the  following  report : 

Indianapolis,  April  6,  1868. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — On  Thursday,  the  2d  instant,  I  assisted,  as  required  by  your 
ordinance,  in  taking  the  statements  of  the  four  meters  attached  to  the  street 
lamps,  and  now  report  to  you  the  amount  of  gas  consumed  in  lighting  the 
city,  as  from  them  estimated : 

Meter  lamp  on  South  Pennsylvania  street,  625  cubic  feet.  Meter  lamp  on 
North  Pennsylvania  street,  600  cubic  feet.  Meter  lamp  on  East  Washington 
street,  575  cubic  feet.     Total  for  the  three  lamps,  1,800  cubic  feet. 

Multiplying  the  average  of  these  three  lamps,  600  cubic  feet,  by  743  lamps, 
the  number  extinguished  at  twelve  o'clock,  and  we  have  an  aggregate  con- 
sumption of  445,800  cubic  feet  of  gas.  The  meter  lamp  on  West  Washington 
street  burned  1,050  feet,  which,  multiplied  by  102  lamps,  gives  an  aggregate 
consumption  of  107,100  cubic  feet. 

The  full  Time  Table  for  the  month  of  March  was  179  hours;  the  lamps 
extinguished  at  midnight  burned  93£  hours. 

Burners,  tested  to  consume  an  average  of  four  feet  per  hour,  under  a  pres- 
sure of  !5-10ths,  were  used  during  the  entire  month  on  the  102  lamps  burned 
according  to  full  Time  Table. 

The  following  summary  presents  a  portion  of  the  items  of  the  bill  the  Gas 
Light  and  Coke  Company  will  expect  me  to  certify  to,  and  I  ask  your  honor- 
able body  to  consider  the  same,  giving  orders  to  me,  your  officer,  as  shall 
seem  to  you  just:

1  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  at  considerable  expense,  you 
procured  and  had  tested,  burners  for  102  lamps,  with  the  hope  and  positive 
intention  of  restricting  the  consumption  of  gas  by  said  lamps  to  four  cubic 
feet  per  hour,  and  yet  the  experience  of  the  past  month  demonstrates  that 
they  can  be  made  to  burn  50  per  cent,  more  gas  than  you  had  decided  upon, 
or  fully  1.87  cubic  feet  per  hour  more  than  is  necessary  to  well  and  satisfac- 
torily light  our  streets. 

The  explanation  of  this  excess  of  1.87  cubic  feet  must  resolve  itself  down 
to  these  propositions : 

1.  A  greater  average  pressure  over  the  city  than  15.10ths. 

2.  An  undue  local  pressure  at  the  meter-lamp,  caused  by  elevation,  reduc- 
tion of  main,  or  other  causes. 

3.  Inaccuracy  of  meter  attached  to  post. 

4.  Tampering  with  lamp,  by  allowing  gas  to  flow  through  when  not  lighted. 

The  Charter  of  the  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  requires  them  to  meas- 
ure their  gas  to  the  city.  If  the  statements  of  some  of  the  Company's  em- 
ployes can  be  relied  upon,  it  proposes  to  adhere  to  measurement  by  meter. 
The  inaccuracy  and  injustice  of  that  method  of  measurement,  or  rather  of 
estimating  the  gas  consumed,  is  clearly  and  simply  shown  by  the  bill  of  the 
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102,  full  time,  four  feet  burner  lamps  for  the  past  month.  In  my  judgment, 
even  if  meter  lamps  were  largely  increased,  (which  the  Company  would,  no 
doubt,  willingly  do,  and  as  willingly  claim  from  the  city,  under  its  charter,  "  the 
actual  expense  of  setting  each  meter"  used  for  this  purpose,)  there  would 
continue  to  be  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  your  honorable  body,  and  an 
unpleasant  monthly  contest  for  your  Gas  Inspector. 

1  do  not  believe  that  the  gas  can  be  so  justly  measured  to  the  city  by  this 
system  of  meter  lamps  as  by  burners  tested  under  a  pressure  more  nearly 
the  average,  and  consequently  greater  than  15-10ths.  The  Washington  street 
lamps  this  month  indicate  a  pressure  of  fully  22-1  Oths.  If  that,  or  less,  is  the 
proposed  extreme,  let  burners  be  so  adjusted,  and  placed  on  the  street  lamps, 
and  let  the  Gas  Company  thus  measure  gas  to  the  city  by  the  post,  and  not 
be  allowed  to  do  so  by  meters  attached  to  one  lamp  in  two  hundred,  or  one 
in  twenty-five  even.  This  burner  method  is  just,  and  works  no  wrong  to  the 
Gas  Company ;  the  meter  plan  is  cause  for  suspicion  and  dispute. 

I  now  close  this  communication,  with  the  request  that  you,  this  evening, 
decide  as  to  the  propriety  of  my  certifying  such  an  account  as  the  facts  above 
set  forth  indicate.

Indianapolis,  April  13,  1868. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — Two  weeks  ago  this  meeting  night,  the  undersigned  present- 
ed to  your  honorable  board  a  petition  for  the  exclusive  right  to  use  the  pub- 
lic lamp-posts  of  your  city  for  advertising  purposes  for  the  period  of  five 
years,  with  the  privilege  of  seventeen  years.  Said  petition  was  read  in  open 
Council,  and,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  three. 

In  the  mean  time  the  majority  of  said  committee  was  conferred  with  per- 
sonally by  your  petitioner,  and  the  object  and  process  of  the  advertising  en- 
terprise was  particularly  explained,  and  that,  too,  with  every  apparent  satis- 
faction to  said  committee,  inasmuch  as  they  expressed  a  decided  approbation 
of  the  enterprise,  and  seemed  to  manifest  a  perfect  willingness  to  report  in 
favor  of  granting  the  prayer  of  the  petition.  But,  on  last  meeting  night, 
when  your  committee  rendered  their  report,  they  recommended  that  the 
privilege  of  using  the  city  lamp-posts  for  advertising  purposes  be  granted  to» 
the  petitioner  for  the  term  of  one  year  only,  which  is  most  assuredly  a  period 
of  time  too  brief  to  test  the  utility  and  success  of  our  enterprise,  discourages 
all  prospects  to  negotiations  and  places  your  petitioner  in  a  very  embarrass- 
ing position. 

Now  the  design  of  this  communication  is  to  explain  to  your  honorable 
board,  in  a  plain,  simple  and  definite  manner,  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
enterprise  under  consideration. 

Your  petitioner  has  a  patent  on  his  novel  system  of  lamp-post  advertising, 
granted  in  October  last  by  the  Patent  Office  of  the  United  States,  and  in 
order  to  derive  any  advantage  to  himself  from  his  patent,  or  be  able  to  ren- 
der it  of  any  benefit  or  of  practical  utility  to  others,  it  is  necessary,  in  the 
first  place,  to  obtain  and  secure  the  right  and  privilege  from  municipal  au- 
thority to  use  for  his  purpose  the  lamp-posts  in  all  places  and  cities  where  he 
desires  to  operate.  That  object  being  accomplished,  he  then  designs  to  dis- 
pose of  his  interest  in  said  patent  in  certain  cities,  for  a  satisfactory  consider- 
ation, to  such  party  or  parties  as  may  wish  to  negotiate  for  the  same. 

But,  in  order  to  give  sufficient  encouragement  to  parties  to  invest  in  our 
enterprise,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for  us  to  have  and  hold  entire  control 
over  the  right  to  use  the  lamp-posts  in  all  cities  where  we  wish  to  introduce 
our  business,  and  that,  too,  for  a  length  of  time  approximating  near  to  one- 
half  at  least,  or  for  the  whole  lifetime  of  our  patent;  especially  from  this 
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fact,  that  in  order  to  introduce  and  prosecute  our  business  successfully  in 
any  city,  however  large  or  small,  much  time  is  necessary  to  prepare,  and 
heavy  expenditure  of  money  is  required  to  put  our  business  in  operation,  of 
which  every  city  we  operate  in  receives  a  liberal  share. 

Therefore,  while  we  most  cheerfully  express  our  grateful  acknowledgments 
to  your  honorable  board,  and  to  your  special  committee  of  reference  for  their 
manifest  approbation  and  a  due  consideration  of  our  cause,  we  humbly  pray 
that  you  will,  this  evening,  reconsider  the  vote  taken  at  last  meeting  on  the 
report  of  your  committee,  recommending  the  granting  of  the  right  to  use  the 
lamp-posts  of  your  city  to  J.  Sonnedecker  for  advertising  purposes  for  the 
period  of  one  year  only,  and  that  you  will  extend  the  right  and  privilege  for  the 
length  of  time  at  least  asked  for  in  our  petition— five  years — which  has  been 
done  by  all  other  cities  applied  to  with  one  single  exception. 

As  the  case  now  stands,  the  time  already  granted  is  entirely  too  short  to 
justify  an  effort  to  put  our  enterprise  into  operation  in  this  city,  and  too  short 
to  induce  parties  to  invest  in  the  same,  and  thereby  deprives  the  city  of  a 
liberal  revenue  that  would  necessarily  accrue  therefrom. 
All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

The  four-foot  tested  burners  not  having  been  attached  to  the  Washington 
street  lamps  until  late  in  the  month  of  February,  and  we  not  knowing  the 
exact  date  at  which  they  were  attached,  we  do  not  now  take  them  into  ac- 
count, reserving  the  right  hereafter,  and  before  payment  of  bill  for  that 
month,  to  insist  upon  the  four-feet  per  hour  per  foot  consumption,  if  the  num- 
ber of  hours  were  of  sufficient  important  aggregate  to  make  such  a  course 
expedient. 

For  that  month,  however,  we  do  claim,  that  the  Gas  Company  must  show, 
beyond  dispute,  that  the  burner  cock  of  the  meter  lamp  on  South  Pennsyl- 


i  ;  }  Board. 
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vania  street  was  not  turned  on  the  evening  for  which  they  claim  the  meter 
thereto  attached  would  have  recorded  30  feet.  They  must,  also,  as  indispu- 
tably prove  their  claim  of  50  feet  for  the  West  Washington  street  meter 
lamp  by  showing  that  it  was  not  lighted  on  two  nights.  This  bill  was  improp- 
erly certified  to  by  the  Gas  Inspector. 

We  report  against  allowing  more  than  four  feet  an  hour  per  post,  during 
the  month  of  March,  for  the  102  lamps  upon  which  four  feet  burners,  tested 
by  the  Gas  Company  itself,  at  what  its  agent  claimed  was  the  average  pres- 
sure (15-10ths).

Adding  cubic  feet  deductions  together,  and  ,we  have  13,660  cubic  feet  in 
February,  and  34,068  in  March,  for  which  the  Government  tax  of  20  cents 
per  1,000  feet  should,  also,  be  deducted,  making  the  further  sum  of  $2.73 
.and  $6.81. 

Consequently,  the  sums  to  be  deducted  from  the  February  bill  are  $33.26, 
$7.72,  $2.73;  total,  $43.71. 

From  the  March  bill,  we  have  shown  it  is  proper  to  deduct  the  sums  of 
$102.20  and  $6.81 ;  total,  $109.01. 

The  Gas  Company's  charter  reserves  to  the  City  (Council  the  control  of  the 
quantity  of  gas  used  by  the  city.  This  power  includes  within  itself  the  con- 
trol of  the  system  of  measurement.  The  present  plan  of  measurement  by 
meters  is  no  just  system — the  gas  consumed  by  the  street  lamps  is  not  meas- 
ured, it  is  only  estimated-;  and,  at  present,  by  only  one  meter  to  upwards  of 
two  hundred  lamps.  We,  therefore,  agree  with  the  Gas  Inspector  in  his  rea- 
soning on  this  subject.  And  inasmuch  as  the  City  Council  has  the  power  to 
dictate  how  the  gas  used  for  the  public  benefit  shall  be  measured  out,  we 
would  recommend  that  the  Council  insist  upon  the  only  fair  and  true  sys- 
tem— by  burners  adjusted  to  consume  no  more  or  less  than  four  feet  per  hour 
at  the  average  pressure,  and  payment  of  bills  accordingly,  doing  away,  en- 
tirely, with  meters. 

After  due  consideration,  we  also  recommend  the  immediate  purchase  of 
the  so-called  "  Young  America"  burners,  fish-tail  pattern,  for  all  the  street 
lamps,  so  that  a  thorough  change  can  be  made  by  the  first  of  May  at  the 
farthest.

The  Gas  Company,  in  reply,  submit  the  following  proposition  as  a  basis 
upon  which  a  contract,  as  contemplated,  can  probably  be  made,  the  Council 
concurring: 

The  time  table  adopted  not  to  be  for  a  less  time  than  2,000  hours  per  lamp 
per  annum.     The  Council  reserving  the  right  to  arrange  the  time  table. 

In  case  the  lamps  at  any  time  are  lighted  by  order  of  the  city,  increasing 
the  hours  of  burning  over  2,000  hours  per  post  per  annum,  any  excess  of  gas 
consumed  by  reason  of  such  order,  the  city  to  pay  for  the  same  pro  rata,  and 
to  be  received  in  bills,  for  the  month  in  which  it  is  consumed. 

The  number  of  lamps  to  be  supplied  with  gas,  lighted  and  extinguished 
regularly,  not  to  be  less  than  four  on  a  space  equal  to  an  original  square  of 
the  city,  including  squares  on  the  seven  avenues,  and  provided,  that  on  mains  here- 
after to  be  laid  the  city  may  diminish  the  number  of  posts  on  the  squares. 

The  average  capacity  of  the  burners  used  to  be  such  as  to  permit  of  the 
consumption  of  four  cubic  feet  per  hour. 

The  Company  will  furnish,  at  its  own  expense,  all  the  necessary  burners 
for  lamps  and  the  matches  for  lighting.    . 

The  Company  will  furnish  the  gas  on  contract,  each  lamp  to  burn  not  less 
than  two  thousand  hours  per  post  per  annum,  pay  the  Government  tax,  light, 
extinguish  and  perform  the  labor  of  keeping  the  lamps  in  good  working 
order,  at  the  rate  of  thirty  dollars  per  post  per  annum. 
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All  bills  duly  certified,  due  for  a  given  month,  to  be  paid  during  the  fol- 
lowing month;  provided  further,  that  for  lighting,  extinguishing,  repairing, 
Government  tax,  and  for  materials  furnished,  to  be  paid  for  as  per  monthly 
bills  rendered,  currency. 

The  Company  to  purchase  all  necessary  materials  for  keeping  the  lamps  in 
good  order,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  to  be  stored  as  the  city  shall  direct. 
Monthly  bills  to  be  rendered  for  the  cost  of  materials,  duly  certified  and 
sworn  to  as  correct  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  the  Company. 

The  Company  will  accept  a  contract  on  the  terms  and  stipulations  of  the 
above  as  a  basis,  for  a  term  of  time,  say  from  three  to  five  years,  as  may  be 
determined  upon  by  the  Council. 

Nothing  in  this  proposition,  if  accepted  by  the  Council,  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  Company  under  their  contract 
to  supply  the  city  and  citizens  with  gas  for  a  term  of  twenty  years,  bearing 
date  March  4th,  1866,  except  as  contemplated  in  this  proposition.

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  explain  to  your  honors  any  further 
my  condition,  for  there  are  some  of  you  Councilmen  that  are  well  acquainted 
with  my  condition  and  character.  I  have  been  a  citizen  of  Indianapolis  for 
fourteen  years.  Should  you  require  any  reference  from  me  as  a  civil  citizen 
I  will  give  it  to  your  satisfaction. 

Hoping,  gentlemen,  that  you  will  favor  my  petition,  I  leave  my  case  in 
your  hands.

Indianapolis,  April  4,  1868.  J 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Board  of  Police  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report 
of  Thomas  S.  Wilson,  Chief  of  Police,  for  the  year  ending  April  30th,  1868, 
which  will,  by  a  careful  perusal,  show  your  police  force  to  be  in  a  healthy, 
efficient  condition,  having  made  during  the  year  one  thousand  five  hundred 
and  fifty-five  arrests  for  violations  of  national,  State  and  municipal  laws,  be- 
sides two  hundred  and  sixty  arrests  for  minor  offences. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  arrests  were  made  for  grand  larceny,  sixty-five 
of  whom  were  convicted  and  sent  to  the  Penitentiary.  Twenty-seven  arrests 
made  for  robbery,  and  seventeen  sent  to  the  Penitentiary.  Eight  were  ar- 
rested for  highway  robbery,  and  all  convicted  and  sentenced  to  serve  in  the 
State  Prison  from  three  to  eight  years. 

Your  Board  only  refer  to  these  matters  to  show  the  efficiency  of  your  Po- 
lice Force.  Their  efforts,  however,  are  no  doubt  directed  to  the  prevention 
of  crime  rather  than  punishment.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  thorough 
system  of  uniforming  the  force  will  add  materially  to  its  efficiency.  This  we 
have  endeavored  to  inaugurate,  and  with  the  assistance  of  your  honorable 
body  shall  be  enabled  to  carry  out,  as  we  trust,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of 
all  parties  interested. 

Your  Board  propose  at  present  to  make  but  few,  if  any,  changes  in  the 
force  as  now  organized,  and  then  only  where  we  may  consider  the  same  una- 
voidable, looking  always  to  the  efficiency  of  the  force. 

Your  Board  feel  called  upon  in  this  report  to  refer  to  the  decease  of 
Frederick  Sponsel,  a  Night  Policeman  of  the  7th  Ward,  who  died  in  Aug 
ust  last,  leaving  a  large  family  in  destitute  circumstances.  The  afflictions  of 
his  estimable  family  we  are  glad  to  say  were  most  liberally  assuaged  by  his 
surviving  comrades  on  the  force,  who  at  once  contributed  a  sum  of  money 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  relief  of  his  family, 

Mr.  Sponsel  had  been  a  soldier  in  blue  over  two  years,  and  as  such  gained 
the  respect  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Your  Board  have,  from  a  thorough  examination  of  witnesses  and  facts  as 
presented  to  them,  found  it  necessary  to  make  a  few  removals  and  changes 
in  the  Police  Force  of  the  City,  and  what  we  regarded  as  our  duty  in  the 
premises,  we  have  done  "  without  fear  or  favor." 

We  have  removed  two  policemen  for  disobedience  to  rules  and  inefficiency. 

Two  for  conduct  unbecoming  a  policeman  and  an  officer  of  the  police. 

Four  have  been  suspended  for  neglect  of  duty  from  10  to  30  days  and  re- 
instated 

Two  have  been  suspended  for  insubordination. 

Three  have  resigned. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.        »

era  merit  tax  on  said  gas,  for  the  price  and  sum  of  six  dollars  per  annum  for

Said  lamps  shall  not  be  burned  more  than  am 
average  time  of  two  thousand  (2,000)  hours  for  each  lamp  in  each  year,  anffl 
the  number  of  such  lamps  so  to  be  supplied  with  gas  on  the  streets  where  the 
gas  mains  are  now  laid  shall  not  lie  less  than  four  (4)  to  each  space  equal  ill 
length  to  one  original  square,  including  the  avenue  squares.

not  be  bound  to  increase  the  present  number  of  lamps,  but  the  number 
shall  not  be  diminished  below  four  (-i)  to  a  square  as  aforesaid,  and  if  so 
diminished  the  compensation  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  not  be:

lars per  annum  for  each  of  said  lamps  for  the  gas,  and  the  further  Mini  of 
six  (('))  dollars  for  p-ao\\  lamp  per  annnm  for  lighting,  extinguishing  and  re- 
pairing the  same,  and  for  the  Government  tax  on  the  gas,  (which  the  party 
of  the  second  part  is  to  pay,)  and  such  further  sums  as  the  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part  may  expend  as  aforesaid  for  materials  to  be  used  in  repairs,  and  for 
the  ladders  and  tools  needed  for  lighting  said  lamps  and  keeping  the  same 
in  repair;  said  sums  to  be  paid  monthly  as  follows"  to-wit:  The  party  of  the 
second  part  shall  render, to  the  Common  Council  of  said  City,  at  the  end  of 
each  month,  an  account  of  the  amount  due  for  such  month  under  this  con- 
tract. The  amount  due,  if  anything,  for  gas  consumed  beyond  the  stipula- 
ted amount,  and  for  materials  and  tools  purchased,  shall  be  specifically  ami 
separately  stated  therein  ;  such  accounts  as  maybe  for  materials  and  tools 
shall  be  duly  verified  by  the  President  or  Secretary  of  said  Gas  Company, 
and  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  shall  audit  such  accounts,  and  shall, 
during  the  succeeding  month,  issue  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  the  orders 
or  treasury  warrants  of  said  City  for  such  sum  as  may  be  due  for  the  gas  fur- 
nished at  the  rate  aforesaid,  and  shall  pay  in  currency  such  sum  as  may  be 
due  for  lighting,  extinguishing  and  repairing  said  lamps,  and  for  the  Govern- 
ment tax.  and  for  materials  and  tools  purchased  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part  for  the  uses  aforesaid.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  question,  "what  would,  in  their  opinion,  be  the  best  mode  of  drainage 
for  the  southern  part  of  the  city,"  respectfully  report  the  following  in  answer 
to  said  question : 

The  City  Engineer  kindly  furnished  us  with  the  distance,  fall,  and  estima- 
ted cost  of"  a  brick  sewer  from  what  is  locally  known  as  "Lake  McCarty," 
thence  north  along  Delaware  street  to  McCarty  street,  thence  west  along  Mc- 
Carty street  to  Bluff  Road,  thence  northwestwardly  along  Eussell  street  to 
Illinois  street  thence  north  along  Illinois  street  to  Pogue's  Run,  distance 
3,300  feet,  with  a  fall  of  12  feet. 

Also,  from  Lake  McCarty  west  along  Ray  street  to  Pogue's  Run,  distance 
2,500  feet,  with  a  fall  of  23  feet.

Gentlemen: — Complete  success  and  efficiency  of  the  Telegraph  Fire  Alarm, 
depending  as  it  does  on  its  being  kept  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  as 
none  of  the  present  Fire  Department  is  conversant  with  or  accustomed  to 
taking  care  of  or  tepairing  the  batteries,  lines  or  instruments,  and  as  an  ar- 
rangement can  be  made  with  a  gentleman  now  here,  who  comes  highly  re- 
commended as  fully  competent  to  take  charge  of  and  superintend  the  Lines, 
Batteries  and  Instruments,  and  who  will  drive  and  take  care  of  the  extra 
Hose  Reel  for  the  sum  of  eighty-five  dollars  per  month ;  and  as  you  are  now 
paying  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  day  for  the  extra  Hose  Reel 
driver,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department, 
or  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  be  directed  to  employ  this  gentleman  as  extra  Hose 
Reel  driver  and  superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  for  the  reasons  and 
at  the  price  above  named,  which  is  only  about  fifteen  dollars  more  than  the 
city  now  pays  the  extra  hose  reel  driver. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  or  Chief 
Fire  Engineer,  be  directed  to  purchase  from  Messrs.  Shawk  &  Franz  some 
repair  materials,  they  having  some  left  here  which  they  propose  to  sell  at 
cost.  Poles  at  $1.50,  and  wire  at  $40  per  mile,  and  other  material  in  propor- 
tion.

THE  GAS  CONTROVERSY. 

EXAMINATION  OF  VICTOR  ZEIS,  ESQ.,  DEPUTY  STATE  INSPECTOR 
OF  GAS  IN  OHIO,  BEFORE  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL,  MONDAY 
EVENING,  APRIL  13,  1868.  * 

By  Mr  Jameson  : 

Question  1.  Suppose  the  Gas  Works  properly  constructed  (this 
city  being  level),  what  pressure  on  the  city  lamps  would  give  the  best 
illumination  for  the  least  expense ;  or,  in  other  words,  what  would  be 
the  proper  pressure? 

Answer.  A  city  so  level  as  is  the  City  of  Indianapolis  should 
have  its  supply  of  gas  at  a  pressure  not  exceeding  15-10ths,  provided 
the  mains  in  the  streets  are  of  sufficient  size  to  permit  a  natural  flow 
of  the  quantity  of  gas  necessary  to  supply  the  consumers. 

Q.  2.  If  the  gas  is  forced  through  the  mains  under  a  pressure  of 
more  than  15-10ths,  would  not  consumers  be  compelled  to  pay  for  an 
undue  amount  of  gas  in  proportion  to  the  light  received? 

A.     They  certainly  would. 

Q.  3.  If  a  burner  to  be  used  upon  a  street  lamp,  tested  to  burn 
•four  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour,  should  have  six  cubic  feet  per  hour 
forced  through  it,  by  undue  pressure  in  the  mains,  would  not  the  bill 
of  the  private  consumer  be  fifty  per  cent,  too  high?  And  would  not 
all  consumers  be  wronged  fifty  per  Cent,  in  their  gas  bills  ? 

A.  Probably  not  fifty  per  cent.,  but,  at  any  rate,  the  bills  of  the 
private  consumer  would  be  increased  about  one  third,  or  thirty-three 
per  cent. 

Q.  4.  Does  the  so  called  "Gas  Regulator"  increase  or  diminish 
the  pressure  on  any  gas  burned  in  connection  therewith  ? 

A.     It  diminishes  it. 

Q.  5.  Would  such  an  apparatus  ("Gas  Regulator")  be  necessary 
if  the  pressure  was  not  too  great  ?  And  could  it  be  used  to  increase 
the  pressure  ? 

*  See  Proceedings,  page  — 


A.  No;  the  idea  of  the  inventor  of  this  "Regulator"  was  sim- 
ply to  counteract  the  effects  of  undue  pressure  upon  the  mains,  and 
it  is  so  constructed  that  an  increase  of  pressure,  over  that  in  the 
street  mains,  is  impossible.  The  only  means  for  a  gas  consumer  to 
secure  a  greater  pressure  upon  his  burners  would  be  to  have  a  gas 
holder  upon  his  premises,  which,  filled  in  the  day  time,  would  give  a 
supply  of  gas  during  the  evening,  in  addition  to  the  amount  received 
through  the  mains. 

Q.  6.  Other  things  being  equal,  is  the  pressure  likely  to  be  hea- 
vier or  lighter  in  buildings  where  there  is  a  large  number  of  burners, 
as  the  Union  Depot,  Theatre,  hotels,  &c.  ? 

A.     Lighter. 

Q.  7.  If  large  buildings  be  in  need  of  "  Gas  Regulators,"  other 
things  being  equal,  are  not  also  small  consumers  more  in  need  of 
such  apparatus? 

A.     Yes,  much  more. 

Q.  8.     Small  consumer's  are,  then,  the  worst  sufferers  ? 

A.     Certainly. 

By  Mr.  Kappes  : 

Q.  9.  Is  it  possible  to  meddle  with  the  meters  on  the  public  lamps,; 
so  as  to  make  them  indicate  more  then  is  really  consumed? 

A.     It  is.     If  the  meter  lamps  are  not  carefully  guarded,  or  pro- 
tected, and  the  keys  to  the  boxes  in  which  the  meters  are  placed  are] 
not  delivered  to  and  kept  by  a  sworn  officer  of  the  city,  it  would  be 
easy  to  detach  the  meters,  and  force  two  or  three  hundred  feet  of  at« 
mospheric  air  through  them  by  means  of  an  air  pump. 

Q.  10.  Is  there  a  probability  that  such  a  fraud  could  be  commit- 
ted without  disconnecting  the  meter? 

A.  Yes,  sir;  if  the  means  of  connecting  the  air  pump  with  th» 
supply  pipe  of  the  lamp  are  provided  for. 

Q.  11.  Who  has  the  advantage  in  meter  measurement,  as  appliei 
to  public  lamps,  the  City  or  the  Gas  Company  ? 

A.     Most  certainly  the  Gas  Company.     The  best  plan  in  lighting 
a  city  is  to  have  burners  provided  that  burn  a  certain  number  of  fee 
per  hour  under  a  given  pressure,  and  to  have  the  city  control  th 
same  through  a  proper  officer,  and  by  means  of  a  Pressure  Registe 
and  Pressure  Guages.     The  Pressure  Register  is  an  apparatus  som* 
what  similar  to  a  small  gas-holder  in  its  workings ;  it  rises  when  th 
pressure  increases,  and  falls  as  the  pressure  diminishes.    A  clock  and 
ratating  cylinder  also  form  a  portion  of  the  Register.    In  the  clock  ai 
certain  special  wheels  which  cause  the  cylinder  to  make  one  comple 
rotation  in  twenty-four  hours;  upon  the  cylinder  is  placed  a  sheet 
paper,  technically  called  a  "  card,"  which  is  divided,  perpendrularl   ,\ 
into  twenty-four  columns,  corresponding  with  the  hours  of  a  da   i 
and  horizontally  by  lines  representing  the  pressure  of  the  gas 
"tenths  of  an   inch,"  and  ranging  from   one-tenth  to   forty-tenth  ;J 
On  this  card  the  variation  in  " pressure"  is  noted  by  a  lead  penc 
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with  movements  depending  upon  the  rising  or  falling  of  the  small 
gas-holder  already  spoken  of.  The  cost  of  a  Pressure  Register  is 
from  $160  upwards. 

Q.  12.  Would  you  recommend  the  use  of  more  than  one  Pressure 
Register  ? 

A.  I  think  that  a  Pressure  Register  should  be  located  in  the  City 
Gas  Inspector's  office  ;  and,  besides,  there  ought  to  be  several  Pres- 
sure Guages,  set  at  various  points  of  the  City,  such  as  in  fire  en- 
gine houses  or  police  station  houses,  where  some  person  could  note 
the  pressure  indicated  by  them  at  any  time.  Those  Pressure  Guages 
would  cost  from  $15  to  $16  each. 

Q.  13.  What  is  your  judgment  as  to  the  utility  and  importance 
of  such  a  city  officer  as  a  Gas  Inspector,  and  would  his  services,  if 
well  and  honestly  discharged,  be  of  equal  importance  to  the  City  and 
to  the  citizen  ? 

A.  If  a  proper  person  is  appointed,  who  would  discharge  his  du- 
ties honestly  and  faithfully,  a  city  of  this  size  might  save  thousands 
of  dollars  per  annum;  not  only  the  City  as  a  corporation,  but  espe- 
cially the  private  consumers,  as  such  an  officer  would  be  able  to  pro- 
tect the  latter  by  proper  inspection  of  the  meters  used.  This  City 
should  have  had  such  an  officer  fully  ten  years  ago.  In  Ohio,  a  sim- 
ilar office  has  been  created  by  State  law,  and  persons  holding  position 
under  it  are  State  officials.  By  this  enactment,  no  Gas  Company  in 
Ohio  is  now  permitted  to  set  or  use  a  meter  for  the  measurement  and 
sale  of  its  gas  until  the  same  shall  have  been  proven  and  badged  by 
the  State  Inspector,  or  by  his  deputy,  which  latter  position  I  now  hold 
I  would  advise  that  your  next  Legislature  be  petitioned  to  enact  a  gen- 
eral law  requiring  the  appointment  of  Gas  Inspectors  at  all  localities 
where  gas  works  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  organized  and  operated, 
said  law  to  include  among  its  provisions  a  minimum  standard  of 
quality  at  which  illuminating  gas  shall  be  considered  merchantable. 
In  Ohio,  by  the  law  I  have  just  spoken  of,  the  minimum  quality  is 
fixed  at  twelve  caudles',  and  the  making  of  a  poorer  gas  compels  a 
proportionate  deduction  in  the  bill  of  the  Company  so  offending. 

Q.  14.  Is  it  possible  that  common  air  can  be  forced  into  the  gas 
holder  and  passed  off  to  the  consumer  as  gas? 

A.  Yes.  This  can  be  accomplished  by  various  means.  If  there 
is  an  exhauster  used  in  a  gas  works,  it  may  happen,  that,  through  neg- 
lect by  the  man  in  charge  of  the  exhauster,  a  vacuum  is  created  in 
the  retorts,  then  the  machine,  acting  as  force  pump,  will  draw  air 
and  force  it  with  the  gas  into  the  gas  holder.  The  same  may  also  be 
done  intentionally,  if  the  exhauster  is  permitted,  purposely,  to. run 
faster  than  the  quantity  of  gas  generated  from  the  coal  in  the  retorts 
requires.  Where  there  is  no  exhauster  used,  air  can  be  mixed  with 
gas  by  the  means  of  an  air  pump  ;  for  instance,  by  forcing  air  into  the 
purifying  boxes  or  water-pipe  connections.  The  exhauster  itself  is 
a  machine  driven  by  steam  power,  and  applied  to  facilitate  the  pass- 
age of  gas  from  the  retorts,  through  the  different  apparatus,  into  the 


gas  holder,  and  to  avoid  the  loss  of  the  illuminating  power  of  gas  by 
combustion  in  the  retorts. 

By  Mr.  Jameson: 

Q.  15.  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  gas  in  our  city ;  is  it  mixed 
■with  air? 

A.  As  I  am  but  a  few  hours  in  your  City,  I  have  not  had  suffi- 
cient opportunity  for  making  such  observations  as  would  justify  me 
in  expressing  an  opinion  on  this  subject.  The  presence  of  air  in  gas 
is  generally  very  easily  detected  by  the  naked  eye,  since  the  flame 
appears  of  a  bluish  cast  above  the  orifice  of  the  burner,  and  the  illu- 
minating power  of  the  gas  is  considerably  impaired. 

By  Mr.  Loomis  : 

Q.  16.  You  say  you  are  familiar  with  the  manufacture  of  gas  in 
Europe ;  what  is  the  population  of  some  of  those  cities  in  which  you 
have  been  engaged  ? 

A.  The  City  of  Mayence  has  about  50  000  inhabitants,  not  in- 
cluding its  military  garrison,  which,  perhaps,  numbers  about  10,000  ; 
Cologne  has  over  120,000;  and  the  City  of  Prague,  including  its  sub- 
urbs, has  about  200,000. 

Q.  17.  What  is  your  opinion :  Is  it  becoming  to  a  city  of  the 
magnitude  of  Indianapolis  to  extinguish  the  public  lamps  at  midnight, 
thus  leaving  the  people  on  its  streets,  after  that  hour,  in  darkness  ? 
Does  it  add  to  its  reputation  ? 

A.  I  should  certainly  prefer  and  recommend  to  have  the  public 
lamps  burning  during  all  the  dark  hours  of  the  night ;  but  I  should 
be  in  favor  of  entirely  abandoning  the  lighting  of  the  public  lamps 
of  a  city  where  it  has  no  proper  control  as  to  the  gas  purported  to 
be  consumed,  or  where  meter  lamps  are  used  and  unjustifiable  pres- 
sure is  resorted  to.  I  should  certainly  recommend  a  total  discontin- 
uance of  public  lamps  where  so  doing  would  be  the  means  of  bring- 
ing a  gas  company  to  terms. 

Q.  18.     How  is  it  in  Cincinnati  ? 

A.  The  lamps  in  Cincinnati  burn  all  night  without  regard  to  moon- 
light, and  the  gas  company  receives  payment  at  the  rate  of  four  cubic 
feet  per  hour  per  lamp. 

By  Mr.  Kappes  : 

Q.  19.  What  burner,  for  general  purposes,  do  you  consider  the 
best? 

A.  The  one  lately  come  into  use,  known  as  the  "  Young  America." 
They  are  manufactured  by  Gleason,  of  New  York  City.  It  is  a  brass 
burner,  very  economical,  fish-tail  pattern,  and  has  a  check,  with  the 
very  small  holes  therein,  for  the  passage  of  the  gas.  In  the  City  of 
Cincinnati  this  burner  is  used  exclusively  upon  the  public  lamps. 


By  Mr.  Jameson  : 

Q.  20.     What  is  the  size  of  the  burner  used  in  Cincinnati  ? 

A.     Four  feet  per  hour,  under  a  pressure  of  20-10ths  in  the  mains. 

Q.  21.  Would  the  authorities  of  any  city  in  Europe  submit,  if  an 
attempt  was  made  to  compel  them  to  pay  for  gas  used  by  their  public 
lamps  at  the  rate  of  six  feet  per  hour,  if  there  were  an  agreement 
that  the  burners  of  the  lamps  should  be  supplied  with  four  feet  per 
hour  by  meter  measurement?  Would  they  not  turn  their  gas  entirely 
off  all  night? 

A.  They  certainly  would.  In  addition,  I  will  state  that  since 
coming  to  this  country  I  learned  that  several  years  ago  the  city  and 
a  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  New  Orleans  discontinued  to  use 
gas  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  a  reduction  in  the  price  thereof, 
and  were  successful.  And  only  a  few  days  ago  I  read  in  a  German 
newspaper  a  report  which,  from  my  individual  experience  as  a  jour- 
nalist for  some  time  connected  with  a  paper  in  Cincinnati,  I  believe 
must  be  true,  because  it  was  printed  in  a  newspaper,  that  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  City  of  Mannheim,  on  the  Rhine,  have  resolved  not  to 
burn  any  gas  at  all  unless  the  gas  company  will  reduce  their  prices 
allowed  them  by  that  city's  authorities,  under  a  long  running  con- 
tract, made  about  fifteen  years  ago.  I  think  Mannheim  has  about 
80,000  inhabitants.  Such  movements  have,  in  general,  a  very  good 
effect,  when  gas  companies  have  taken  advantage  of  City  Councils 
not  experienced  in  technical  points  for  making  gas  contracts. 

By  Mr.  Kappes  : 

Q.  22.  Is  there  a  reasonable  excuse  for  a  gas  company  refusing 
to  furnish  a  plat  of  the  lengths  and  sizes  of  mains  laid  in  the  streets 
of  the  city,  the  number  of  meters,  the  approximate  number  of  burn- 
ers used  by  private  consumers,  &c.  ? 

A.  There  can  be  no  technical  reason  for  not  complying  with  such 
a  request,  unless  the  gas  company  sees  fit  to  prevent  the  authorities 
from  becoming  aware  that  the  pipes  laid  are  too  small  in  diameter. 
As  to  meters,  &c,  I  think  this  is  merely  a  private  business  of  the 
gas  company. 
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
